Detached single house, church, public school or other public 
purpose, private school, college, library, museum, or other 
educational purpose, club, except a club the chief activity of 
which is a service customarily carried onas a business, and such 
purposes as are or may be incidental to or usual in connection 
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with any of the foregoing purposes, including a private garage 
and private stable, but not including any industry, trade, 
manufacturing or commercial purpose. 


C. Provided, however, that an existing double house or duplex 

house, destroyed by fire, may be reconsrtucted, and, if per- 
mission of the Selectmen be obtained in accordance with the 
procedure provided in Section 8, a detached single house may 
be altered, enlarged or reconstructed, and used as a place of 
residence for two families and buildings and structures may 
be constructed, altered, enlarged or reconstructed, and used 
for one or more of the following purposes: 
Farm, stock farm, truck garden, nursery or greenhouse in- 
cluding salesrooms for the sale of natural products, raised in 
or upon any of them; semi-public, philanthropic charitable 
or religious institution, hospital, sanitarium or other medical 
institution (but not including a correctional institution or place 
of detention), and such purposes as are incidental to or usual 
in connection with any of said purposes. 


SECTION 3. General Residence Districts. In the general re- 
sidence districts no new building or structure, shall be constructed 
or used, in whole or in part, and no building or structure, or part 
thereof, shall be altered, enlarged, reconstructed or used: 

A. For any industry, trade, manufacturing, business or commer- 
cial purpose; 


B. For any other purpose except: 
1. Any of the purposes authorized by paragraph B of section 
2. 
2. Double house, duplex house or group house. 
3. Boarding house, or lodging house. 
4. Such purposes as are incindental to or usual in connection 
with any of the foregoing purposes. 


C. Provided, however, that if permission of the Selectmen be ob- 
tained in accordance with the procedure provided in section 8, 
buildings and structures may be constructed, altered, enlarged, 
or reconstructed, and used for one or more of the following 
purposes: 
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Farm, stock farm, truck garden, nursery or greenhouse in- 
cluding salesrooms for the sale of natural products, raised in 
or upon any of them, semi-public, philanthropic, charitable or 
religious institution, hospital, sanitarium or other medical 
institution (but not including a correctional institution or place 
of detention) and such purposes as are incidental to or usual 
in connection with any of said purposes. 


SECTION 4. Semi-residence Districts. In the semi-residence 
districts, no new buildings or structure shall be constructed or used 
in whole or in part, and no building or structure or part thereof 
shall be altered, enlarged, reconstructed or used for any purpose 
except such as is authorized or may be permitted in the single re- 
sidence districts and the general residence districts, except that 
the first floor, basement, and cellar of any building or structure 
may be used for one or more of the purposes authorized in business 
districts, provided that the total floor space used for any industry, 
trade, manufacturing, business, or commercial purpose on any one 
lot, or on adjoining lots, if part of the same establishment, shall 
not exceed a total area of fifteen hundred square feet unless per- 
mission of the Selectmen be obtained, in accordance with the pro- 
cedure provided in Section 8, for the use of such additional floor 
space as they shall specify. 


SECTION 5. Business District.In the business districts, no 
new building or structure shall be constructed or used, in whole 
or in part, and no building or structure, or part thereof, shall be 
altered, enlarged, reconstructed or used for any purpose except: 
A. Such as is authorized or may be permitted in the single re- 

sidence districts, or in the general residence districts; or 


B. One or more of the following purposes: 
Residence for more than two families, apartment house, apart- 
ment hotel, tenement house, or hotel, whether in combination 
with or separate from any other use authorized by this section; 
restaurant or other eating place; store, salesroom or show- 
room for the conduct of retail business, theatre, hall club, danc- 
ing academy, or other place of amusement or assembly; office, 
bank or other financial institution; public or semi-publie build- 
ing; place of business of a baker, builder, butcher, cabinet 
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maker, carpenter, caterer, cleaner, confectioner, contractor, 
decorator, dressmaker, druggist, dyer, electrician, florist, fur- 
rier, grocer, hairdresser, laundry, manicure, mason, milliner, 
newspaper, optician, house or sign painter, paper hanger, 
photographer, plumber, printer, publisher, roofer, shoemaker, 
shoe repairer, shoe shiner, tailor, tinsmith, undertaker, or up- 
holsterer; public garage, public stable, gasoline filling station; 
and such purposes as are or may be incidental to or usual in 
eonnection with any of the foregoing purposes. 


C. Any purpose which the Selectmen shall specifically find to be 
similar to any of the purposes enumerated in paragraph B of 
this section, if permission of the Selectmen be obtained, in 
accordance with the procedure provided in Section 8. 


D. Such industry, trade or light manufacturing as is incidental to 
or usual in connection with any of the purposes, authorized 
under the provisions of this section, if such industry, trade, or 
light manufacturing is carried on in the same building or 
structure or on the same premises as the business or use with 
which it is connected; except that 


1. No industry, trade or light manufacturing shall be carried 
on in a business district which is prohibited or not author- 
ized in an industrial district. 


2. The total floor space which may be used for industry, or 
light manufacturing on any one lot, or on adjoining lots if 
part of the same establishment, shall not exceed a total 
area of fifteen hundred square feet, unless permission of the 
Selectmen be obtained, in accordance with the procedure 
provided in section 8, for the use of such additional floor 
space as they shall specify. 


SECTION 6. Industrial Districts. 


A. In the industrial districts, new buildings and structures may 
be constructed and used and buildings or structures may be 
altered, enlarged, reconstructed, and used for; 
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1. Purposes authorized, or which may be permitted, in single 
residence districts, general resident districts, and business 
districts. 


2. Any industry, trade, manufacturing, commercial, or other 
purpose not prohibited by paragraph B of this section, or 
by any statute, or by-law of the Town. 


3. Such purposes as are incidental to or usual in connection 
with the purposes authorized by this section. 


B. No new building or structure, or part thereof, shall be con- 
structed, or used in whole or in part, and no building or struct- 
ure, or part thereof, shall be altered, enlarged, reconstructed, 
or used for any of the following specified purposes, unless such use 
is incidental to or usual in connection with a use authorized 
by this section. 


acetylene gas manufacturing, ammonia, bleaching powder, or chlorine manu- 
facturing, asphalt manufacturing or refining, assaying, other than gold or 
silver; blast furnace; boiler making, brass, copper, iron or steel manufac- 
turing; candle manufacturing; celluloid manufacturing; treatment, or 
storage; cement, lime or plaster of paris manufacturing; coal tar products 
manufacturing; coke manufacturing; cork manufacturing; cremation, 
except in cemetery; creosote treatment or manufacturing; dextrine, glucose, 
or starch manufacturing; distillation of bones, coal or wood; dyestuff manu- 
facturing; emerycloth or sandpaper manufacturing; enamel, japan, lacquer, 
oil, paint, shellac, turpentine, or varnish manufacturing; explosives, fireworks, 
or gunpowder manufacturing; fat rendering; fertilizer manufacturing; 
gasoline, naptha, or petroleum refining; gelatine, glue, or sizing manufac- 
turing; grease, lard, or tallow manufacturing; hydrochloric, nitric, picric, 
sulphuric, or sulphurous acid manufacturing; incineration or reduction of 
dead animals; garbage, offal, or refuse, except in a municipal plant; lamp- 
black manufacturing; linoleum or oilcloth manufacturing; match manu- 
facturing; pickle, sauerkraut, sausage, or vinegar manufacturing; potash 
refining; printing ink manufacturing; pyroxlyn plastic manufacturing; 
rolling mill; rubber, caoutchouc or gutta percha manufacturing; salt manu- 
facturing; shoe blacking, cleaning, or polish manufacturing; slaughtering 
of animals or fowls, except on premises used for farming, or in the case of 
fowls to be sold at retail on the premises; smelting of iron; soap manufac- 
turing; soda and soda compound manufacturing; stove blacking or polish 
manufacturing; sugar refining; tanning, curing, or storage of raw leather, 
raw hides, or skins, tar distillation or manufacturing; tar roofing or tar water- 
proofing manufacturing; tobacco (chewing) manufacturing; yeast manu- 
facturing. 


SECTION 7. Non-conforming Uses. 


A. Nothing contained in this by-law shall prevent the continued 
use of any building or structure for the purpose for which it is 
used at the time when this by-law takes effect. 
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B. A building used or to be used by a public-service corporation 
may be exempted from the operation of this by-law, if, upon 
a petition of the corporation, the department of public utilities 
shall, after a public hearing, decide that the present or pro- 
posed situation of the building in question is reasonably neces- 
sary for the convenience or welfare of the public. 


O 


A building or structure existing at the time when this by-law 
takes effect and then used for a purpose for which a new build- 
ing or structure may not be constructed or used, may, if per- 
mission of the Selectmen be obtained, in accordance with the 
procedure provided in section 8, be altered, enlarged, reconstruct- 
ed or replaced if destroyed by fire or other cause, or moved to 
another location in the same district or into any other district 
following it in the classification set forth in section 1. 


D. The Selectmen may, in accordance with the procedure pro- 
vided in section 8, permit existing buildings or structures to be 
used and buildings and structures to be constructed and used, 
in any district, for purposes hereby otherwise prohibited, for tem- 
porary periods not exceeding one year, and may renew such 
permission not more than once. 


E. Existing buildings or structures may be extended or moved a 
distance not exceeding 50 feet into an adjoining district, and 
there used for a purpose otherwise prohibited in that district, 
if permission of the Selectmen be obtained, in accordance with 
the procedure provided in section 8. 


SECTION 8. Permission of the Selectmen. Any person or 
persons desiring to construct and use, or to alter, enlarge, recon- 
struct, and use, any building or structure for any purpose for 
which the permission of the Selectmen is required, shall make 
application in writing therefor to the Selectmen, who shall within 
a reasonable time hold a public hearing thereon, fourteen days 
public notice of which shall be given at the expense of the applicant 
together with such other notice to adjoining owners and others, as 
the Selectmen shall order, or by regulation prescribe, including 
posting a copy of the notice in a conspicuous location upon the 
property to which said application relates. 
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If any such adjoining owner or any tenant thereof under a lease 
for a term of five years or more, shall object, the permission shall 
not ke granted against the objection of more than one of the 
Selectmen. 

At said hearing, or as soon as may be thereafter, the Selectmen 
shall expressly find and determine: 


A. If permission is sought to use a building or structure for a use 
incidental to or in connection with a purpose permitted by 
any section of this by-law, whether such use is in fact inciden- 
tal to or usual in connection therewith. 


B. Whether the use of a building or structure, for the purpose for 
which permission is sought, is or would be in violation of the 
provisions of section 9. 


C. Any other facts material to their decision. 


As soon as may be after the hearing, the Selectmen shall adopt. 
an order, notice of which shall be given to the petitioner and any 
persons who have appeared at the hearing, which shall embody 
their findings, and grant or refuse the permission applied for, in 
accordance with such findings. 


SECTION 9. Restrictions Affecting all Districts. No new 
buildings or structure shall be constructed, or used, in whole or in 
part, and no building or structure, or part thereof, shall be altered, 
enlarged, reconstructed, or used, in any part of the town, any other 
provision of this by-law to the contrary notwithstanding; 


A. For any purpose which by the emission or discharge of fumes, 
vapor, gas, dust, offensive odors, chemicals, poisonous fluids, 
or substances, refuse, organic matter, or excrement, the caus- 
ing of noise or vibrations, or by unduly increasing the risk 
from fire or explosion, or otherwise would be injurious to the 
public health or safety. 


B. For any purpose, harmful to the public morals. 


C. For any purpose which would be for any reason injurious to the 
health, safety, morals or welfare of the community in any of 
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the districts designated in section 1 or any adjacent district, 
or harmful to property therein. 


SECTION 10. Execution. 


A. The Commissioner appointed under the provisions of the 
building By-Laws of the Town, except as hereinafter provided, 
shall execute the provisions of this by-law.

The Commissioner shall grant no permit for the construction, 
erection, alteration, or removal of any building or structure, 
which is designed, intended or to be used for a purpose contrary 
or which would be in violation of any of the provisions of this 
by-law.

He shall, upon granting any permit, forthwith and not later 
than twelve hours thereafter, cause a copy thereof to be posted 
upon the property to which it relates, in a conspicuous location 
thereon, and give notice thereof to all adjoining owners by 
delivering to them in hand, causing to be delivered at their 
last and usual places of abode, or mailing to their last known 
addresses, notices of the granting of such permit.

He shall issue no permit for the construction, erection, altera- 
tion or removal of any building or structure until the time for 
appeal as provided in section 12 has expired.

If the Commissioner shall be informed, or have reason to 
believe, that any provision of this by-law has been, is being 
or may be violated he shall make or cause to be made an in- 
vestigation of the facts and inspect the property where the 
violation may exist, and if he shall find any such violation he 
shall give notice thereof in writing to the owner or to his duly 
authorized agent and to the occupant of the premises and order 
that any use of any building or structure contrary to the provi- 
sions of this by-law shall immediately cease. 

If after such notice the building or structure is continued in 
such use contrary to the provisions of this by-law or if any such 
owner or occupant shall fail to obey any lawful order to the 
Commissioner in respect to any violation or use contrary to 
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the provisions of this by-law he may revoke the permit for 
occupation of the premises and shall make complaint for such 
violation to a court having jurisdiction thereof or apply to the 
Superior Court for an injunction or order restraining the fur- 
ther use of the premises, or both, and shall do all further acts 
and take any and all such action as may be necessary to en- 
force the provisions of this by-law. 


SECTION 11. Adjoining Owners. The term “adjoining 


owners,” as used herein shall be held to mean and include the 
owners, as shown by the assessors’ records, of all the land ad- 
joining the land to which any permit, for which application, 
is made to the Commissioner, relates, and any land which abuts 
upon any street or public or private way, upon which the land 
to which any such permit relates, is bounded, at any point 
within one hundred feet of the same. 


SECTION 12. Appeals. 


Any person aggrieved by the refusal of a permit under the 
provisions of section 10, may appeal to the Board of Appeal, 
appointed under the provisions of the Building By-Law of the 
Town, by filing a claim of appeal in writing, in the office of the 
Town Clerk, within ten days from the date of the order of the 
Commissioner relating thereto. 


Any adjoining owner, as defined in section 11, and any owner 
or lessee of land in the immediate neighborhood of property 
to which any permit issued by the Commissioner relates, who 
is or may be injuriously affected by the granting of said per- 
mit because of danger from fire or to life, health or morals may 
appeal to said Board of Appeal, by filing a claim of appeal in 
writing, in the office of the Town Clerk, within ten days after 
publication of notice of such permit. 


Within ten days from the day when any claim of appeal is filed, 
as provided by this section, the Board of Appeal shall hold a 
hearing thereon; shallrequire the appellant to file such plans and 
information as it shall deem necessary and give notice of the 
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hearing by causing a notice thereof to be posted in a conspicu- 
ous location upon the property in respect to which the appeal is 
claimed and by causing notices thereof to be delivered in hand 
to, or at the last and usual places of abode, or by mailing to the 
last known addresses, of all adjoining owners, as defined in 
section 11, and to such other persons as may appear to the 
Board to have an interest in the subject matter of the appeal, 
and may require notice of the hearing to be given and at the 
expense of the appellant by publishing a copy of the same at 
least once in a newspaper published in the Town. 

The Board may approve or revoke the permit or affirm or re- 
verse in whole or in part or modify the permit, order, require- 
ment, ruling or decision appealed from so that the same shall 
conform to the provision of this by-law. 


SECTION 13. Amendment and Repeal. This by-law shall 
not be amended or repealed until after public notice of the proposed 
action shall have been given by publication in a newspaper pub- 
lished in the Town, or if there be no newspaper published in the 
Town, by posting in at least ten public places therein, and in no 
case except by a two-thirds vote at a Town meeting held for the 
purpose. 


Every article inserted in the warrant for any town meeting re- 
lating to any proposed amendment or modification or the repeal 
of this by-law, shall, by the service of such warrant upon any mem- 
ber of the Planning Board, be thereupon referred to said Board 
for consideration and report. 


As soon as may be after reference of any article to it, as herein 
provided, the Planning Board shall hold a public hearing, public 
notice of which shall be given, and shall thereafter report thereon 
with its recommendations to the Town meeting. 


No action shall be taken under any such article unless the report 
of the Planning Board shall have been made thereon, provided 
that if the Planning Board shall not make a report upon any such 
article at any meeting called for the purpose of acting thereon, 
action may be taken thereon, without such report, at an adjourned 
session of the meeting, to be held not less than seven days there- 
after. 
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SECTION 14. Enforcement. Whoever violates any provi- 
sions of this By-Law shall be punished by a fine of not more than 
twenty dollars for each violation. 


SECTION 15. Existing By-Laws not Repealed. Nothing con- 
tained in this by-law shall be construed as repealing or modifying 
any existing by-law or regulation of the Town, but shall be in ad- 
dition thereto, provided, that wherever this by-law imposes any 
greater restriction upon the use or construction of buildings or 
structures in the Town than other by-laws or provisions of law, 
such greater restriction shall prevail. 


SECTION 16. Invalidity. The invalidity of any section or 
provision of this by-law shall not affect the validity of any other 
section or provision thereof.

Article 19. ‘To see what action the Town will take to supply the 
residents of Dunster Lane and vicinity with water, and what action 
the Town will take in reference to House Bill Number 792 for 
“An act authorizing the Town of Arlington to supply water to 
the Town of Winchester.” 

No motion offered under Article 19. 


Article 20. ‘‘To see what action the Town will take with respect 
to amending Section 10, Article III of the By-Laws of the Town 
by adding after the first sentence thereof the following: 


‘No person shall own or keep in this Town any fowl! which in 
any manner disturbs the peace or duet of any Belen perheod, 
or endangers the health of any person.’ 

so that when amended said Section 10 of Article HII of said By- 
Laws shall read as follows: 


‘No person shall own, or keep in this Town, any dog which 
by biting, barking, howling, or in any other manner, disturbs 
the peace or quiet of any neighborhood, or endangers the safety 
of any person.

Article 24. To see if the Town will accept the layout of a 
Town way from Main Street to Vine Street substantially in the 
location of a private way known as Elmwood Avenue as made and 
reported by the Selectmen, under the provisions of law relating to: 
the assessment of betterments, and raise and appropriate a sum 
of money for the construction thereof. 


Voted, That the laying out of a town way from Main Street to 
Vine Street substantially in the location of a private way known 
as Elmwood Avenue, under the provisions of law relating to the 
assessment of betterments, as made and reported by the Select- 
men, be accepted and that the sum of $2300 is hereby appropriated 
for the construction thereof. 


Article 25. To see if the Town will accept the layout of a build- 
ing line on the northerly and westerly side of Elmwood Avenue 
as made and reported by the Selectmen.

BOARD OF SELECTMEN, 1924 


GENERAL 


The Board of Selectmen herewith respectfully submits its report 
of the various departments coming under its supervision for the 
year ending December 31, 1924. 

No large problem has come before the Board this year. Routine 
matters have received the usual careful consideration and an effort 
has been made to reach a final decision on various matters which 
have been pending for some time. 

The routine work of the various departments will be found under 
their respective headings. 


FINANCES 
The bonded indebtedness of the Town on January Ist, 1924, 
was $780,500.00. 


Bonds have matured during the year amounting to $66,000, 
leaving the net bonded debt on Dee. 31, 1924, $714,500. 
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During 1925 bonds maturing amount to $73,500 and interest 
charges will amount to $29,112.50. ; 

The Town has notes in anticipation of revenue amounting to 
$200,000. 


April 22, $200,000 at 2.85 discount. 


Taxes due and unpaid January 1, 1925, amount to $138,054.17. 


LOANS IN ANTICIPATION OF TAXES 


Under date of March 31, 1924, the Treasurer was authorized to 
eall for bids for a loan of $250,000 in anticipation of revenue. 
(Treasurer requested approval to call for bids for $300,000). 
Award for $250,000 was made to the Old Colony Trust Company 
at 4.05% discount plus $2.75 premium. 

Under date of May 19, 1924, the Treasurer was authorized to 
call for bids for a loan of $150,000 in anticipation of revenue. 
Award for $150,000 was made to the Old Colony Trust Company 
at 3.42% discount plus $3.75 premium. 

Under date of October 6, 1924, the Treasurer was authorized to 
borrow from the Winchester Trust Company at 3% discounted 
$50,000. 

Under date of December 1, 1924, the Treasurer was authorized 
to call for bids for a loan of $200,000, in anticipation of revenue. 
Award for $200,000 was made to Estabrook & Co. at 2.85% dis- 
count plus $1.25 premium. 


HIGHWAYS AND BRIDGES 


The tentative program set up by the Board of 1921-1922 has 
in general been followed by last year’s Board and this year’s Board. 
The street construction program has been carried forward each 
year so that at all times the Board has been working on a three 
year program, and the work has, therefore, been logically and 
systematically planned. All of the work laid out for 1924 has 
been completed as well as the reconstruction of a part of Ridge 
Street from the Arlington line to High Street. 

This latter work was ordered by the County Commissioners 
in May, 1924, they agreeing to contribute twenty-five per cent of 
the cost of construction of this street, or a sum not exceeding 
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$3,000. The line of the old travelled way was approximately 
followed, except at the curves which were eased off. A penetrated 
macadam street was built with a travelled way of 18 feet in width. 
It is probable that this work may be ordered continued in 1925. 

In 1923, funds were appropriated for the re-surfacing of Kenwin 
Road, but the work was not done that year as time would not 
permit. Last year, the same amount was again appropriated. 
After careful consideration, the Board decided to extend this street. 
through to Highland Avenue, even if the upper half could be only 
sub-graded, and to ask for funds for surfacing the entire street in 
1925. 

The lower end of Irving Street was rebuilt this year, and it is 
expected that the upper half will be completed in 1925. 

Wedgemere Avenue was rebuilt from Church Street nearly to 
Foxcroft Road to the end of the newer portion of the street. The 
westerly end of the street was throughly patched, the entire street 
oiled, and put in first-class condition. 

Portions of Main Street need immediate attention and should 
be rebuilt. 

The Board also recommends the reconstruction of Forest Street 
extension. 

All of the streets accepted in 1924 were re-surfaced and oiled. 

Again this year, particular attention has been paid to patching 
and oiling, so that extensive repairs have been eliminated and the 
upkeep cost kept at a minimum. 

For 1925, the Board is asking the Town to continue, as far as 
may seem feasible, the program which has been carried forward 
each year. Especially, does the Board wish to call the attention 
of the Town to the advisability of each year re-surfacing at least 
one of the gravel side hill streets so that eventually these may all 
have macadam surfaces. 


TOWN YARD 


No new equipment was bought this year. 

On the recommendation of the veterinary, one of the old horses, 
now unfit for work, was disposed of. 

During the summer months the work of the Department can 
be taken care of by means of the few horses remaining and the 
three automobile trucks. 
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SNOW AND ICE 


The Board has given further consideration to the purchase of 
a tractor, but is not yet satisfied that it will be wise for the Town 
to purchase one at this time. No appropriation is being asked 
for the purchase of mechanical equipment for the caring of snow 
and ice. Arrangements have been made to hire whatever trucks 
and horses are necessary for plowing the streets this winter. 


SIDEWALKS 


Granolithic walks have been extended as usual in all parts of the 
Town. Probably the new work on Washington Street will serve 
the most people and do much to bring up the general appearance 
of the center of the Town. ‘This work should be continued year 
by year, northerly along Washington Street, probably as far as 
Swanton Street. . 

Again, the Board wishes to state that in its opinion too little 
money has been appropriated each year for granolithic work. At 
least $10,000 should be appropriated if the Town is to keep up 
with the numerous requests for this class of sidewalk. One-half 
of the cost comes back to the Town in the form of payments from 
the abutters. 


SURFACE DRAINAGE 


The work laid out to be done this year has been completed as 
well as some additional work which was much needed. ‘The sur- 
face drainage system should be carried forward each year as fast 
as seems advisable and in accordamce with some definite pre- 
determined program. 


STREET LIGHTS 


New lights have been installed this year in the following loca- 
tions: 

Alben Street (1 light); Sheridan Circle (2 lights); Maple Road 
(2 lights); Appalachian Road (2 lights); Loring Avenue (1 light); 
Madison Avenue West (1 light); Highland Aveune (1 light); Wat- 
son Place (1 light); Palmer Street (2 lights); and Prospect Street 
Extension (2 lights). 
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New lights have been ordered but not yet installed on Niles 
Lane (1 light); and Brookside Road, corner of Washington 
Street (1 hight). 

The Chamber of Commerce has suggested that the appearance 
of the center of the town will be greatly improved by the instal- 
lation of a new system of modern city hghting, using large units 
in place of the present incandescent lamps. ‘The Board has given 
considerable thought to the question of traffic control by means 
of electric signals, but is not prepared to make a definite recommen- 
dation for the latter problem at this time. 


ENGINEERING DEPARTMENT 


The Town has been indeed fortunate in having Mr. James Hinds 
continue as Town Engineer and Superintendent of Streets. He 
has been ably assisted by Mr. Holbrook and Mr. Sharon and the 
members of these Departments. The work of the various depart- 
ments coming under his supervision has been well done and at a 


» reasonable cost. 


The Engineering Department, in addition to caring for work 
directly under Mr. Hinds’ supervision, has assisted other depart- 
ments in the Town. 


POLICE DEPARTMENT 


Two additional patrolmen have been added, and a nine hour 
day granted. The motorcycle has proved of value and the force 
is equipped with new revolvers. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT 


This year has seen the replacement of the old tractor drawn truck 
by a new, modern city-service ladder truck, built by the Ahrens- 
Fox Fire Engine Company of Cincinnati, Ohio. The old machine 
will be stored at Hose 3 House as a spare piece in case of emergency. 
The Town should purchase in 1925 a new modern combination. 
The Knox combination, purchased in 1912, is still good for a few 
years additional service. The Knox Automobile Company has 
gone out of business, and spare parts can be purchased only for a 
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limited time. A new combination with a pump attachment would 
serve as a duplicate for the present combination and the Ahrens- 
Fox pump. There have been times when the pump has been tem- 
porarily out of service, and the Town has had no duplicate unit to 
take its place. 

A Reo truck has been purchased to replace old service wagons 
which have become obsolete. 

Last Fall, the Board had a request from the firemen for one day 
off inthree. The previous arrangement was for one day off in five. 
One day off in three could only be adopted by the addition of at 
least two men to the Department. The Board did not deem it 
advisable to add to the personnel of the Department at that time. It 
appeared that without the addition of any men and with no reduc- 
tion in the minimum number of men at the station at any one time, 
and without any increase in cost to the Town, the Board could 
grant one day off in four, which arrangement was voted, and is 
now in force. 

The Board recommends that the Firemen be granted one day off 
in three. 


TOWN HALL 


The outside trim of the town hall has been painted, and the 
improved appearance of the building has brought out much favor- 
able comment. Additional repairs have been made to the roof, 
but it now appears that some further work is necessary to complete 
the job. The Board is asking for a small amount, this year, for 
that work. 

For two years, the Board has asked for an appropriation to re- 
place the worn out floor in the town hall. It is hoped that this 
work may be done in 1925, thus completing the last extensive re- 
pairs to the building. 

The walls of the corridors, offices, and library need repainting 
and the Board is asking for an appropriation for this work. 


STREET ACCEPTANCES AND THE BUILDING LINES 


The Board will recommend to the Town for acceptance as Town 
ways, under the law relative to the assessment of betterments, 
the following private ways:— 
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Baldwin Street, Brooks Street (part of), Orient Street and 
Russell Road and are considering recommending three other 
streets, Holton Street and Chisholm and Everell Roads. 

The establishment of building lines on all of the above streets, 
and also on Eaton Street, Mt. Vernon Street and Prince Ave. 
will be recommended to the Town by the Board. 

The Board believes thoroughly in the acceptance by the Town, as 
fast as may seem feasible, of the numerous private ways and the 
establishment of building lines on these and other streets in the 


Town. 


BOARD OF SURVEY 


During the year, the Board of Selectmen has acted as the Board 
of Survey on various petitions presented to it, some of which will 
open up the development of large tracts of land, both on the east 
side and the west side of the town. 


PUBLIC SERVICE CORPORATIONS 


The sidewalk on the Swanton Street Bridge, over the Woburn 
loop, has been completed to the benefit of a considerable number 
of people. The Board has endeavored to get the Boston & Maine 
Railroad to lay granolithic sidewalks on its approaches to the 
Winchester depot. 

Gas service has been extended by the Arlington Gas Light Com- 
pany to serve the majority of those applying for service. 

A license was granted the Eastern Massachusetts Street Rail- 
way to operate a bus line through the Town. 


LEGISLATION 


An act was passed by the Legislature authorizing the Town of 
Arlington to supply water to the inhabitants of Winchester resid-. 
ing in the Dunster Lane distriet. 

A petition for an amendment of the building line statute will 
be presented to the next General Court. 
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SOLDIERS’ RELIEF AND MILITARY AID 


The Board has investigated all cases coming before it and has 
endeavored to render aid to anyone deserving of it. 


PERAMBULATION OF TOWN LINES 


No perambulation of town lines was made this year. 


ELECTIONS 


In addition to the annual Town Meeting in March, a referendum 
was held on a vote in that meeting. The Presidential primary 
occurred in April, the State primary in September, and the State 
election in November. 


RESERVE FUND 


_ We recommend a reserve fund of $5,000.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF STREETS 


December 31, 1924 
Board of Selectmen. 


Gentlemen: 


I herewith submit my report of the work of the Highway De- 
partment for the year ending today. The first and practically the 
only work of any street department in this latitude during the first 
three months of the year consists in caring for snow and ice in the 
streets and sidewalks. I present a summary of this under the 
heading. 


SNOW AND ICE 


The winter of 1923-24 may truly be said to have been “‘freaky”’, 
sharp contrast to the preceding winter. The storms were few 
in number and not great as to volume of precipitation, the heaviest 
fall being in the middle of Feburary when about 10 or 12 inches 
of snow fell, while the second heaviest occurrence on April 1, when 
about 8 inches covered the ground. In all there were seven storms 
of any consequence varying in fall from 4 in. to about 12m. But 
while these storms were not numerous, and while the volume of 
snow in each was not very great, each storm ended in rain which 
brought about conditions which made the actual work of caring 
for them much greater than an equal volume of dry snow would 
have occasioned. 


The fact that each storm ended in rain, which resulted in a con- 
dition of slush and icy sidewalk and street necessitated-the use of 
much more sand at more frequent intervals than for several years 
past. The above is a general statement of weather conditions of 


the winter so far as it applies to the fall of snow and results of snow 
fall. 


As to the policy of caring for snow and ice, your Board was of 
the opinion that our people desired their highways and sidewalks 
plowed, promptly and thoroughly, and that the service in these 
particulars should be the best that could be given. This we have 
endeavored to give. No complaints of any consequence were 
received during the whole winter. 
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Yon will recall that the number of horses owned by the High- 
way Dept. at the beginning of winter was less than was required 
to operate our twelve sidewalk plow routes. As a matter of fact 
there were only seven horses for twelve routes. It had been pro- 
posed to substitute sidewalk tractors for horses for several side- 
walk routes. This suggestion was not put in effect, with the result 
that your Board authorized hiring additional horses over a period 
extending from about January 1 to March 31. 

With our own horses and the hired animals we were able to 
keep the sidewalks open during the winter. On several occasions 
we were forced to hire other horses to assist in the work when the 
going was too heavy for one horse. As to plowing streets, the 
possibility of using tractors for the work was thoroughly investi- 
gated but, for good reasons, financial and otherwise, it was decided 
to use motor trucks. There was, however, one tractor, a Cletrac, 
Model W, purchased in December for sidewalk work, but, because 
of inability to secure a proper plow for such use, it was used in 
plowing the streets in the outlying sections, notably Pond Street, 
Woodside Road, Cambridge Street, High and Arlington Streets, 
Swan Road, Myopia Road, Fernway, Wildwood Street and on 
occasions, certain other streets in other sections. 

For street work, we tried out, also, a Fordson tractor equipped 
with a road plow. This did good work and was of great value in 
opening streets which would not otherwise have been opened until 
the following day. But the bulk of the street work was done by 
motor trucks which we hired from T. Quigley,Jr. 

In addition to the Quigley trucks we used throughout the 
winter the “State” truck. It did surprisingly good work. 
It will thus be seen that we had at times, six units at work in 
plowing roadways. 

In the work of sanding icy walks we have used all due care in 
trying to make the sidewalks safe and comfortable for travel. On 
numerous occasions we were forced to spread sand or such material 
as was available over the entire surface of all our steep sidehill 
streets in endeavors to make them safe for motor travel. This 
condition was the result of the rains which fell after each storm, 
and which caused the thin layer of wet snow and slush to turn to 
sheets of ice. Snow and ice was promptly removed from the busi- 
ness districts and from all places of assembly such as churches, 
halls, the hospital etc. 
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The gutters and catch basin grates were opened as soon as pos~ 
sible after each storm or as soon as the more pressing work of 
attending to the sidewalk and street plowing had been done. 
There has been criticism from sources well known to your Board 
as to the expense of caring for snow and ice during the winter. 
This criticism has not, in my opinion, been well founded. 

Your Board has followed the policy in vogue for several years 
past of plowing highways. All towns and cities are doing the 
same thing; the Commonwealth of Massachusetts is doing it. 
There can be no question as the the desirability of it, nor can 
there be any question as to the wishes of the public of Winchester 
in this respect. Everyone who has any knowledge as to how 
to care for snow falls will agree that each fall must be put abso- 
lutely under control before the next one comes. If this is not 
done only good fortune will prevent any street department 
from being “licked”. We have followed the only wise and safe 
way in carrying on our work, our critics notwithstanding. Not 
being endowed with the very rare gift of prophecy we followed 
the only method prudence dictated. 

The above is not written as a defence of our work and expendi- 
tures of money, but as a statement of fact easily proven. 

For the future,. I am of the opinion that the efficeincy of small 
tractor plows for sidewalk work can be fully demonstrated, and 
that at least two should be added to our equipment. 

A statement of expense for caring for snow and ice from Jan.1 
to Dec. 31 is here given.

PLANNING FOR WORK OF THE YEAR 


Following your custom of other years, without attempting 
to bind yourselves and your Superintendent too closely to it, 
your Board adopted a general program of how and when each 
item of the season’s work should be carried on. In general, 
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it was decided that the Street Construction work should be 
begun as early as possible in the year; that the streets designated 
for gravel construction should be first completed in order that 
at least one application of oil surface treatment might be applied 
to them; that the asphalt penetration roads to be constructed 
should be built during the period when such work could be done 
to the best advantage, allowance being made for weather and 
temperature conditions; that the repairing of our general system 
of highways should be carried on simultaneously with the other 
work; and street oiling should be done and completed as early 
as possible. In addition a part of the surface drainage, gran- 
olithic sidewalk, and curbing work was listed for early completion, 
while the remainder of the work of this sort was to be done later 
in the year, all of it to be completed before cold weather came on. 
Beside the above, street cleaning and all the other details of the 
variety of work which any street department is held respon- 
sible for, was to be done as the season progressed. I am 
pleased to be able to say that all your program as outlined has 
been completed and more, too. 

This report will show the work done under the general heading 
into which our highway department work is divided. 


STREET CLEANING 


There are two periods of time in which our streets are cleared 
of general matter which finds its way to all streets, everywhere; 
in the spring when every street in town is gone over thoroughly 
and cleaned of the winter debris, and in the fall when leaves 
which are forbidden to be burned are gathered up, and placed 
in the dump or on the land of persons who desire them. These 
two periods consume, in total, about three months, substanti- 
ally all our force being used in the spring cleaning, and from 
six to ten men in the clearing away of leaves in the fall. Be- 
tween spring and summer, four men are employed in the general 
cleaning, and one man is on duty in and around the centre all 
the time. It was the desire of your Board to reduce as much 
as possible the expense for street cleaning work during the year. 
Consequently the number of men used in this work after the 
spring cleaning and before the gathering of leaves was cut down 
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from five to four exclusive of the centre man. Iam of the opinion 
that the number of ‘‘wandering” cleaners should be put back 
to five. We are accepting streets annually at a rapid rate. 
Each street so accepted is, within a short period of time, con- 
structed. The mileage of streets to be cleaned is considerably 
ereater now than it was five years ago, while the number of men 
used on the work is less. It would probably be more economical 
in the long run to employ a modern motor sweeping machine, 
but the initial cost for such a machine would be great. In any 
event, the standard expected to be maintained in this town is 
such that four men cannot do the work as well as five. 
Expenditures for street cleaning are summarized as follows: 


Street Cleaning, payrolls $7,760.13 
Emergency Work, caused by Washouts 509.32 
Supplies 182.26 

$8,451.71 


STREET CONSTRUCTION—GRAVEL 


A brief description of each item of the above follows: 


Kenwin Road 


While this street was not really constructed, it was sub-graded 
from a point about 525 feet distant from Washington Street, to 
the westerly line of Highland Avenue, a distance of about 635 
feet. 

In March of 1917,it was accepted as a public way from Wash- 
ington Street to Highland Avenue, but the section graded and 
surfaced extended only to the point noted in the preceding para- 
graph. Money was provided last year for the re-surfacing of 
the above section but, as it was not expended, it was made avail- 
able for similar work this year. It was your opinion that the 
money thus provided could be spent to better advantage by 
cutting through and sub-grading the ungraded section, thus 
putting the entire length of the street in position for real con- 
struction in the near future. 
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The work consisted in making cuts and fills in a length of about 
635 feet and a width of 40 feet. Much difficulty was met in rooting 
out numerous large stumps and a very great number of boulders 
weighing from 100 lbs. to several tons. The tractor bought 
last year was invaluable in the work, it doing more and better 
work than several pairs of horses. I believe the street throughout 
its entire length should be constructed in the coming year. 

The money available for this job was $1050. while the expense 
of the work was $1038.63. 

Canal Street, Extension 

This way is an extension of Canal Street, as previously ac- 
cepted, to a point about 250 feet west of Farrow Street. The 
purpose of the extension was, primarily, to provide suitable 
highway facilities for access to the new William J. Noonan School 
building completed and opened this year, and to enable your 
Board to fulfill a promise made to property owners at the westerlv 
end of the street that objectionable drainage conditions would 
be remedied by the construction of an extension of Canal Street, 
proper. An added reason for the construction of this section 
highway was the fact that the Board of Survey and the Planning 
Board were of the opinion that the extension of Canal Street 
should be made to meet a way to be projected from Wickford 
Road, the logical outlet for which must be Canal Street. Ac- 
cordingly the new way was laid out of a width of 45 feet at its 
easterly end and 50 feet at its westerly end. 

It was intended that this section of highway should be con- 
structed of stone with asphalt penetration but, because a plentiful 
supply of good road gravel was found in the school house lot, 
it was decided to use gravel instead of stone. 

The construction of Canal Street as accepted this year of a 
width much in access of the width of the older part involved 
much grading and shaping of the sides of the way, and consider- 
able work in joining the narrow street to the wider one. Another 
circumstance which involved additional labor and_ expense, 
was the fact that your Board worked in conjuntion with the. 
School Building Committee in shaping up and grading a con- 
siderable section of the school lot, and in constructing and rolling 
portions of the driveway entrance to the lot. While the gravel 
obtained from the School lot for the roadway and sidewalk work 
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did not compensate for the labor performed for the School Building 
Committee, yet the results finally obtained seemed to well justify 
the comparatively large expense for sucha short length of highway. 

Your Board and this department by this work have shown 
fully that the desire to co-operate with other departments and 
committees in forwarding necessary town work has been com- 
pletely carried out by effective action. 

The amount available for this work was $1250.80, of which 
$1150. was to be used for construction, and $100.76 for land 
damages. There have been expended for roadway, sidewalks, 
school lot grading, certain changes in drainage facilities, and 
everything incidental to the work, exclusive of street oiling, 
$1087.77. 


Brookside Avenue 


This street is one of those accepted at the last annual town 
meeting. It is about 1300 feet long, 40 feet wide, and extends 
from Washington Street to Forest Street Extension. It was, 
prior to construction, very indefinite as to lines of layout and 
roadway, its grade was a negligible quantity, and the surface 
and underbody material was not suitable for use in constructing 
the new roadway. 

The work comsisted in excavating the existing poor material 
from 6 inches to 2 feet in depth, refilling to the established grade 
with gravel from a pit in Leonard Field and from a supply ob- 
tained by borrowing in an area situated along the roadway, 
refilling the borrow pit with other material, making gravel, stone 
dust covered walks along each side of practically the whole length 
of the street, and grading and making loam borders along the 
sidewalks. In addition, it was necessary to change erades of 
existing manholes and catch basins, to change the location of 
hydrants and poles and. to construct two catch basins and about 
100 feet of surface water drain from a low point to the river. 

We also constructed a considerable area of asphalt penetrated 
stone road at the junction of the street with Washington Street. 
The gravel used was, in part, very hard to bind, and the rolling 
required was very much more than would have been necessary 
if it had been of better quality. Two applications of road oil 
were made at proper intervals, with the result that the street 
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surface is smooth and hard. The work involved in this job 
was of greater volume than any job of the year with the exception 
of Ridge Street. 

The appropriation for the construction of Brookside Avenue, 
including the surface drainage work, was $2400. I am frank 
to say that the cost of the whole work was in excess of the appro- 
priation. Substantially all the cost of sidewalk work in this 
street was charges to “Gravel Sidewalk” account, since there 
was no provision made for such sidewalks in the estimate, and 
the street could not be left without reasonably good sidewalks. 


Clematis Street 


This street is about 500 feet long, is 40 feet wide, with a road- 
way of 23 feet. It was constructed in accordance with a grade 
plan which provided for a considerable fill in practically its whole 
length. The gravel used was from the same source of supply 
‘as In the Brookside Avenue work and required a great deal of 
rolling. Sidewalks were graded and constructed in the whole 
length of each side and were covered with stone dust. The loam 
borders were graded and constructed but were not seeded. 

Two coats of oil were applied after the street work was done 
and the surface is now smooth and even. An area of asphalt 
penetrated stone road was constructed at the Washington Street 
end of the street. The type of surface as planned was to be 
asphalt penetration, but it was decided that gravel would be 
sufficiently good. 

The appropriation or estimated cost was $1400. The amount 
expended was $1039.92. 


Alken Street 

The next job undertaken was the construction of Alben Street 
which was accepted as a town way in the annual town meeting. 
It begins at Highland Avenue and extends to a point near the 
North Reservoir, is about 445 feet long and 27 feet wide. 

In making the layout of this street which, before acceptance, 
was 20 feet wide, it was felt by your Board that a layout of not 
less than 27 feet should be had. This was attained by adding 
a strip 6 feet wide along the northerly side, and a strip 1 foot 
wide along the southerly side to the existing layout. In this 
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layout a road way 18 feet wide was constructed with a loam space 
4 feet wide along the southerly side, and a sidewalk and loam 
space 5 feet along the northerly side. 

Two applications of road oil have been applied, resulting in 
a good and even roadway surface. Because of the establishment 
of a proper grade for the street and sidewalk construction work 
it was necessary to make adjustment of the grades of lawns and 
front walks in several instances. 

There was appropriated $400. for construction work and about 
$190. for land damages. No balance remains in the construc- 
tion account. 


Summit Avenue 


For several years the condition of this street has been such 
as to cause complaints from abutting owners. The cause of these 
complaints has been remedied by scarifying the roadway surface 
and covering it with a layer of gravel. After compacting the 
gravel by rolling, two applications of road oil were made. The > 
surface is now firm and even. 

Certain work was done in re-shaping the gutters which were 
of the old-fashioned dished type, and in partially regrading the 
loam borders. The amount available for this work was $350. 
The expense was about $200. 


Mason Street 


The work in this street consisted in shaping and constructing 
a gravel roadway in that part of the street which lies east of 
Highland Avenue, grading a sidewalk along the northerly side, 
loaming the borders, and generally improving the street. The 
gravel used was from the Town bank and caused the same slow 
progress in compacting. One application of light road oil has 
been given the surface, this being thought to be sufficient to hold 
the roadway intact until next season when a coat or two of heavier 
oil should be applied. 

The money available for this work was $850. The cost was 
about $765. 


Prospect Street Extension 

This street is about 560 feet long, 40 feet. wide and ‘extends 
easterly from Highland Avenue to a private way leading’ easterly. 
It was made a public way at the last annual‘ town meeting. 
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The work consisted in laying about 750 feet of paved gutter 
2.5 feet wide, raising the grade of about 150 feet of stone wall 
by topping it with stone masonry, resetting about 150 feet of 
pipe rail fence, regrading and loaming about 1000 feet of sidewalk 
and loam borders, and regrading the two corners at the Highland 
Avenue end. 

The southerly corner, on account of a high bank, has been 
one of the most dangerous street intersections in town; and 
numerous accidents have occured at this point. Although not 
in the original program, it was deemed advisable while other 
work was being done on this street, to cut back the corner in 
an effort to make this junction less dangerous. 

In addition to the above, a gravel roadway 21 feet wide has 
been constructed, and a coating of light road oil has been applied. 
This work was done rather late in the year. Finishing touches 
should be given the street early next year. ‘ 

There was available for this work $400. but, as a matter of fact, 
this cost has been exceeded. 


Irving Street 


The sum of $2200. was made available for the construction 
of a part of Irving Street, the part to be constructed not being 
definitely fixed when the appropriation was made. Owing to 
the fact that that part of the street which lies west of Florence 
Street had been broken up for underground drainage construction, 
resulting in a soft and extremely bad state of roadway, it was 
thought best to construct this part, leaving the easterly part 
for the future. The estimate provided for an asphalt penetrated 
stone road, but your Board was of the opinion that a section 
should be constructed as estimated and the remaining part 
should be gravel. 

We were fortunate to be able to avail ourselves of a supply 
of chip stone from a sewer trench being excavated in High Street, 
thus securing a stone road in place of a gravel road. The chip 
stone was covered with a thin layer of gravel, barely enough 
being used to fill the voids. This section has received one coat 
of light road oil. The remaining part of the street laying im- 
mediately west of Florence Street was constructed of stone with 
asphalt as a binding material. 
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The appropriation as stated was $2200. The cost of the work 
was $1232.95. 


The above constitute the year’s program of street construction 
in which the material used was gravel with oil surface treatment. 
Of these Alben Street, Brookside Avenue, Canal Street and 
Prospect Street Extension, were constructed under votes allow- 
ing the assessment of betterments. The other five, Clematis. 
Street, Irving Street, Kenwin Road, Mason Street and Summit 
Avenue, were older streets constructed under the general fund> 
for maintenance and up-keep of highways. 


ASPHALT PENETRATION STREETS 


Wedgemere Avenue 

The construction of Wedgemere Avenue from Church Street. 
to a point about 750 feet northerly was the first work of this sort 
undertaken this year. As a preliminary to the roadway work 
we found it necessary to re-set about 1500 feet of granite curbing 
which was already in place, but which was sufficiently out of line 
and grade to warrant re-setting. 

A minimum of regrading of the existing surface which neces- 
sitated, also, changes in grade of existing man hole and catch 
basin castings was done before the stone covering was spread. 
The stone roadway was made not less than 4 inches in thickness, 
penetrated with asphalt and, later, seal coated. The original 
estimate provided for constructing the entire length of street. 
from Church Street to Foxcroft Road, but, when we had reached 
the northerly limit noted above, your Board directed that no 
further work be done, the surface condition of the remaining 
part to Foxcroft Road being believed to be good enough for an- 
other year or two of wear. 

There was $7000. available for the work which, as stated, was. 
to extend to Foxcroft Road. Actually only $3250 was expended. 
for the construction of the shorter section. 


Ridge Street 


Acting on a petition from residents of Ridge Street and its. 
vicinity, and after several hearings held by the County Commis- 
sioners of Middlesex County at which your Board were present, 
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the Commissioners ordered that “specific repairs’? be made in 
Ridge St. from the Arlington-Winchester town line to the junction 
of Ridge Street with High Street, and that these ‘specific repairs” 
be completed on or before October 1. The Commissioners 
specified in their order that a roadway be constructed not less 
than 21 feet wide substantially in the centre of the location, 
of which width of roadway 18 feet should be of bituminous ma- 
cadam with gravel shoulders 1.5 feet wide along each side of the 
entire length to be constructed. They further specified that 
the under body of the street should be of gravel or stony material, 
thoroughly drained and compacted by rolling with a steam roller, 
that the main body of the roadway should be of stone 6 inches 
in thickness, spread and rolled in two layers, and that the upper 
layer should be penetrated by the application of 1.75gals. of hot 
asphalt per square yard, with a finishing or sealing coat of asphalt 
at the rate of 0.5 gallon to the square yard. 

This order was given before surveys had been made. After 
these were made, it was ascertained that it would be impossible 
to do the work as specified particularly as to the construction 
of the roadway in the centre of the location for anywhere near 
the money appropriated, $12,000. A peculiar situation as to 
the location was found to exist. In 1912 the Commissioners 
relocated Ridge Street and, in so doing, defined its layout width 
as 50 feet. The travelled way then, as in 1924, did not coincide 
with the centre of the 1912 relocation. If the Commissioners’ 
order for ‘specific repairs’? as issued this year had prevaiied, 
much of the existing travelled way would have to be abandored, 
and a large expense would have been incurred in the removal and 
replacing of stone walls, cutting and filling long sections of the 
street outside the existing roadway, blasting ete. Your Board 
directed me to seek a modification of the order. 

The Commissioners did modify the order to the extent of 
permitting the roadway to be constructed ‘‘within the location’’, 
the other specifications remaining as originally made. 

Another disturbing factor was the fact that no record was 
found of entry having been made on the lands enclosed within 
the lines of definition of 1912 and because of this it was held by 
property owners along Ridge Street that the 1912 location had 
lapsed and was not legal. 
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As to the construction work, we completed the job within the 
limits set as to time and distance, and complied with the order 
of the Commissioners in all respects. We really did more than they 
ordered. Our actual yardage of bituminous macadam was con- 
siderably in excess of the area which would have resulted if we 
had not constructed the roadway wider in places than 18 feet, 
and had not increased the length of the road. 

The area constructed was about 6880 square yards, while a 
road 2750 feet long, the length from Arlington Line to High 
Street, and 18 feet wide, would have resulted in 5500 square 
yards. Underground drainage consisting of about 418 feet of 
12 inch and 16 inch pipe and 5 catch basins, was constructed 
without being definitely required in the order for repairs. In 
place of guard rail fencing we have set up large boulders in dan- 
gerous places along the road. In the preliminary grading work 
we used a steam shovel for a period of 18 working days. The 
total cost of the work as determined was $13,790.84. The ap- 
propriation was $12,000. of which the County of Middlesex is 
to pay $3,000. 

If the reconstruction of Ridge Street is to be continued to the 
Winchester-Woburn Town Line, I wish to suggest that it be 
spread over two years. 


Palmer Street 

This work has consisted in regrading and reconstructing with 
bituminous macadam the short section of Palmer Street lying 
between Wildwood Street and Willow Street, installing edge 
stone on all sides of the triangular plot, installing edge stones 
on the northerly side of the street, reshaping, loaming and seeding 
the plot and constructing a short stretch of gravel sidewalk in 
Wildwood Street adjoining the plot. The seal coat on the stone 
roadwey has not yet been applied. The benefit derived from 
this work is largely in the improvement and beautifying of a 
very unsightly entrance to Wildwood Cemetery. | 

The estimated cost, of this operation was $550. After the 
work had been carried on to the extent provided for in the esti- 
mate, it was thought advisable and worth while to lay additional 
curbing sufficient to complete the job. An over-running of the 
estimated cost was the result. The job as it was finally left 
cost about $750. 
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Elmwood Avenue 


This street extends from Main Street to Vine Street and is 
one of those accepted at the annual Town meeting. 

The volume of work involved in constructing it was large 
considering its comparatively short length and narrow width, 
because of the sub-grading necessary, the work of changing 
lines of sidewalks which were, in part on private property, and 
other unforseen contingencies. It was necessary to set back to 
the established line a fence which projected several feet into the 
street along one side of the way,to cut back and reconstruct two 
sets of cement steps which extended into the way, to change the 
curbing at the Main Street corners of the street, to construct 
a catch basin and a considerable length of drain to care for storm 
water from a roof of large area, and to remove one large tree. 

In addition, a considerable length of curbing was laid at eight 
corners of intersecting streets and along the southerly side of 
the street at the Main Street end. This latter work was not 
charged to the cost of the street construction work, but was 
charged against ‘“‘curbing’’. 

As a preliminary step, two sections of drain and three catch 
basins were constructed in Vine Street and in Elmwood Avenue, 
the expense of this part of the work being part and parcel of the 
entire job. 

The appropriation for this job was $2300. and the expense 
$2247.49. 


Of the bituminous streets constructed, Elmwood Avenue 
was the only one coming under the provisions for betterment 
assessments. 

The foregoing comprises all the street construction work of 
the year for which specific appropriations were made. 

In almost every instance what were private ways prior to the 
March Town Meeting, were thoroughly made over into public 
ways with a roadway surface sufficiently good for a considerable 
period of years. The labor and expense involved in doing this 
work was much greater than would have been necessary, in all 
probability, if these ways had been public, because there would 
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of necessity have been work done in times past, which would 
have greatly reduced the volume of work which we found neces- 
sary to do in order that the public, and especially abuttors, 
might be satisfied with the final result, and in order that they 
might feel that their money had been well expended. I believe 
it may safely be said that abuttors on streets constructed under 
the “Betterment Act” are well satisfied with the results attained. 
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MAINTENANCE OF WAYS 


Under this heading I have taken the work of general repairing 
and patching highways, street preservation by means of surface 
applications of road oils and binders, bridge repairs, guard rail 
fences, repairing and installation of street signs and guide boards, 
and such other features of highway care and upkeep as require - 
effort and the expenditure of money. 

Your Board adopted in 1922 asphaltic oil as the material for 
general surface treatment of roadways, a bituminous compound 
for cold patch use, and a heavy oil asphalt, applied hot, for stone 
road construction, and for repair operations in streets where 
conditions warranted the use of a product other than the cold 
patch compound. The same sort of materials has been used 
since with good results. 

As the contract for furnishing such supplies in 1928 had ex- 
pired with the last day of the year, tenders for 1924 materials 
were asked for and received early in the season. The award 
was made to the lowest bidder and was as follows: 


P.” cold patching com- 
pound, delivered in our yard in truck loads of about

Before the season’s requirements were contracted for, a small 
quantity, 600 gallons, of American Tar Co.’s “Tarite Special’ 
at $0.161% per gallon was bought for cold tar patching work, 
and 2041 Bois at $0.22 per gallon were obtained from the 
Headley Good Roads Co., for patching in the winter months. 
In addition to the above, 456 gallons of binder “C” in barrel 
lots were bought from the Standard Oil Co. for special patching 
repairs, the price being $0.18 per gallon. 


GENERAL STREET REPAIRS 


Included in the above are all repairs of roadway surfaces in 
which cold patch material, hot binders, and gravel alone were 
used, the gravel being shortly afterward treated with road oils. 

The open winter of 1923-24 with its periods of alternate thawing 
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and freezing was especially disastrous to road surfaces of all 
descriptions. This is true, not only in our own town, but in all 
towns and cities in this section of our country. Before winter 
had really arrived a careful inspection of all sections of town 
was made, and the surfaces of all our streets were in remarkably 
good condition, being even and practically free from holes, with 
the exception of a few streets in the vicinity of Loring Avenue. 
Later, and before spring had arrived, there were few streets which 
did not show the effect of the strange winter. As a result of this, 
very much more repair work than was anticipated has been found 
to be necessary. I have used a map of the town on which I have 
kept a reasonably complete record of repair work, large or small, 
as it has been done, and this map shows how general and wide 
spread the work has been. Many of the streets have been re- 
paired with cold patch and the surfaces at this date are in good 
condition. 

Woodside Road, because of the fact that a large volume of 
heavy trucking passed over it during the late fall of last year 
and during the winter and spring of this year, was found in the 
spring to be full of holes and in very poor condition. It has 
been repaired and covered with a coating of oil and sand and, 
at this time, presents a smooth and even surface. The same 
situation was found to exist in Forest Street. A very extensive 
job of repairing was done here and the surface at this time is 
good. 

Main and Church Streets were especially pitted and full of 
holes when spring came. Highland Avenue, in sections, was 
broken up and almost unsafe for travel. 

Streets in the Cutter Village section were in bad repair. ‘These 
have been given close attention and now show a good and true 
surface. Loring Avenue was very rough and uneven and large 
pools of water stood all over it. Gravel repairs were made of 
a temporery nature and the street was put in passable condition. 

Park Street in the centre of the town was repaired in the 
greater part of its length by the use of crushed stone and hot 
binder. The list of streets which have received attention is too 
long to be given in a general statement of this kind. 

i wish to suggest and urge that streets which are showing a 
high yearly maintenance cost be put on the list for complete 
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reconstruction. Among such streets are Forest Street, sections 
of Highland Avenue, North, sections of North Main Street, 
Church Street and Wildwood Street. The expense for repair 
work of the year has been about $10,850.00, including $1790.35 
for 9781 gallons of cold patching compound, $453.11 for 3829 
gallons of hot binder, $2771.57 for 1335.73 tons of crushed stone 
and $415.48 for labor, lumber, posts, cement, ete., for setting up 
the new mixing plant. 

The remaining expense has been for labor in mixing, getting 
the material to the job, preparing the street, spreading and rolling 
the material, etc. We have been able to more expeditiously and 
cheaply repair our roads than formerly because of the installation 
of the new mixer which was bought and paid for last year, but 
which was not set up ready for work until this spring. This 
mixer is electrically driven, and has a side loading hopper which 
is loaded on the ground and elevated by power, so that the con- 
tents of the hopper are dumped into the mixing drum without 
hand labor other than required in loading the hopper or loader. 
It is mounted on a platform about 41% feet above the ground 
and placed so that it can and does dump directly into a truck 
or cart backed up to the platform. 


SURFACE TREATMENT 


The materials we have used for this branch of our work have 
been, as I have previously stated, asphaltic oils, and were ob- 
tained, after a comparison of bids, from the Standard Oil Co. 
the No. 3 or 30% costing $0.074 per gallon, the No. 4 or 40% 
costing $0.071 per gallon, and the No. 6 or 65% oil costing $0.07 
per gallon, these prices being for the oil sprayed over the road- 
way from the Standard Co’s trucks. The No. 3 was used on 
old streets in which the surface was more or less loose and rough, 
and on gravel streets constructed late in 1923, and on several 
of the gravel roads constructed this year. The No. 4 oil was 
used for the greater part in gravel streets newly constructed 
during the current year, the purpose being to serve as a priming 
coat for the later application of the No. 6 oil. The No. 6 oil - 
was used on many of our older streets which were in need of 
surface application, and on all of our gravel roads built this year. 
In number of gallons, the quantities of each kind used, is as follows: 


No. 3 5,200 gals. $0. 074 $384.80 
No. 4 12,250“ 0.071 869.75 
No. 6 38,100 “ 0.07 2,667 .00 $3,921.55 
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In addition to all the above, we have used 4560 gallons of 
binder ‘“‘B” or hot asphalt in sealing over certain streets which 
were not seal coated in 1923, and in certain other streets which 
were becoming porous and for which the lighter oils were not 
adapted. The quantity of binder “B” used for this work was 
4560 gallons costing $501.60 spread on the street. 

The total of all kinds of surface treatment materials used was 
60,110 gallons, costing $4423.15 applied. This figure does not 
include cost of the sand or pea-stone covering or labor for such 
covering. 

The result shown from the use of asphaltic oils in most resi- 
dential streets are excellent. My observation of the surface 
condition of such streets leads me to think that a fairly liberal 
dose of oil applied every third season, with such patching as may 
be necessary, will keep the surface in good condition. In more 
heavily travelled streets, not main thoroughfares, a dose every 
second year seems to me to be what is required for good results. 

The total expended for surface treatment for the year has 
been considerably less in volume than was anticipated and as- 
signed for the work. I explain this situation by the fact that 
five long streets which I expected to treat this year were not 
treated, it being thought that a fresh treatment could be defer- 
red for another year. As a matter of record I submit a table of 
the streets treated. 
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TOWN STABLE AND MAINTENANCE OF 
TOWN YARD 


The total expense of the above has been $7463.68 of which 
$7084.65 was for Town Stable, and $379.03 for Yard Maintenance. 

The number of horses regularly kept in the stable since the 
latter part of the spring of 1923 has been 10, of which the High- 
way Department own and use 7, the Sewer Department 1, and 
the Health Department 2. In the period between Jan. | and 
April15 of this year, this number was increased to 16 by the addi- 
tion of 6 horses which were hired from Coleman Bros. for use 
in plowing sidewalks. Two hostlers are employed in the stable 
during the entire year, partly for carmg for the animals and 
keeping the stable clean, and partly as watchmen. In the period 
when the number of horses is 16, the number of men employed 
was increased to 4, the extra expense being charged to Snow and 
Ice account, since it is solely on account of the extra work in- 
volved in getting out on the work at early and late hours that 
the extra expense 1s necessary. 

The condition of the Highway Department animals, taken 
as a whole, is not good. In the report of the Inspector of Ani- 
mals on condition of horses owned by the Town, which report 
was made in 1923, it is stated that one of the animals is so old 
that he is unfit for hard work, and should be dispensed with, 
and that two others are at times lame and not always fit for 
use. The animal noted as too old for service has recently been 
shot. Of the other two noted as not up to standard, the In- 
spector recommends that one be sold at once, and me other 
replaced in the near future. 

There are at this date horses enough for the operation of half 
our sidewalk snow plow routes. The deficiency has been pro- 
vided for by your authorization to me to hire 8 horses from T. - 
Quigley,Jr., from Dec. 15,1924 to April 1, 1925, a period of 
about 15 weeks, the horses to be fed and stabled by Mr. Quigley, 
and used by him when not required for snow work. . 

As to the general condition of the stables, shed, etc. at the yard, 
I report the buildings in good repair and well kept up. 

The garage constructed late in 1923 and put in service about 
the first of the year has fulfilled our expectations of it. Nine 
motor cars and trucks are kept in it comfortably and safely. 
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Small improvements are constantly being made at the yard. 
The enlargement of our cold patch mixing plant and the change 
in method of handling and getting out this sort of material has 
resulted in accelerating and cheapening the work. The area 
in the yard is gradually being made reasonably hard and smooth. 
The facilities we have for storing equipment and supplies are 
being utilized to the fullest extent. 

There is urgent need, however, for enlarged storage space in 
order that town property may be preserved from deterioration 
from exposure to the weather. 

A summary of Stable and Yard Maintenance and upkeep is 
here given:

MOTOR EQUIPMENT 


We have in use at this date the following: 
1 Pierce-Arrow, 3% ton truck, loaned by the Commonwealth of Mass. 
1 Reo 1% ton truck 
2 Ford, 1 ton trucks 
1 Ford utility truck 
1 Ford sedan 
1 tractor, Model W Cletrac 
The Pierce-Arrow has done reasonably good and steady work 
during the year but has required considerable outlay for repairs. 
We have just expended about $350. for a new set of tires. ‘The 
Reo truck was bought in the early spring of last year and has 
given us first-class service considering the size and capacity of 
it. Ford truck No.1 has been in constant use since August, 
1922, and while it has done good work, I am sure that it is not 
profitable to keep it any longer than next spring. Ford truck 
No. 2 has had two seasons wear and, while it does not requir 
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so much outlay for repairs as Ford No. 1, is getting in the doubt- 
ful class as to economy of operation. The utility truck is used 
for carrying lanterns, lumber etc., and is the one we referred to 
in 1923 as requiring a new chassis, but which we were not able 
to get. The Ford Sedan is good enough probably, for another 
year if the coming winter does not take too much out of it. I 
present here a summary of the expense of running the above 
trucks during 1924: 
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BRIDGE REPAIRS 


Very little time and money have been expended during the 
year on repairs of bridges, but what there was has been confined 
to minor repairs on the North Washington Street Bridge, the 
Russell Brook culvert, and on the Lake Street bridge sidewalk 
on the northerly side. 

The expense for labor and material bas been $82.58. While 
there has not been much of this sort of work to do this year, 
it is very probable that more will be required in the coming year. 
The old wooden bridge in North Washington Street, and the Lake 
Street bridge, also of wood, have occasioned in the past a great: 
deal of worry and considerable expense. Loads moving over 
the highways are gradually increasing and the old wooden struc- 
tures are constantly being put to greater strain. It would seem 
to be wise to remove these old bridges from the trouble making 
list, by replacing them with substantial structures capable of 
caring safely for what is put on them. I trust this will make 
an impression on your Board and that steps will be taken to 
replace one of these bridges in the near future with a simple, 
strong bridge. I believe the North Washington Street bridge 
should be the first one to be rebuilt. 


GUARD RAILS AND FENCES 


Existing guard rails and fences have had such care as has been 
necessary and are in reasonably good condition. Several new 
sections have been erected in Canal Street, Highland Avenue, 
and Swanton Street, the expense for the latter being charged 
against the Swanton Street job of alteration of lines. Wherever 
possible, fences that do not seem to be necessary are taken down 
and the adjacent land filled, one of these cases being in Cross 
Street. Numerous existing fences have been repaired and re- 
painted. The amount expended has been $344.07. 


STREET SIGNS AND GUIDE BOARDS 


We have spent for the above $761.95 during the year. Up to. 
this year, our street signs and guide boards were almost entirely 
of wood mounted on wooden posts. Some of them were in good

order, but the majority were not in such condition as would 
make them attractive and pleasing to the eye. Various types 
of weather resisting signs and posts have been shown to your 
Board with the view of adopting a type of metallic sign and post 
for general use, the object being, of course, to secure a reasonable 
amount of permanency and attractiveness. 

Nothing very definite as to type and design was decided on, 
but your Board authorized me to secure from time to time such 
metallic signs and posts as were necessary for immediate replace- 
ments. I have installed several signs made by the Lebanon 
Iron Works, and by the Auto-matic Signal and Sign Co., each 
concern’s product being of aluminum with copper alloy, and having 
block letters cast on the panel, the body of the panel being white 
or aluminum color, and the latter coated with plack paint. Six 
of the Auto-matic Co.’s signs, mounted on 3 in. Lally posts have 
been set here and there in the town. ‘The cost of these is based 
on the number of letters per sign, at $.30 a letter. From the 
Lebanon Co. we have obtained and used three “Town Line’ 
guide boards, one being placed in Ridge Street at the Arlington- 
Winchester line, one in Main Street, and one in Grove Street, 
each of these two being at the Medford-Winchester line. The 
cost of these were $25.00 each. From the same concern, we 
have bought and used two street signs at an expense of $3.15 
each, one special sign costing $3.25, and two special guide board 
and direction panels, one being used at Ridge and High Streets, 
and the other at Ridge Street and Hutchinson Road, the cost 
of these being $12 and $14. respectively. 

These guide boards and special panels are mounted on iron, 
cement filled posts. They would appear, so far as we are able 
to judge from the short time they have been in use, to be suitable 
as to permanency and appearance. Many of the existing wooden 
signs have been replaced with other wood signs made in our 
shop. We have installed two ‘‘Redflex signals” in Forest Street. 
as safety aids to travel at dangerous curves in Forest Street. 
Our force has made and installed 27 ‘School Warning” signs in 
locations adjacent to school buildings. We have kept in repair 
and good condition Police Department, traffic zone standards 
and traffic warning signs. Considerable labor and expense has 
been incurred also in painting traffic lines and markings on streets 
for the Police Department. 
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GRANOLITHIC SIDEWALKS 


We have constructed 2769.82 sq. yds. of granolithic pave- 
ment during the year, of which 2576.48 sq. yds. were in public 
sidewalks, 163.18 sq. yds. in driveway aprons etc. for property 
owners who requested the work be done and who, in all cases, 
have paid the entire expense of each individual piece of work, 
and 29.66 sq. yds. which were relaid, replacing an equal area 
previously constructed. The volume of work of this sort ex- 
ceeded by about one third the area constructed in the preceding 
year. 


The unit cost per sq. yd. for the current year’s work was $2.52 
as against a unit cost of $2.71 per sq. yd. in 1923. The amount 
expended during the year was $6913.62 with an appropriation 
of $7275. 


The greater part of our granolithic work was done, as your 
Board directed, early in the year, but a considerable portion of 
it was not done until late in October and November. There 
were two sections of sidewalk constructed which stand out, in 
my opinion, as especially needed. I refer to the section in Wash- 
ington St. from Mt. Vernon Street to the southerly limit of the 
Catholic Church parochial residence, and the section on Common 
Street from Winchester Station to Church Street. The remain- 
ing sections were distributed more or less evenly in the east and 
west side. 

Of the total of 2576.48 sq. yds. laid in public sidewalks, 1027.22 
sq. yds. or about 40% of the total were new walks, and 1599.25 
sq. yds. or about 60% of the total, were replacements of old tar 
concrete walks entirely worn out and in condition for replace- 
ments years ago. There are still many sections of old walk 
which ought to be replaced at once, and long stretches of side- 
walk in streets recently accepted which should be covered with 
a permanent sidewalk pavement. 

I believe your Board agrees with me that not less than $10,000. 
per year should bespent for thenextfew years in replacing old worn 
out walks and in trying to keep up with building developments 
in all sections of the town. <A statement in detail will appear 
in the Town Engineer’s report showing locations ete. of the 
granolithic work of the year. 
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CURBING 


We have laid 1857.95 linear feet of curbing in our season’s 
work, of which, 55.70 feet were of cement as part of a new side- 
walk job, and 33.60 feet were of cement replacing an equal length 
broken and made useless by weather action. Including in the 
above, about 543 feet were laid in Palmer, Wildwood and Willow 
Streets in our work of improving the entrance to Wildwood 
Cemetery, and about 355 feet in Washington Street in conjunc- 
tion with the new sidewalk recently constructed. These two 
sections, together with the other work there, have added very 
materially to the appearance of these localities. 

The remaining part of the curbing was laid in various sections 
about town and are shown in the Town Engineer’s report. There 
were about 1500 linear feet of granite curbing relaid in connection 
with the Wedgemere Avenue street construction work. 

The prices for granite curbing used this year were $1.21 per 
ft. for straight stone, delivered, and $1.67 for circular stone cut 
to order, delivered, the above prices being the lowest of those 
submitted by curbing makers. For straight stone, we have 
taken for purposes of assessing betterments, $1.87 as the cost 
per linear foot, and $2.33 for circular stone, the labor charge 
being $.66 per foot for teaming, setting, removing surplus ete. 

I wish to suggest again, that curbing be extended in Church 
Street from Central and Wildwood Streets to Bacon and Flet- 
cher Streets. The reasons for this have been stated many times 
and ought not to require repetition. 

A beginning has been made in extending curbing in Washington 
Street. It should be continued to Eaton and Nelson Streets 
in 1925. 


TAR CONCRETE SIDEWALKS 


The policy of the Town has been for several years past to lay. 
down no more of this sort of sidewalk. In the past ten years, 
a considerable area, in total, of tar concrete walks has been taken 
up and cement walks substituted for it, but only when the tar 
has reached its practical limit of wear. The condition of many 
of the tar sidewalks is such as to furnish a temptation not to 
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repair them, but we do make repairs whenever it is necessary 
to protect the public against accident. Taken as a whole, our 
sidewalks of tar concrete material are reasonably even and safe 
for travel, but the appearance of many of them is not good. 
The expense for repairing tar concrete walks, being so small, 
is included in gravel sidewalk construction and repairs. 


GRAVEL SIDEWALKS AND GRAVEL SIDEWALK 
REPAIRS 


There has been spent for this work in the present year the 
sum of $2833.22. The larger part of the work has been done 
in Brookside Avenue, Clematis Street, Canal Street, Alben 
Street, Prospect Street Extension, and Elmwood Avenue, all of 
these streets excepting Clematis Street having been accepted 
at the last annual town meeting and improved during the year. 
In addition a long stretch of gravel walk was laid out and con- 
structed in the southerly side of Cross Street from Holton Street 
to a point about midway between Loring Avenue and the Woburn 
Branch railway. Gravel walks were constructed in each side 
of Irving Street from a point near Florence Street to a point 
just westerly of the B. and M. Railroad. Other gravel walks 
were constructed or improved in portions of Swanton Street, 
White Street, Spruce Street, Westley Street and Cambridge 
Street. 


A special job which carried a separate appropriation of money 
was the one in the northerly side of Swanton Street from White 
Street to the bridge over the Woburn Branch railway near Main 
Street. This work involved changes in the northerly line of 
Swanton Street near the limit above noted, the taking of about 
138 sq. ft. of abutting private land, sloping portions of the land 
nearest to the new street line, laying about 210 feet of granite 
edge stones and changing other edge stones, constructing a gravel 
sidewalk from White Street to the railroad bridge, erecting about 
125 feet of wire fencing and other incidental work. The sum 
of $560.85 was appropriated for the work; the cost was $534.18. 
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CATCH BASIN CLEANING AND CARE 
OF STORM DRAINS 


The storm water drainage system is, I hope and expect, in 
fairly good condition. 

The sanitary sewers are well cared for at an annual expense 
of about $3600. for a total of about 35 miles. They are easier 
to keep free from foreign matter than storm drains. The invest- 
ment in storm drains to date is very large. Not only should 
every catch-basin and settling basin be thoroughly cleaned at 
. necessary intervals, but every foot of storm drain should be in- 
spected at least once a year and, if necessary, freed from matter 
which does not belong there. 

This sort of work is more or less special work and, while or- 
dinary labor must do it, a special sort of equipment and a com- 
petent foreman should be provided to get the results we ought 
to have. We have so many basins now that it seems to me we 
ought to look into the advisability of using a machine which 
would do the work quicker and as well as hand labor can do it. 
I believe a saving could be brought about, and we would know, 
at least, that all our basins were clean and our mains in good 
order which I cannot say is true at this time. 

In spite of lack of time for going over the entire system, we 
have cleaned several hundred basins in sections which require 
most attention. Bunching the amounts set aside for catch- 
basin cleaning, drain cleaning and drain repairs, we have had 
$3700. to work with. We have spent $3546.62 throughout 
the ‘year. 


SURFACE DRAINAGE 

The Town Engineer’s report will show in the form of a table 
what drainage we have completed, where it was done, lengths, 
sizes ete. 

The Bacon Street drain extends from Everett Avenue to Cot- 
tage Avenue and was completed to afford an outlet from the 
catch-basins constructed in that street last year. These basins, 
you will recall, were put in without permanent outlets, and the 
Bacon Street drain serves to complete the Cottage Avenue 
work. 
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The Brookside Avenue drain was installed as a part of the 
street improvement work done there. Its purpose is to carry 
away storm water from a necessary low point. It extends from 
2 catch-basins in Brookside Avenue through private land owned 
by Arthur A. Belville to the Aberjona River. Mr. Belville has 
given the Town a permanent right for drainage without charge. 

In Canal Street, the work was small. It was not anticipated 
in the drainage work planned for the year, but was made neces- 
sary by changes in the relocation of the main driveway to the 
Noonan School lot. The expense of it was charged to the Canal 
Street Extension street improvement work. 

The Elmwood Avenue drainage work was also outside the 
listed drainage program. It was done because it was found to 
be necessary for the preservation of the street surfacing and side- 
walks constructed in this street. It begins at Main Street and 
extends to the angle in the street, and thence to a point where 
it receives roof water from a garage which, prior to the construc- 
tion of this drain, was discharged in the open gutters. A part 
of the expense of this work, $37.78, was charged to the owner of 
the garage. 

In Florence Street, two separate sections were constructed, 
one beginning at Irving Street and extended to Harvard Street, 
and the other, beginning at Swanton Street and extending to 
Olive Street. These sections were provided for in the drainage 
appropriation. The first begins at Irving Street and receives 
water from a catch-basin constructed at Harvard Street to re- 
lieve an unsatisfactory drainage condition there. 

The second section was constructed to afford an outlet from 
three catch-basins constructed last year at a low point at Olive 
Street. These basins, you will recall, were built in 1923 to serve 
as leach basins until such time as the outlet could be provided. 
Each of these sections were laid in the gravel sidewalk to avoid 
damage to the bituminous macadam roadway constructed in 
1923. : 

The High Street drain, about 940 feet in length, was not pro- 
vided for in the appropriations made last March. There was 
pipe enough in stock to cover the length noted above. We took 
advantage of a sewer trench then open in which to lay the pipe. 
The man holes, by a suitable arrangement of inverts, were made 
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to serve for access to the sanitary sewer as well as the storm water 
drain. The district in which this drain was laid is very ledgey 
and difficult of excavation. I believe it would have cost not 
less than $2500. to have excavated a trench deep enough for the 
drain pipe, which is another way of saying we have saved that 
much money. No catch-basins were constructed, but the main 
line is ready to be used when basins are built. 

In Irving Street, a section of drain has been laid from the out- 
fall in the westerly end of the street constructed in 1922, to Flor- 
ence Street. Man holes and catch-basins were built at proper 
intervals along the line and at Florence Street. This work was 
done as a preliminary to the street improvement we have just 
finished. This item was provided for at the March Town meeting. 

In Oak Street, we have constructed one basin and a few feet 
of drain at the stone culvert which passes under the street. We 
found it necessary to clean out this culvert, and constructed the 
basin as an aid in cleaning and inspecting it. 

In Palmer Street we have laid a few feet of drain and con- 
structed one basin at the junction of this street with Wildwood 
Street. The curbing and other improvements made in Palmer 
Street made this drainage work necessary. 

The Nelson Street drain was provided for in the spring appro- 
priations. It begins at the 36 in. drain in Nelson Street, and 
extends across the street to and through land of Elizabeth J. 
Noonan by virtue of a drainage right obtained from her last 
year, to land of Owen and Delia Reardon where connection was 
“made with the drain reconstructed in 1923. This work has 
been proposed to be done for several years. It replaces an 
existing drain which has caused considerable trouble and worry 
for a number of years past. It is a continuation or perhaps the 
ending of the drain which was laid in the Lincoln School lot last 
year in substitution for the open ditch then existing. 

In Park Street a short section of drain and two catch-basins 
were built as a preliminary to the Elmwood Avenue street con- 
struction work. 

The drainage appearing as having been carried on in Ridge 
Street was part and parcel of the street improvement work there 
and is noted in my report of the Ridge Street construction. ‘The 
expense was charged against the Ridge Street Account. 
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The Swanton Street drain was constructed to provide an out- 
let for the Florence Street basins built in 1923. It begins at 
Chester Street at the storm culvert there and ends at Florence 
Street. It was one of the drainage items for which provision 
was made in March of this year. 

In Vine Street a short section of drain and one basin were 
constructed to permit a proper adjustment of the grade of Vine ~ 
Street with the grade of Elmwood Avenue. The expense for — 
this as well as for the Park Street drain was provided when the 
Elmwood Avenue construction appropriation was made. 

The Surface Drainage appropriation for 1924 was $6600.00. 
The expense has been $6507.70. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


As I have already stated we have completed everything laid 
out at the beginning of the year andhave,in addition, done many 
small jobs not anticipated but which have had to be done. Of 
this kind, I refer to the path in Mt. Vernon Street prepared for 
horse-back riders, the construction of the entrance to Ravine 
Road, the removal of several large boulders in High and Pond 
Streets, these boulders being uncovered by grading operations 
of property owners, and the work and expense required in the 
installation of traffic beacons in four locations. There was no 
provision made in the budget for such work as I have just noted, 
yet the total expense ran up to a very considerable figure. 

In the general conduct of our work we have endeavored to 
secure the best possible results for the least possible expenditure. 
Every man in our force has given good, faithful, and honest effort. 
The greatest number employed at any time was 63. At this 
time, we have a force of 38. We are at present cleaning up odds 
and ends of work which will result in future benefit but which 
do not make a very great showing. We are preparing estimates 
at this time for work which seem to be advisable to do if the 
highways and sidewalks in them are to be kept up to the standard 
which our people seem to want. 

For street improvement work it would seem Ae: another 
section of Ridge Street should be constructed. The only other 
rural street not improved is Hutchinson Road. This is an ancient 
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way and is located in a section where complaints of neglected 
roads have in the past been frequent. If a moderate sum were 
spent on this road next year and if it were made reasonably good 
for travel, the request for much more expensive construction 
might be forestalled. There are several east side hill streets 
not yet permanently constructed. In a program outlined about 
three years ago, it was planned to gradually remove these from 
the list by permanently constructing them. Of these, Lebanon 
Street is the only one constructed according to this program. 
No east side hill street was constructed during the year, although 
the surface condition of those not constructed is much better 
now, through the use of oil treatment, than ever before. 

The construction and the occupancy of the Mystic-Gifford 
School would seem to me to point to the permanent improve- 
ment of Madison Avenue next year. Of the other streets which 
are not in good condition, Loring Avenue and Forest Street 
Extension have been under discussion for a long time. They 
are connecting links of unimproved road between two thorough- 
fares in a fair state of preservation. The improvement of these 
roads would tend to help backward sections. 

The very severe storms of this year very emphatically called 
to my attention the necessity of permanent sidewalks in Lincoln 
Street, along the northerly side in Prince Avenue, and in Kenwin 
Road along the southerly side. These sidewalks washed very 
badly, causing a considerable expense for replacing the loose 
sand and gravel of which they are composed, as well as anxiety 
because of the possibility of accident to the public. ‘There are 
many other sidewalks which could be improved to good advant- 
age, but these three, in my opinion, ought to have first consider- 
ation. The erection of the new school buildings has brought 
to the front the desirability of permanent walks in Westley 
Street, Canal Street, and Madison Avenue and Main Street. 

In drainage matters, the High Street drain should be made 
effective by the construction of catch-basins. Fells Road should 
be drained, but it has no outlet except by way of a proposed new 
drain in Highland Avenue. Jf Loring Avenue and Forest Street 
Extension are to have improved roadways, certain necessary 
drainage work should be done in these streets before the surfacing 
is undertaken. 
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In our work equipment we have three rollers, one tandem 
roller, and two 12-15 ton machines. One of the latter has been 
out of commission all year, while the other has been worked 
during a part of the season in two shifts. When the work is 
concentrated, or when, for example, work is being done on streets 
as in Brookside Avenue or Ridge Street which required more 
rolling than one machine could handle, the two shift way served 
to get the work done in a passable manner, but when work is 
done in widely separated sections it does not work well. Too 
much time is spent getting back and forth to the jobs. The tan- 
dem has been used periodically all the working season in rolling 
patches and in doing other work, but I wish to say frankly that 
it does not do the work as satisfactorily as the heavier roller. 
The heavy roller which is not in use is of no value as it stands 
so far as doing work with it goes. The matter of what is to be 
done with it should be taken up at an early date. My own 
opinion of it is that it should not be repaired but that it should 
be traded in for a new one. 

I have already given the costs of maintaining our motor truck 
equipment and have shown that the upkeep of the Ford trucks 
is too high. It seems to me advisable to trade in both of them 
for more rugged and better light trucks of another make. The 
light trucks have proved very servicable and useful. 

As a part of this report, I submit a summary of receipts and 
expenditures itemized under the headings we use in our division 
of expenditures.

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REPORT OF TOWN ENGINEER 


December 31, 1924 
To the Board of Selectmen: 
Gentlemen: 

I present herewith my report of the Engineering Department 
for the year ending today. This department, as has been cus- 
tomary since it was created over twenty years ago, has performed 
engineering services of the ordinary kind for all town depart- 
ments wherever they have requested it. A report of this sort 
has very much of sameness from year to year, but I can see no 
other way of reporting our doings except by detailing what 
services we have rendered to the various departments, taking 
each department separately. 


SELECTMEN’S DEPARTMENT 
NEW TOWN WAYS _ 


The Annual Town Meeting in March accepted as public ways 
six streets as follows: Alben Street, Brookside Avenue, an 
extension of Canal Street, Elmwood Avenue, a portion of Palmer 
Street, and an extension of Prospect Street. 

Hearings were held in the latter part of last year and in Jan- 
uary of this year on the question of acceptance of these streets 
which were proposed to be accepted, if nccepted, under the 
provisions of the Betterment Act. 

Plans and record profits, estimates of cost, and schedules of 
approximate betterments were prepared for use at the hearings. 
The petitioners in presenting their cases expressed a desire to 
have their streets taken over by the Town and a willingness to 
be assessed betterments. Your Board voted to recommend to 
the Town Meeting the acceptance of the above named ways, 
and the Town, at the Town Meeting voted to accept and con- 
struct them, separate appropriations being made for each, under 
the provisions for assessing betterments. 

I submit a brief statement of the essential facts in the accept- 
ance of the new streets. 

Alben Street, prior to acceptance, was a narrow way 20 feet 
wide, extending from Highland Avenue to a point near the 
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Pumping Station at the North Reservoir. It was judged, as it 
stood, to be of less width than was acceptable to your Board for 
recommendation to the Town. Accordingly, a strip 6 feet wide 
along the entire Northerly side, and a strip 1 foot wide along 
the Southerly side were taken for highway purposes, thus making 
the width, as accepted, 27 feet. While a width of 27 feet is 
less than should be accepted in usual cases, it was felt, in view 
of peculiar circumstances prevailing in this instance, advisable 
to recommend it for acceptance. 

The construction work was estimated to cost $400.00, the land 
damages to be $181.99, and the betterments to be assessed $199.49. 
Appropriation voted was $581.99. 

Brookside Avenue lies in the North part of the Town and 
extends from Washington Street to Forest Street Extension, a 
distance of about 1300 feet. It was laid out originally 40 feet 
wide, and was accepted in that width. There were no land dam- — 
age claims. 

The estimated construction cost was $2400.00 including an 
item for drainage, which was entirely a local matter and taken 
as part of the cost of construction. 

The estimated betterments to be assessed were $1207.76. 

Canal Street, as accepted, is an extension of Canal Street as 
laid out and accepted some years ago. It extends for a distance 
of about 250 feet Westerly from Farrow Street, and is 45 feet 
wide at its Easterly end and gradually increases to 50 feet at 
its Westerly terminus. When extended, as it may be in the future, 
it will terminate at Wickford Road, and provide a direct route 
from North Main Street to Wildwood and Pond Streets. It 
was necessary to take land from abuttors to secure the width 
as laid out. 

The estimated cost including damage was $1250.76, the land 
damages were $100.87, and the estimated betterments to be 
assessed were $100.87. 

Elmwood Avenue is a short street joining Vine Street with 
North Main Street, and was laid out and accepted 30 feet wide. 
It was not feasible to secure a greater width because of the proxi- 
imity of existing buildings to the lines as accepted. 

No land damages were claimed or provided for. 

The estimated cost including drainage was $2300.00 and 

e estimated betterments $802.39. 
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Palmer Street, as accepted, is that part of this street which 
lies between Wildwood Street and Willow Street. It is very 
short, being less than 150 feet in length. The object of its ac- 
ceptance was to secure control of the territory immediately 
adjacent to Wildwood Cemetery and to improve the approaches 
to the cemetery. 


It was felt that no betterments should be assessed and that 
the entire expense of the construction work estimated to be 
$550.00 should be borne by the Town. 


Prospect Street Extension extends from Highland Avenue 
for a distance of about 500 feet Easterly to a narrow way recently 
constructed in private land. It was laid out 40 feet wide. No 
land damages were claimed. 

The estimated cost was $400.00, while the estimated better- 
ments were $198.41. 

Stone bounds have been set in all these streets to mark the 
termini and changes in direction of street lines. 

We presented to you in March of this year for Commitment 
to the Collector schedules of street betterments based on con- 


struction of streets accepted in March of 1923 and constructed 
in 1923.

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PROPOSED NEW TOWN WAYS 


Hearings have been held recently on the acceptance of several 
streets petitioned to be made public ways under the method 
provided for the assessment of betterments. 

These are Holton and Baldwin Streets, Chisholm Road, Orient 
Street, a portion of Brooks Street, Everell Road and Russell 
Road. Preliminary estimates and betterment schedules were 
prepared for use at the hearings, but the disposition of the peti- 
tions is still in abeyance. 


RE-LOCATION OF STREETS 


A re-location of a portion of Swanton Street along its Northerly 
line near the Main Street end was recommended by your Board 
and accepted at the March meeting. This was necessitated 
by the fact that the existing lines of the portion of Swanton 
Street noted above did not and would not meet the line of the 
new sidewalk added to the Woburn Branch railroad bridge last 
Fall without some such change. 

There were 1388 sq. ft. of land taken from one abutting owner, 
the award as damages for such taking being $10.35. 

The appropriation for the work as voted was $560.35. 

The benefit to the public from the change of lines and newly 
constructed sidewalk is very apparent. 


BUILDING LINES ESTABLISHED 


The following building lines were recommended by the Select- 
men prior to the Spring Town Meeting and accepted by the 
‘Town at that meeting: 

In Alben Street, a 15 foot line along the Northerly side, and 
a 14 foot line along the Southerly side over the whole length of 
the street, 

In Brookside Avenue, a 12 foot line along each side of the 
entire length of the street. 

In Canal Street, a 7.5 foot line along each side of the length 
of the street accepted in March of this year, a distance ofabout 
250 feet. 

In Elmwood Avenue, a 10 foot line along the westerly side of 
the whole length of the street. 

» Physical difficulties stood in the way of adopting a building 
line along the easterly side. 
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In Harrison Street, a 20 foot line along each side of the street’s 
length. 

In Highland Avenue, a 15 foot line along the entire length 
of the westerly side from Mt. Vernon Street to Forset Street, 
a 25 foot line along the easterly side from Mt. Vernon Street 
to Reservoir Street, and a 15 foot line along the easterly side 
from Reservoir Street to Forest Street. 

In Main Street, south, a 12 foot line along the entire length of 
the easterly side from Mystic Valley Parkway to the Medford- 
Winchester Town Line, and a 12 foot line along the westerly 
side from the Parkway to Ridgefield Road, and a 12 foot line 
along the westerly side from the southerly limit of the Ridgefield 
district to the Medford-Winchester Town Line. 

In Palmer Street, a 5 foot line along the northerly side of the 
Street from Wildwood Street to Willow Street. 

In Prospect Street, as extended and accepted, a 20 foot line 
along each side. 

In Washington Street, a 17 foot line along each side of the 
street from Main Street to Mt. Vernon Street, excepting that 
part of the westerly side which lies between Main Street and 
the Parkway on which no building line was established, and a 
12 foot line along each side of the street from Mt. Vernon Street. 
to Lebanon Street. 

Signatures to ‘Covenants to Release Damage” were very 
generally secured from property owners along all the above 
named streets. 

Plans have been prepared and hearings held very recently 
on proposals for the adoption of building lines in Baldwin Street, 
Brooks Street, Chisholm Road, Eaton Street, Everell Road, 
Everett Avenue, Highland Avenue, South, Holton Street, Mt. 
Vernon Street, Orient Street, Prince Avenue and Russell Road. 

At this date the number of building lines in force along streets, 
or sections of streets, is 45, the restrictions being from 5 feet 
to 40 feet in depth. 


BOARD OF SURVEY 
Six petitions for approval of street layouts have been presented 
during the year to you acting in the capacity of a Board of Survey. 
The first one was a hold-over from last year, the petitioner, 
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Ralph P. Sylvester, asking for the approval of certain roads 
designated A, B, C, D, E, F, G, H, and I, and lying in a tract 
of land along Horn Pond Brook. The plans as first presented 
did not seem to be in accordance with the ideas of the Board of 
Survey or the Planning Board. The Engineering Department 
was instructed to submit amendments to them. This was done. 
The plan submitted by us was not such as the petitioner was 
willing to adopt although, I believe, it was generally considered 
by the Town Officials as a more suitable layout than the original. 
After several hearings and discussions the petitioner accepted 
certain of the amendments, and the plan, as amended, was 
approved by the Board of Survey. One of the roads was laid 
out 50 feet wide, while the other eight were 40 feet in width. 


A petition for the approval of the lines of Dunster Lane was 
received early in the year. After the formalities were complied - 
with the plan of a road 40 feet wide was approved. 


An extension of Canal Street from a point about 250 feet, 
west of Farrow Street to end at Wickford Road was approved 
by the Board of Survey, the proposal to lay out this way origi- 
nating with the Board. 


A request for approval of a layout of a private way in land 
lying east of Prospect Street Extension was before you in the 
early part of the year. The width proposed was 30 feet. After 
the hearing was held the plan was changed to show a street of 
40 feet in width. This plan and layout was approved. 


A petition presented by H. G. Aplin for approval of a plan 
of layout of 5 road in land lying west of Cambridge Street re- 
ceived favorable action. 

These roads were designated A, B, C, D and E. 

One of these, road E, is a continuation of Wildwood Street 
to Westland Avenue and is 45 feet wide. The others are 40 
feet each. 


The last petition received was for the approval of the layout 
of two roads in the Snyder land, east of Highland Avenue and 
south of Prospect Street. These roads were to be 40 feet wide. 
The petition was approved. 

No rules governing the preparation of plans for Board of Survey 
action are in effect. 


_— 
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STREET CONSTRUCTION’ STREET LINES AND GRADES . 


The actual construction of streets as to type, cost and other 
details is covered in the report of the Superintendent of Streets, 
but there is a large volume of work done by the Engineering 
Department in practically every part ot the highway work. 
This is especially true in the work of this year. Almost all the 
streets constructed were very indefinite as to lines, grades in 
most cases had not been determined, and there was nothing 
“set”? or fixed about them. Ridge Street is a good example of 
this indefinite condition. In many other cases where no actual 
street work is done we are requested to define lines and grades 
for a variety of purposes. These requests are always complied 
with. 


GRANOLITHIC SIDEWALKS

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All preliminary work of estimating costs, and all later work 
of laying out these sidewalks, giving lines, grades etc., and all 
computations of yardage for assessment purposes are made by 
the Engineering Department. 

It is customary to construct most of our permanent walks on 
the assessment basis, but certain portions of them are paid for 
by abuttors by the deposit in advance of sums of money presumed 
to be sufficient to cover each individual piece of work, an adjust- 
ment of the transaction being made later when the actual cost 
has been determined. 

Assessment schedules and warrants totaling about $2505. for 
sidewalk construction of the year have been prepared and sub- 
mitted to you. 

In addition a total of about’ $715. has been turned over to the 
Town Treasurer as the net proceeds of work done on the deposit 
basis.

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The extent of the edge-stone work was not quite as large as 
in 1923. 

I wish to renew my recommendation of other years that more 
curbing be laid, and that special consideration be given to Church 
and Washington Streets. My reasons for urging the work in 
these streets need not be repeated. 


SURFACE DRAINAGE 


The location and extent of the storm water drainage system 
work of the year is shown in the following table: 
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The report of the Superintendent of Streets described in more 
or less detail the reasons for constructing these drains, where 
they were laid ete., so that anything further concerning them 
would seem to be a repetition. 


GENERAL SERVICES FOR SELECTMEN’S 
DEPARTMENT 


Since the practical consolidation of the Street Department 
with the Engineering Department all estimates for street, side- 
walk, curbing and drainage work have been made by the Town 
Engineer’s office. 

This office, in fact, is the one to which a very large part of the 
matters pertaining to highways, street lighting, pole locations etc. 
are referred for report. 

They have all received prompt attention. 


PLANNING BOARD 


In my report of last year I described at length the plans made 
and work done by the Engineer’s office in preparation for the 
adoption of the Zoning Law to be presented to the coming Town 
Meeting. 

These plans were to serve as the basis not only for the establish- 
ment of zones, but for Town Planning studies being made by 
Mr. Shurtleff. 

The Sylvester petition for laying out streets in the vicinity 
of Horn Pond Brook caused further studies to be made with 
consequent suggestions of changes in the plans. This has caused 
frequent conferences with Mr. Shurtleff’s office and with the 
Planning Board at intervals throughout the year. 

The Engineer’s office has been of still further general service 
to the Board in its discussions on Board of Survey layouts, build- 
ing lines and other matters in which it co-operates with the Board 
of Selectmen and Board of Survey. 


PARK DEPARTMENT 


We have laid out play fields on Manchester Field, tennis courts 
on Leonard Field, defined lines on several of the fields under the 
jurisdiction of the Park Commission and rendered other minor 
services. 
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ASSESSORS DEPARTMENT 


Our services for the Board of Assessors have consisted in 
making plans to be added to the large book of General Plans of 
land used by them as the basis for their assessing work, in re- 
vising the plans as to changes of ownership and areas from in- 
formation of transfers made during the year, copying and filing 
plans of land coming to us, and in many other ways performing 
services of value to the Assessors. 

Much of this work is of a routine nature, but all of it takes 
time and is of value to the Town. 


CEMETERY DEPARTMENT 


Our services rendered to this department have consisted in 
laying out and defining lots, roads, and paths, making plans for 
new lot divisions in sections of the cemetery, furnishing facts 
as to areas of lots, and such other matters as have come up from 
time to time. 


WATER DEPARTMENT 


Locations have been given for the following new mains and 
renewals of old mains. 

In Curtis Street, 19 feet of 6 inch main, and in Grassmere 
Avenue, 485 feet of 6 inch main, the Curtis Street work being 
necessitated as a “‘tie in” of the Grassmere Avenue main. 

In High Street, 610 feet of 6 inch main, which was laid in the 
sewer trench, connecting 6 inch lines on either end in substitution 
of an existing 2 inch connection. The section laid extends 
from Westland Avenue to a point about 650 feet West of Cam- 
bridge Street. ) 

In Madison Avenue, West, 450 feet of 6 inch, laid in the sewer 
trench, and being an extension of an existing main. 

In Prospect Street, east of Highland Avenue, and in a private 
way laid out in land East of Prospect Street, 453 feet of 6 inch 
main. This was laid in a ledgy sewer trench. 

In Wildwood Terrace, 330 feet of 6 inch main, replacing a 2 
inch line. 


156 TOWN OF WINCHESTER 


In Swanton Street, at the B. and M. R. R. Southern Division 
Bridge, 100 feet of 10 inch main, laid in replacement of a 6 inch 
main. 

The work of continuing record plans of mains, main gates, 
hydrants, services, and service shut off gates has been kept up 
so that they are now in good shape. The work of this year has 
not yet been shown on the plans because of lack of time and 
opportunity. They will be added during the coming months. 

No work has been done during the year in setting bounds to 
mark the line of Town ownership of lands bordering the reservoirs 
I hope and expect this can be done during the coming year. 


SEWER DEPARTMENT 


Public sewers have been constructed during the year as follows:

The total length of Sanitary Sewers constructed to December 
31, 1923 was 34.6907 miles, The extensions of this year bring the 
total to date 35.0098 miles. 

A schedule of sewer betterments, totaling $2601.54, for 1923 
construction was presented to the Water and Sewer Commis- 
sioners for commitment to the Collector. 

The work in High Street and in Prospect. Street was very 
difficult. Large quantities of ledge were excavated, the rock 
work varying in depth from three feet to fourteen feet. All 
main trenches excavated were utilized for the laying of water 
mains, while in the High Street trench the surface water drain 
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was given a location with the other two mains. The expense. 
for constructing these mains was, therefore, reduced to a mini- 
mum. 

House connections with the public sewers have been made as 
shown in the table which follows:

The previous total length of house connections to December 
31, 1923, was 23.0487 miles. The mileage of this year increases 
the total to 23.4635. The total number of connections made to. 
made to date is 2177. The average cost of connection work for 
the year was $1.61 per foot. 
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All estimates for extension and connection work are made in 
the Engineer’s office, as well as all plans and profiles for con- 
struction and record. 


For other officers and committees entrusted with responsi- 
bility for carrying out instructions from the Town we have per- 
formed such service as have been asked of us. 

For the School Building Committee we have given advice 
and aid in their work of laying out the grounds of the Noonan, 
Linclon and Mystic-Gifford Buildings. 

For the Town Counsel we have furnished data to assist him 
in Land Court Cases. 

For the Police Department we have rendered assistance in 
street traffic regulation and in other respects. 

In general there is plenty of work always for our small force. 
We believe it is well done.

REPORT OF THE TOWN COUNSEL 


December 29, 1924. 
To the Board of Selectmen, 
Gentlemen: 

I report as follows for the year 1924: 

The following actions and proceedings were pending at the 
beginning of the year. They are still pending, and there appears 
to be no prospect of disposing of any of them in the near future. 
As the reasons for the continued pendency of these matters are 
fully set forth in former reports, I am not repeating them here. 


Selectmen of Winchester, Petitioner vs. Boston & Lowell Railroad et al. 
(1900). Petition to abolish grade crossing. 


Selectmen of Winchester, Petitioners (1914). Petition to Public Service 
Commission for through car service at Arlington. 
Hearing closed. Decision pending. 


Caroline A. Witherell, Petitioner (1915). Petition for registration of 
title to land. 
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Winchester vs. Boston & Lowell Railroad Co. (1917). Petition to County 
Commissioners to compel defendant to alter its bridge at Cross Street. 


Winchester vs. Merrimac Chemical Company (1917). 
Winchester vs. Algonquin Leather Company (1917). 


Winchester vs. New England Manufacturing Company (1917). Bills in 
equity to restrain pollution of the Aberjona River. 


Town of Winchester vs. Ogden (1922). Action to recover unpaid side- 
walk assessment. 


The following actions were also pending at the beginning of 
the year: 

Whitney, Petitioner (1907). Petition brought by the late Arthur E. 

Whitney for registration of title to land subsequently acquired by 

the town. This awaits the report of the examiner appointed by the 


Land Court, which it is hoped will soon be filed. The matter should 
then be ready for final disposition. 


Raymond E. Warren vs. Winchester. ‘To recover for personal injuries 
alleged to have been sustained because of defective condition of 
Ridge street. 


Bertha D’Ambrosio vs. Winchester. Petition for assessment of damages 
for land taken for Rumford school. 


In the Warren case the facts were carefully examined and 
preparation for trial was made, but after conference with your 
Board, it was deemed for the best interests of the town to make 
settlement for the sum of one hundred thirty-five (135) dollars, 
which sum was paid and the action disposed of. 

In the matter of Bertha DAmbrosio settlement was made 
for $1580., being $98. in excess of your award. This was the 
only unsettled claim for damages for the land taken for the four 
school houses authorized in 1922, and one of the two cases in 
which it was necessary to pay anything in excess of the awards. 

Actions brought against the town during the year were as 
follows: 


Francis W. Fogarty vs. Inhabitants of the Town of Winchester. Action 
to recover damages, set in the writ at $5000, for injuries alleged to 
have been sustained by plaintiff by reason of falling on Lebanon 
Street because of the defective condition of the sidewalk. 


After investigation of the facts, it was found possible to settle 
for one hundred dollars. Upon consideration by your Board 
it was deemed for the best interests of the town to pay this amount. 
Settlement was made accordingly, a release obtained and the 
suit discontinued. 
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Catherine M. Yetter vs. Town of Winchester. Entered in the Superior 
Court, Middlesex County, November 19, 1924. Action of tort 
in which the damages were set at $1000 to recover for damages 
alleged to have been sustained by reason of town employees entering 
on plaintiff’s land on Sheridan Circle, and by digging up the soil 
causing a wall to be undermined and her poultry yard to be destroyed 
and rendered unfit for use. 


This case is the outcome of a more or less troublesome con- 
dition of affairs arising from the maintenance of Mrs. Yetter’s 
wall on the bank of Russell brook, Mrs. Yetter claiming that 
the town in keeping the brook clear has undermined her wall, 
and the agents of the Town that the wall forms an obstruction 
to the flow of water in the brook which is a natural water course. 
A trial will probably be necessary to settle the controversy. 

Emeline H. Ewer vs. Ralph S. Vinal et al. (Board of Appeal.) Petition 
for a writ of certiorari to have a certain order of the Board of Appeal, 
revoking a permit issued by the Building Commissioner for the 
erection of a garage at 111 Cambridge Street, quashed, the petition 
being based on the alleged invalidity of one of the sections of the 


building by-law. It is expected that a hearing will be had in the 
near future. 


The application of the Eastern Massachusetts Street Rail- 
way for permission to operate motor busses through the town 
made it necessary for your Board to adopt rules and regulations 
relating to the operation of motor busses, commonly _ called 
‘itneys: 

Rules and regulations were prepared, which, as they are to be 
applicable to any and all conditions hereafter arising, were neces- 
sarily somewhat elaborate. 

After numerous conferences with Mr. Fox employed by the 
Town Planning Board, and with the Planning Board, the zoning 
law, which was adopted at the last Annual Meeting, was drafted. 

As in former years, the services rendered by the Town Counsel 
have consisted largely of advice and counsel rendered to your 
Board and the other Boards and Officers of the Town, rather 
than in attending to the defence and prosecution of actions in 
the Courts. 

The town is still remarkably free from litigation, due in no 
small measure to the careful and conscientious manner in which 
the business of the town is conducted by its Boards and Officers.

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FLASHING SIGNALS 


Four flashing signals made by the General Electric Company 
have been installed the past year at street intersections. They 
have proved very satisfactory and are pleasing to the eye. Funds 
will be asked for to provide four more. 


TRAFFIC IN CENTRE 


Traffic through the Centre of the Town seems to be on the 
increase. A bad situation exists at present, and I recommend 
that some method of control be installed which would be efficient 
and at the same time attractive to look at. 


POLICE SIGNAL SYSTEM 


Our Signal system as now constituted, consists of twelve 
telephones installed in boxes, and connected with a switch board 
in the Police Station. It is furnished by the New England 
Telephone and Telegraph Co. The rental for the same has 
practically doubled and it will cost about $900.00 per year in 
the future. The system is a make-shift at best, and I recommend 
that steps be taken in the near future, toward the installation 
of the Gamewell Police Signal System, which is in use in all 
cities and most large towns throughout the State. 


POLICE STATION 


The Police Station is in good condition, having been painted 
throughout the inside, within the past two years.

REPORT OF THE CHIEF OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT 


December 31, 1924. 
Board of Selectmen, 
Gentlemen: 


I respectfully submit the following report for the year ending 
December 31, 1924, together with recommendations for the 
ensuing year. 

During the past year the department answered 231 alarms, 
200 of which was received over the telephone. All fires were 
extinguished with small loss. 

The work of the fire department increases each year as we © 
are called on for help for most anything that happens in the town. 
We are expected to be experts in all lines, and have had good 
luck in rescuing children that must try thin ice, also getting pet 
cats from tree tops, regulating oil burners, heaters of all kinds, 
and occasionally we have to get people in their homes that forget. 
their latch key. 

The total membership of the department is thirty-three men, 
twelve permanent and twenty-one call men, and an appropriation 
is asked for two new men in order that a day in three may be 
granted the permanent men. 
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The apparatus we have with the exception of two old pieces 
is in good condition. The ladder truck purchased the past 
summer arrived on December 6, and after a road and hill climbing 
test was put in commission. 


One of the old Knox machines which we purchased in 1914 
was in such condition that it would be a waste of money to try 
to keep it in running condition, so we purchased a light Reo truck 
to replace it. In 1915 we asked for an appropriation to purchase 
a peice of apparatus to replace the Hose 3 wagon. It was sug- 
gested then that we wait until next year. I am sorry to say that 
after waiting ten years that“‘next year’”’ has not yet arrived. In 
1918 we purchased an old 1912 Packard touring car chassis 
which we are still using, and I have asked for an appropriation 
to replace it this year. The pump should be painted this year 
as we have had it ten years and it is not economy to let it go any 
longer. 


The Central Station will need a small appropriation for painting 
Inside and out. 


2000 feet of new hose was purchased the past year. All hose 
was tested to 150 pounds pressure. We now have 7000 feet 
of good hose which is ample for our present needs. 


The fire alarm system is in good working condition. No new 
boxes were added the past year as the amount asked for was used 
for new material and labor to put the system in first class con- 
dition. The whistle at Beggs & Cobbs tannery will have to be 
moved to their new power plant this year as they are to 
discontinue using the boilers where the whistle is now located. 


All buildings in the mercantile district have been inspected 
monthly and found to be in good condition. At times there is 
considerable waste material at the rear of some of the stores, 
but while this is unsightly it is much better to have it outside 
than in the basements. 


I believe the time is near at hand when the Town should build 
a fire station at the west side of the town. The old Wyman 
school lot should be held for this purpose. The grade crossing 
is with us to stay, and there is always the danger of apparatus 
being held at the crossing long enough for a fire to get beyond 
control. 
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The town should consider equiping the Town Hall, High and 
Wadleigh schools with automatic sprinklers. The cost would 
be saved in time on lower insurance rates. There is nothing 
at the present time that can equal the automatic sprinkler for 
the protection of a building. 

The town should amend the building laws so that it wouldn’t 
be possible to have a wood shingle roof on any building in the 
town. All roofs should be of fire proof material. Cities and 
towns that have had conflagrations due to wood shingle roofs 
now prohibit them. We can and should profit by their experience. 

The town should adopt a bylaw regulating traffic when there 
is an alarm of fire. The automobile driver who wishes to enjoy 
the sight of a burning building should be made to keep his car at. 
a reasonable distance from the fire and not block hydrants, streets, 
and at times the fire apparatus. 

In extinguishing fires the past year the department laid 16,450 
feet of 214 inch hose, 7550 feet of chemical hose used 2229 gallons 
of chemical and raised 1876 feet of ladders.

REPORT OF SEALER OF WEIGHTS 
AND MEASURES 


To the Board of Selectmen, 
Winchester, Mass. 
Gentlemen: 


The inspection of weights and measuring devices during the 
past year found the majority in excellent standard. — 

The fact is to be noted that it was necessary to condemn but 
a few measures. This gratifying condition is the result of con- 
stant inspection. It is also due to the commendable spirit of 
cooperation on the part of the merchants. 
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The usual inspection and weighing of contents of cartons, 
packages, and other containers disclosed no serious shortage. 
The weighing of ice after delivery was carefully attended to. 
Coal wagons were stopped and certificates investigated and weight 
of coal ascertained. 

Gasoline pumps, oil and alcohol measures have not only been sealed 
in accordance with the law but also reinspected at intervals. 
Thus a constant check over these measuring devices is insured. 

The work of this department has decidedly increased during 
the past year. This was caused by the opening of several new 
stores in the northern section of the town. This necessitated 
additional inspections. The department received in fees the 
sum of $101.12 which is much greater than that of any preceding 
year and practically double the amount received in 1912. There 
has been a gradual increase in this sum from that year which 
indicates a corresponding increase in the work done by the de- 
partment.

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REPORT OF THE BUILDING COMMISSIONER 


To the Board of Selectmen, 
Town of Winchester. 
Gentlemen: 


I herewith present the following as a report of the Building 
Department for the year 1924. 


BUILDING 


The cost of building construction for this year was approxi- 
mately $704,927.00. The cost of untaxable property deducted 
from this amount reduces it to $587,127.00. This sum may be 
compared favorably with the cost of taxable property erected 
in any one year before the war. 

During the past year, 46 dwellings have been erected, 42 of 
these are one family houses while but four are of the two family 
type. This would indicate that the future development in 
Winchester will be of a single house construction. 

The zoning regulations instituted last year have functioned 
efficiently though they have added materially to the work in this 
department. Apparently they have accomplished their purpose 
in discriminating against bad speculative building. Neverthe- 
less, it is evident that future development of the town will in all 
probability necessitate minor changes in the laws. 

Additions and alterations to present buildings are not tabulated 
in the summary of building during the past year. However, 
there has been a great activity in this field of work. The high 
cost of construction has necessitated this condition. ‘The ad- 
ditions have been of a practical nature and have contributed 
substantially to our tax valuation. Communities have been 
consistently improved throughout the town by these alterations. 

Building lines have been extended over the greater part of 
the town. Their advantages remain unquestioned when one 
considers the possible damage to nearby property resulting from 
an undesirable located building. 

The Building Commissioner highly recommends the estab- 
lishment of these building lines as they tend to insure proper 
development of a community. 
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PLUMBING 


The usual number of installations in both old and new houses 
were inspected during the past year. 


Experience in enforcing the plumbing law has on the whole 
proven its adequacy. Yet it would appear that a slight modi- 
fication of the regulation requiring water sealed flanges would 
be equally safe from a sanitary point of view. This would also 
make possible a more economical installation. 


As in former years, careful supervision was exercised over the 
installations. The antiquated supposition that contagious di- 
seases resulted from improper plumbing has been outgrown, 
But from a health view point, it is still necessary to prevent the 
entrance of sewer air into buildings. 


GAS 


During the past year several gas mains have been constructed 
in the northern section of the town in the following streets; 
Swanton, Oak, Spruce, Holland, Harvard, Irving, White Hill, 
Kirk, Chester, Florence, Loring Ave., Tremont and Quigley 
Court. Up to the present time there has been 204 meter con- 
nections in houses along these mains. 


This department has issued 400 permits for gas fittings which 
signifies that over 600 inspections were attended to—the largest 
number ever recorded in the history of the department. It 
is essential that the inspections be thorough in order to prevent 
any danger from gas poisoning entering buildings. 

At the Town Meeting in March, it was voted to adopt a regu- 
lation compelling the installation of automatic gas shutoffs 
which function by mechanically cutting off the gas supply when 
a fire occurs in the building. 


Reports from surrounding towns and cities where these valves 
have been installed are favorable. It is stated that the valve 
has proven its worth by a great saving of life and property. 

Each year it becomes more manifest that the adoption of 
these Plumbing regulations by the Town was an act of wisdom 
which will become even more apparent in the years to come.

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REPORT OF THE COMPENSATION AGENCY 


To the Board of Selectmen December 31, 1924. 
Gentlemen: 

I present herewith my report as Compensation Agent for the 
current year. 

Beginning with January 1 of this year a change was made in 
the method of taking care of payments in Compensation cases. 
Up to that date, the Town had carried its own insurance. It 
was believed to be advantageous for the Town to discontinue 
this practice and to insure with an indemnity company. ‘This 
insurance was placed with the Royal Indemnity Company, the 
premium for the year 1924 being $2341.04, the payment being 
made late in 1923. 

Working under this method, we have promptly reported all 
accidents and illnesses of which we were notified, a duplicate 
copy being sent to the Industrial Accident Board. 

There have been no deaths or serious accidents during the year. 
‘There are two old cases in which weekly payments are being made, 
one of $14. per week which will expire shortly, and one of $10. 
per week which still has about seventy-five weeks to go before 
expiration. The appropriation for Workmen’s Compensation 
for 1924 was $3648. The expenditures have been as follows:

Salary of Compensation Agent 100.00 
Payment to apply on Insurance Premium 2,242.00 $3,648.00 


The above payment, $2242. was the unexpended balance re- 
maining from the appropriation at the close of the year.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF APPEAL OF THE TOWN OF 
WINCHESTER 


To the Board of Selectmen, 
Gentlemen :— 

During the year 1924, 28 appeals have been presented to this 
board for consideration. 19 of these appeals have been sustained, 
for the most part in the exercise of the discretion possessed by 
this board, and 9 have been dismissed. Only two of these 
presented questions that suggest comment. 

1. Section 147 of the Building Laws provides that a third 
class garage for one or two motor vehicles shall be 15 feet from 
a residence building, while the requirement as to the distance of 
first or second class garages from single or double houses is 10 
feet. This additional five feet is apparently intended as a pro- 
tection against fire. The requirement of the State Fire Marshal 
in such cases is 10 feet. 

A person aggrieved by a decision of this board sustaining this 
by-law has brought a petition for a writ of certiorari in the 
Supreme Judicial Court, claiming that, as matter of law, this 
requirement of the building laws is invalid, as the distance in 
question is greater than that required by the State Fire Marshal. 
Whatever the outcome of this litigation may be, it is a matter 
for the town to consider whether it is desirable to have this 
regulation in harmony with that of the State Fire Marshal. 

2. Section 147 of the Building Laws also contains restrictions 
as to distances between residences and other buildings; imposed 
for the purpose, in part, of preventing the erection of buildings 
not used for dwelling purposes too near to residences. On account 
of such provisions, this board was compelled to refuse a permit 
for the erection of a public garage because of its proximity to a 
residence building in the “business district’’, in which, however, 
the Zoning By-Law intends that buildings for business purposes 
may be erected. 

In view of the passage of the Zoning By-Law which provides 
for the development of industrial activities in certain sections 
of the town, it would seem desirable for the town to consider 
whether the restrictions of the building laws in favor of residences 
in such districts should not be removed or modified.

Board of Appeal of the Town of Winchester 
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REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


This year the Board brings before the town in concrete form 
the studies of a Town Plan, undertaken in 1923 and completed 
this year. This work has been done by Mr. Arthur A. Shurtleff, 
a recognized authority on Town Planning, in cooperation with 
the Planning Board. The efforts of the members of the Planning 
Board have been directed largely towards the completion of 
this work so that a final report could be made to the March 
meeting in 1925. 

We append as a part of our Report for 1924, the report of Mr. 
Shurtleff with the accompanying maps. 


ZONING BY-LAW 


In the report of the Planning Board for 1923, it was stated 
that as the principal accomplishment for the year, the Board 
was bringing before the town for adoption a Zoning By-Law. 
In March of this year the Annual Town Meeting at a capacity 
session adopted the Zoning By-Law. This was approved without 
change by the Attorney-General and is now in full force. 

The Planning Board does not take to itself in too great degree 
the credit for the adoption of this By-Law. The town itself 
deserves the credit, for it had become evident to all thoughtful 
students of Town affairs that the dangers of indiscriminate de- 
velopment were altogether too great and pressing, to longer delay 
the application of a Zoning By-Law whereby the citizens place 
upon each piece of private property restrictions upon the use or 
occupancy of it, gaining, however, immunity from attaek by the 
self-exploiting owner of neighboring property. 

Zoning of our towns and cities of Massachusetts has come 
to stay as is evidenced by the number of cities and towns of the 
Commonwealth that have already adopted Zoning Acts. In 
our vicinity zoning acts have been adopted by Boston, Brookline, 
Malden, Medford (temporary) Lexington, Arlington, Newton, 
Dedham, Cambridge and Milton. 

Several attacks upon zoning have been made in the courts 
of the State during 1924 but the Massachusetts Supreme Court. 
in four recent decisions has up-held the zoning laws attacked. 
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Since the passage of the law by our town meeting there has 
been evident ‘a feeling of relief upon the part of our citizens 
that the town has adopted the law, and so-far as it has come to 
the attention of the Planning Board there is little criticism either 
of the Zoning By-Law itself or of the Zoning Map, but rather a 
general feeling of satisfaction. 


HEARINGS 


The Board has been represented at various hearings held 
by the Board of Selectmen and the Board of Survey. Most of 
these hearings were on the acceptance of streets and the estab- 
lishment of building lines. It has been noticed the past year that 
in the hearings of the Board of Survey, the owners of projected 
subdivisions of areas of land have expressed a willingness to co- 
operate with the suggestions of the Planning Board, recognizing 
that in the long run an orderly development of property with due 
regard to the interests of surrounding property and of the town 
as a whole is more profitable.

REPORT OF ARTHUR A. SHURTLEFF 
ADVISER ON TOWN PLANNING 


December 31, 1924. 
To the Winchester Planning Board, 
Winchester, Massachusetts. 
Gentlemen: 

During the past two years I have made in cooperation with 
your Board, a careful field study of the Town of Winchester. 
I have consulted with the Town Engineer, with other Town and 
State officials, with Mr. John P. Fox, Adviser on Zoning, and 
with residents interested in the growth of the Town. The 
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following report and plans outline facts which have been gathered, 
and conclusions which have been reached in conference with 
your Board. Technical material which has been collected and 
discussed in our conferences, but which is not essential to this 
outline report, is submitted separately for further reference. 


Growth of the Town 


The population of Winchester and its valuation are both in- 
creasing at a rate about equal to those of other residential suburbs 
of Boston. ‘These increases have been pretty constant through 
a long period of years and are considered satisfactory. The 
central portions of the Town are becoming more consolidated 
as the older and larger private estates are subdivided. The 
extension of outlying streets and residence areas is advancing. 
Stores, offices, and public garages are becoming larger factors. 
Industries are growing slowly. Many new schools are being built. 
Greater playground space for the Town as a whole is needed. 
Like other towns Winchester is providing public utilities and 
improvements where these are needed, including water supply, 
sewers and drains, street lights, tree planting, fire and police 
signals, sidewalks, curbs, modern street surfacing, and special 
policing for traffic control. The widening, straightening, and 
extension of streets is also in progress. 

I list these common activities of town growth not because 
they are peculiar to Winchester, but because each item of this 
list in all cities and towns contributes its share toward a large 
general tax. A review in this report of the expedients of economy 
and efficiency which are being used to reduce taxes would be out 
of place, but the large service which intelligent planning of the 
Town of Winchester can perform in preventing costs before they 
originate and in reducing all necessary structural expenses to 
their lowest terms deserves careful review, especially as it will 
outline for general information the purposes which your Board 
has kept constantly in mind. 


How Town Planning saves Cost 
Planning Boards were established in this State and through- 
out the country to secure economy in the growth of towns and 
cities. Previously most communities had grown without suffici- 
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ent guidance with the result that confusion of street arrangement 
was almost universal, unsanitary occupation of wet land was 
frequent, lack of- playground space was common, and the de- 
terioration of residence districts by the unwise location of fac- 
tories and garages was taking place to an alarming extent. Plan- 
ning Boards were delegated to study the present and probable 
future needs of such communities and to prepare plans to guide 
all these developments to secure order, convenience, and economy. 
The following is a list of some of the activities-of Planning Boards 
and the kinds of costs which are saved by planning. 

1. The prevention of the formation of dead-end streets 
where through streets are needed. Such through streets save 
the cost of laying and maintaining dead-end water mains and 
dead-end sewers with expensive connections and detours. The 
cost of roundabout connections for street lighting servicé, and 
the cost of detours for street delivery, collection, and cleaning 
service is saved. By increasing the effective operating radius 
of fire apparatus, police patrol, and other equipments, such 
through streets tend to reduce the number and the size of equip- 
ments of these kinds, and to that extent reduce cost. 

2. The prevention of the formation of jogged or off-set 
street connections where straight connections are needed. Straight 
street connections simplify and therefore reduce the cost of all 
the utility installations and services mentioned above. 


3. The prevention of the following:—the location of import- 
ant street junctions at points of dangerous steepness; the bring- 
ing-together of many streets at a single junction point of probable 
congestion; the creation of street junctions at dangerous angles 
or curves. The cost of the whole or a large part of special traffic 
policing at such junctions can be saved if these requirements 
are met. The large sources of accidents arising from these 
faults are eliminated. 

4. The prevention of the construction of narrow streets 
where wide ones will be needed. ‘The whole or a large part of the 
costs of future widenings of narrow streets is thus saved. 

5. The prevention of the construction of wide streets where 
narrow ones will be satisfactory. The waste of land and the cost 
of construction of streets unnecessarily wide are saved. 
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6. The prevention of exceedingly steep gradients on impor- 
tant through streets. The cost of special road surfacing, special 
gutters, special crossings and catch basins, the cost of special 
policing or fire protection, and the subsequent costs for regrading 
and for entailed costs of grade damages are saved by finding 
locations for such streets on ground of gentle slope. 


7. The prevention of grade-crossing separation problems 
of great magnitude and cost. Often the occurrence of such 
problems can be prevented and the costs saved in whole or in 
part by placing the location of future crossings on ground whose 
contour will assist the solution of such problems. 


8. The prevention of too long postponement of playground 
and park takings in residential districts where such recreation 
grounds will be needed. The extra cost of purchasing land at 
a late date when land values are high and when the removal of 
buildings become necessary, is saved. 


9. The prevention of unnecessary playground and park 
acquisitions in regions where the need for such open spaces will 
not justify the cost of land and the loss of taxable property. 


10. The prevention of the use of land(including height and 
area of structures which may be built on it) for purposes or in a 
manner at variance with the most desirable development of a 
community. The costs of property depreciation and loss of 
development are saved by applying in time adequate proteciive 
zoning restrictions. 


11. The prevention of the unsanitary occupation of stream 
or pond borders by buildings where proper sewer connections 
and ground water outfalls cannot be secured. The cost of the 
subsequent taking of developed property to abate sanitary 
nuisances of the kind which almost inevitably follow the above 
condition is saved or the alternate cost of installing costly sewers 
and drains is saved. 

What Planning Has Already Accomplished in Winchester 

The above list is confined to preventive measures and to a 
limited field. Evidently, active and direct measures in these 
or other fields would be equally effective. It is also evident that 
the above work (and other items which might be added) could 
be taken in hand by public agencies other than planning boards, 
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but especially in towns the planning boards have been successful 
in securing public confidence and public action in these broad 
fields. In Winchester, comprehensive planning was ready for 
endorsement as soon as your Board was appointed, first because 
rapidly changing conditions had brought large new problems 
before the Town, second because the establishment of building 
lines and other programs of improvement for a large part of the 
Town (see plans) had demonstrated the willingness of the 
townspeople to take a large view of regional planning and to 
participate in the accomplishment of great general gains. The 
work of previous State and special. Town Commissions in Win- 
chester had also shown the good results to be attained from 
comprehensive planning. The promptness with which a zoning 
plan and by-law was worked out and put into operation by the 
Town through your Board indicates that the principle of planning 
for the future has come to stay in Winchester. 


Planning Which is Still Needed in Winchester 


The automobile has searched out all the highways of Win- 
chester, and has clearly demonstrated that the street system 
which was reasonably satisfactory for the days of horse-drawn 
vehicles, must be revised to meet the demands of a new era in 
transportation. Many of the streets must be widened, straight- 
ened, connected, and extended to make cross-town routes. In 
no other way can the motor vehicles of the townspeople be ac- 
commodated in making trips about Town, into neighboring 
towns, and at the same time share the highways with visiting 
motors. Where one or two main highway arteries branching 
through the valleys and across the lower hillslopes of the Town 
were sufficient in earlier days, at least twice as many more are 
needed now to take the increased volume of motors, and to prevent 
traffic blockades from occurring in the center of the Town. ‘The 
need today is to distribute motor travel overmany thoroughfare s 
rather than to attempt to accommodate it in a few trunk lines. 
The problem is discussed in detail on subsequent pages of this 
report. 

The upbuilding of the open spaces and the presence of rapidly 
mov ng motors which make the streets dangerous for play pur- 
poses, have created new demands upon the playgrounds of the 
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town. These recreation spaces are too few in number and too 
widely spaced to meet present requirements. A program for 
additional playgrounds is discussed later herein. 

Fortunately for Winchester, the extensive meadow areas of the 
Mystic Lake region and the soft shores of the lower Aberjona 
River were acquired for park and boulevard purposes before 
unsanitary occupation of these wet grounds had taken place. 
The borders of the ponds and reservoirs in the Fells were similarly 
acquired. It is unfortunate, however, that the future of the 
swampy and low-lying borders of Horn Pond Brook and of the 
banks and swamps of the upper Aberjona is still undetermined. 
They await either a rational treatment which will preserve the 
water-ways as open stream channels of sufficient capacity to carry 
storm flow, and which will preserve the banks as reserved spaces 
alongside a system of orderly and useful highways upon which 
dwellings may face, or an irrational treatment of neglect which 
will relegate them to the rear yards of rows of cheap houses or of 
factories which must back on the stream and find protection from 
its floods ultimately by the costly method of enclosing the stream 
in a conduit. This matter is discussed more fully on a subsequent 


page. 


The Greatest Present Handicap in Planning Winchester 


A decade or two ago the greatest handicap which would have 
presented itself to oppose a large program of planning intended 
to guide the future development of Winchester would have 
been an unawakened public appreciation of the vital need of 
planning to protect the Town against the kinds of undesirable 
growth which have been described above. Today public senti- 
ment in Winchester is awake to the needs of planning and has 
already adopted far reaching plans and programs of protection 
and guidance. However, a serious obstacle to the extension of 
needed highways still remains. That obstacle is the weak power 
which the laws of Massachusetts have given to Planning Boards, 
Boards of Selectmen, Boards of Survey, or other properly consti- 
tuted authorities to protect the public interest in such projects 
from complete obstruction by the owners of private land lying 
in the course of the proposed improvements. In the last analysis, 
except for a few somewhat compelling restraints, a public improve- 
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ment of this nature can be and frequently is blocked for private 
ends so completely that it must be either given up, or advanced 
by the acceptance of terms which involve the purchase of lands 
or rights at “hold-up” cost. Efforts in other states, Pennsyl- 
vania for example, have led to the enactment of laws which 
give public necessity a reasonable chance to prevail in such cases 
without unreasonable hardship to the individual. Massachusetts 
has tried many times and will try again at the next General 
Court to secure legislation which will enable towns like Winchester 
to protect needed public improvements of the kind described 
above, from becoming stopped or sidetracked by private oppo- 
sition which will not cooperate or will not accept reasonable com- 
pensation. Wise legislation to strengthen the powers of Boards 
of surveys is greatly needed and Winchester should lend its aid 
to find it. 3 


What a Good General Plan for Winchester can Accomplish 


A carefully studied general plan for Winchester can indicate 
the combined judgment of all the minds which have contributed 
to it, regarding the best program, all things considered, for the 
guidance of the future growth of the town. The town will grow 
in any case, but under the guidance of a carefully thought-out 
plan, haphazard and patchwork development with its costly 
mistakes will be avoided. Such guidance aims to prevent the 
loss of topographical, strategic, and cooperative opportunities. 
Less and not greater cost is involved when town growth is guided 
by planning. If any part of such a plan is found wanting at any 
time, that part should be corrected and the plan thus bettered. 
Fear that some part of a good general plan may be found wanting 
now or later, does not justify proceeding without a plan. On 
the contrary this fear confirms the need of proceeding with a 
plan which can be kept constantly under scrutiny for improve- 
ment the moment such an opportunity is found. 

A good general plan for Winchester ought to conserve th 
natural attractiveness of the town as a place of residence, business 
and industry, and guide its growth in directions which will not 
lead to waste of money or opportunity, and which will prevent 
too rapid change of those appearances of the town which give it 
special charm and character. 
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Rail Transportation 


The location of the rails and properties of steam railroads and 
trolleys in Winchester, and the routes of busses are shown on the 
appended data accompanying the report. Owing to the rapid 
changes which are taking place in highway transportation both 
for passenger service and for freight, definite recommendations for 
the extension, curtailment, or change of operation of the rail services 
does not appear feasible in Winchester at the present time. The 
creation of the new through streets proposed should relieve con- 
gestion on many of the streets through which the trolleys run, 
and to that degree facilitate trolley operation. That a separation 
of grades will be required ultimately in the center of the Town 
there can be little question. This fact has been kept in mind 
constantly in the development of the highway plans for the 
Town, and it is felt that no features have been brought into 
these plans which will add to the difficulties, already well under- 
stood, for a separation of grades, either by raising the road- 
way, depressing the tracks, or by a combination of both methods 
as suggested by previous special studies and reports. 


The North-South Through Streets of Winchester 


The solid black lines of the map show the existing through 
streets which in general parallel the north-south valleys 
and pond basins of Winchester. These streets lie chiefly in the 
eastern half of the town and include among others, the following 
streets:—Grove, Main, Washington, Highland Avenue, the 
Border Road, the Parkway, and Cambridge. The plan indicates 
by dotted lines the cross-town thoroughfares which can be 
created by linking the fragments of streets which tend in a north- 
south direction like Spruce and Brookside Streets, the Parkway, 
and Rangeley Road to Church Street, Wedgemere Avenue 
extended across the lakes to the Mystic Valley Parkway, and the 
extensions planned for the distant future when more intensive 
subdivision is required in the regions near Westland Avenue, 
and Ridge Street. The mapping of these streets needed for the 
distant future is not intended to hasten the development of these 
outlying tracts, but is intended to indicate that these regions 
must be reckoned with as parts of the town which ultimately 
will need utilities and convenient access, and which may not be 
allowed to develop either with disregard of the cost of the utilities, 
services, and the convenience of access required by the town or 
needed by the future residents of those tracts. 
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As this system of streets follows the valley and water course 
systems of the town, it becomes involved with the sanitary 
problems of the development of Horn Pond Brook and the upper 
Aberjona River. If rightly handled, these thoroughfares will 
prevent the development of unsanitary conditions along these 
streams. To secure these ends cooperation will be required with 
the owners of property along these routes. Detailed plans have 
been made for the Horn Pond Brook route which indicate that 
the best solution can be secured by a double roadway between 
which the stream can be left in a natural bed with sloping sides. 
This treatment will accommodate the stream in flood seasons 
without endangering adjacent private property. Under this 
arrangement the stream could not become defiled or constricted 
by contact with private property. This program suggested for 
the stream is not novel, as it has been used elsewhere many times 
in the Metropolitan District to solve similar problems where a 
highway, a stream, and the development of privately owned 
low ground has been encountered. Under the conditions which 
surround the Horn Pond Valley the solution which is recom- 
mended would prevent the development of a slum district, which 
is almost certain to be created if the sanitary problems are not 
met by a satisfactory highway treatment. Up to the present 
time the owners along this stream have expressed an unwillingness 
to cooperate and the Town is lable to be confronted by one of 
these oppositions which cannot be met by the present powers 
of Boards of Survey. It is very important for the Town to secure 
a satisfactory treatment for this valley, first because it involves 
the housing development of a large neighboring district whose 
character is bound to be depressed if slum conditions develop 
along the brook. The Town is also concerned for transportation 
reasons to see this project carried through because it will relieve 
Main Street of a large améunt of Woburn through traffic, and 
would afford if connected with Palmer Street a useful by-pass to 
relieve congestion in the heart of the town. 

The sanitary problems involved in the upper Aberjona are by 
no means as complicated as those described along Horn Pond 
Brook, but the seriousness of the sanitary problem here must not 
be overlooked. The large scale detailed plans which were prepared 
in conference with your Board and the Town Engineer, and which 
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show the stream courses which limit both problems, are submitted 
as appendices to this report. 

The proposed north-south thoroughfare system provides 
streets which would cross the town at intervals varying from 
about a quarter to about one-half mile. These intervals are 
not large. Many well-planned cities and towns possess thorough- 
fares at every block or at a distance from about five to eight 
hundred feet. If Winchester takes advantage of all opportunities 
for north-south through streets the community will never possess 
a system which does not provide a large amount of intervening 
space for short distance local streets between the main routes. 
In general it is desirable to keep such intervening space free 
from through traffic to give retirement and privacy for those 
who wish to live in districts retired from main motor roads. 
These main thoroughfares, however, will furnish sufficient accom- 
modation for the utilities and services described in the items 
under “How Town Planning Saves Cost.” 


The East-West Through Streets of Winchester 


On the map are shown in full black lines the existing 
east and west cross-town thoroughfares of Winchester, including 
High Street, Forest and Cross Streets. The dotted lines indicate 
the street linkages which if built would make these existing 
routes more direct and more useful in connecting the outer parts 
of the town. The most important linkages are those which 
connect Cross and Pond Streets, Wickford Road and Water 
Street, Water Street and Cross Street, Centre Street and Meadow- 
croft Road with Lawson Road, the extensions of Wildwood Street, 
and a branch from High Street. The latter two streets and the 
Northeast Border Road will be needed when the extreme north- 
eastern and the southwestern parts of the town are developed. 
As all these existing streets and their connections run at right 
angles to the general courses of valleys and streams, no sanitary 
problems involving swamp or pond shores are entailed. These 
combined routes would provide cross-town circulation at inter- 
vals of a little less than half a mile and would greatly reduce 
traffic congestion and the need of grade-separation bridges or 
underpasses near the Town Square. They would also vastly 
economize the installation of future public utilities as described 
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in items 1, 3, 5, and 6, in “How Town Planning Saves Cost”. 
Their service in providing routes upon which the fire-fighting 
apparatus and police service of the Town could respond promptly 
and directly to distant points would also result in large savings 
as outlined in the items above. 


Relation of Proposed Street System to the Topography 


In studying the most feasible location for the development 
of a good system of north-south and east-west streets, as described 
above, great attention has been given to the contour of the ground. 
Contoured surveys were prepared and studied in the field to find 
eradients of gentle slope, in general averaging 3% or less and not 
exceeding 7 to 9% in extreme cases. Where the contour of the 
hills forced gradients greater than 6%, special pains have been 
taken to secure alignments which are straight or nearly straight, 
to avoid the combination of steep grades and undesirable curves. 
Road junctions have been studied for gradients and for their 
relations to the grade-crossing problems of the town. The pre- 
ceding text indicates the care which has been used to consider 
the sanitary problems of streams and lake shores and the develop- 
ment of property on these low grounds in finding the best course 
for these main routes. Consideration has also been given to the 
adjacent side streets of proposed land subdivisions. Wherever 
these subdivisions could be accommodated without sacrificing the 
interests of the town, the proposed roads have been made to 
conform. | | 

The steep escarpment of the westerly margin of the Middlesex 
Fells Reservation sharply defines the limits of east-west thorough- 
fares in that neighborhood and deflects these lines to the north 
and south along the border roads, allowing entrance to the park 
for persons on foot and on horseback following the narrow wood- 
land roads of the Reservation which have not been opened to the. 
use of motor vehicles. 


Width and Alignment of Main Thoroughfares and Local Streets 


As a whole the streets of the town with the setbacks which 
have been provided are of good alignment and width. The most 
important exceptions are Forest, Pond, and upper High Streets. 
These streets need widening in the interest of public safety and 
convenience. 
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Metropolitan Highways in Winchester 


A study of the accompanying inch to the mile Geological 
Survey map of the northwestern portion of the Metropolitan 
District will show the important connections affecting neighboring 
cities and towns which pass through Winchester. Evidently the 
activity of the Town in mapping out and attempting to carry 
forward the many through routes which are contemplated on 
the plans will greatly assist circulation between all the neighboring 
towns. Winchester has inaugurated this study of through routes 
for the sake of the town in order to prevent further congestion 
on the main routes through the center and at the same time to 
connect outlying portions of the town for the reasons which 
have been described at length. Nevertheless the service of these 
main arteries to the whole community is so great that the State 
has already taken part in the construction of a main park thor- 
oughfare through the Town following the valley of the Mystic 
Lakes, using property which was provided in part by the Town. 
The State has also assisted by the construction of an important 
link of State road. These programs, though they were of value 
to the town, were intended primarily to assist the accommodation 
of long distance traffic routes leading to the northern and north- 
western sections of the State. Among the additional thoroughfare 
routes contemplated by the plan, several have a Metropolitan or 
State-wide importance and for that reason the Town should not 
be confronted with the full burdens of construction or of taking 
in case these routes are constructed at widths far in excess of the 
needs of the Town in order to accommodate visiting motorists. 


Evidently cooperation must be secured wh the neighboring 
cities and towns to carry through certain of these main routes 
which are essential for general circulation around the district. 
Without assurance on the part of Winchester that continuations 
of these main routes can be secured in adjacent municipalities and 
thus relieve the growing congestion in the heart of Winchester, 
the Town cannot be expected to press the portions of the work 
which lie within its own boundaries. Willingness to cooperate 
between the several towns has already been expressed and in 
certain portions of the plan tentative agreements to coordinate 
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have been made, but the time is ripe for more complete coordina- 
tion through a carefully studied plan of the Metropolitan District 
as a whole made by the State authorities having programs of this 
magnitude under their charge. 3 


Why Playgrounds and Parks are Needed 


To one who is familiar with the many scattered woodlands and 
fields not far distant from the central portions of Winchester 
and with the extensive woodlands on the outskirts of the town, 
the question at once arises why special public recreation grounds 
are needed when opportunities for cross-country walking, 
rambling, and outdoor sports are possible on private land. It 
is true that these natural opportunities presented by private 
property will remain in the outskirts of the town and may be. 
depended upon to a limited extent in the future for public use 
as long as the private owners of such properties will permit such 
use by permission or by sufferance. In the central portions 
ofthe Town, however, permission to use private lands in this way 
has gradually withdrawn, as it has in closely built-in sections 
similarly situated in other towns. In general children who 
cannot play in their own private yards are forced to seek the 
roadsides and the streets for play spaces. These areas have 
become so dangerous for such purposes owing to the imerease in 
motors, that a time has come when the Town in the interest of 
public safety must provide adequate playgrounds. | 

The circles on the playground plan show the relation of the 
proposed playground sites to existing parks and playgrounds. 
In general the proposed open spaces are placed at intervals of 
about one-half mile. Experiences has shown that if recreation 
areas are separated by greater distances the residence districts 
between them cannot avail themselves of the facilities. As a 
rule young children and mothers or nurses with baby carriages 
will not walk distances much in excess of a quarter of a mile to 
find a park or playground. Children and their elders will remain 
at, home on piazzas and doorsteps or seek the streets for recreation 
rather than walk greater distances. By referring to the scale 
printed with the title of the Playground Plan, the distances 
which are involved in the new playground and park sites may 
be measured. 
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It will be seen that the playground sites suggested are regional 
and not specific. Within these regions the town should find 
ground or suitable contour for recreative use, and of sufficient 
size. The nearer the sites to the center of the town the greater 
the need of acquiring land at an early moment, first because 
play space is urgently needed, and second because land values 
are constantly advancing. The plan referred to also indicates 
the relation of parks and playgrounds to the schools. It is 
important to have these recreation spaces within easy walking 
distance of the older children who can visit the playgrounds at 
the longer recesses. The younger children must depend upon 
the local school playgrounds at recess times. 

An acreage of from four to six acres is desirable for the play- 
grounds. Upon such an area space can be found for the use of 
small boys and for girls. The ground should be subdivided to 
prevent interference between the smallest children and those 
of middle age. The larger boys and young men should not be 
encouraged to use these playgrounds for the major games of 
baseball and football. Manchester Field has been set apart 
for the use of these ball teams and for the pupils of the high 
school. Provision should also be made in the local playgrounds 
for the accommodation of young children attended by parents 
or nurses. Shelters to give protection from the sun and wind, 
and to house swings, seesaws and other apparatus should be 
provided. Trees should be planted freely to provide shade 
and also to subdivide the play spaces to prevent them from 
becoming monopolized as extensive ball fields by older boys 
and young men. In some cases field houses will be needed on 
the playgrounds with sanitaries, showers, lockers, rest rooms, 
and accommodations for a caretaker, but these installations 
should not be made until the need for them is well established, 
and when the facilities will be used throughout the year. 

In choosing playground areas, special attention should be 
given to the surrounding property. Wherever possible these 
open spaces should be bordered by marginal streets which will 
permit adjacent private property to be developed with a frontage 
toward the playground, thus preventing contact with rear prem- 
ises, obviating petty trespass and simplifying proper approach 
and adequate policing. Playgrounds at the rear of private 
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property frequently become a nuisance in a residence district 
and the playgrounds themselves are frequently subjected to 
undesirable contact with the domestic life of the bordering private 
property. In the regions indicated by the circles on the plan, 
land of good contour and satisfactory surroundings can be found 
in all probability which will meet the requirements for these 
public play spaces. 

In the western portions of the town, on high ground where 
playgrounds are not needed at the present time, the acquisition 
of parks is suggested as shown on the plan. In the regions 
indicated land of remarkably interesting topography exists and 
would lend itself to attractive park use. As a whole these tracts, 
owing to their ruggedness, would not lend themselves to the same 
degree to development for residence purposes. The acquisition 
of these tracts should be made, before they become mutilated by 
private building operations of the kinds which usually develop 
upon land of this type, and before the cost of acquisition becomes 
too great. 

The acquisition of large parks for the town at the present 
time is not to be urged strongly, as the Middlesex Fells Reservation 
and the extensive open spaces along the Mystic Lakes promise 
to provide sufficient recreation ground for a very long period. 


The General Town Plan 


The general plan which is shown in colors shows the town as 
it would appear if all the improvements described in the report 
and shown on the several diagramatic plans were carried out. 
A glance at this plan indicates that no radical changes are pro- 
posed which would alter the general character of the town. The 
proposed development completes and puts to full use all the 
facilities which are latent today but which need coordination and 
extension to bring out their full capacity. The extension of local 
streets is not shown as these are details with which this report 
and plan do not deal. Although the proposed playgrounds and 
parks are shown, with definite locations and boundaries, these 
should be regarded as conventions which the plan requires, since 
the studies have been carried only far enough to determine the 
general regions in which parks and playgrounds will be required. 
The plan shows public buildings, schools, Metropolitan Parks, 
but the zoning districts are not indicated.

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BELFORT OF THE WINCHESTER 
BOARD OF HEALTH 
for the year ending December 31, 1914 


The past year has in general been a very healthy one for the 
community. We have had a normal amount of contagious 
diseases, but at no time anything of an epidemic character. 
We did have a troublesome amount of Scarlet Fever during the 
early part of the year, but the total number of cases for the 
year was not all abnormal, and the actual number of cases relative 
to the population was very much lower than in most surrounding 
towns. Scarlet Fever was very prevalent throughout the eastern 
section of the United States, many nearby towns suffering what 
amounted to epidemic of this disease. 


Searlet Fever is a particularly difficult disease to control, both 
because in many cases it is not readily diagnosed in the early 
stages, and we now have no positive tests to apply to contacts as 
in the case of Diphtheria. There are many skin infections of a 
harmless character produced by a variety of causes strongly 
resembling mild cases of Scarlet Fever, and this adds to the 
difficulty of detecting and isolating the disease in its infancy. 


As the result of the factors above mentioned, your Board 
arranged to have Dr. Place, who is an authority on contagious 
diseases of this type meet the physicians of Winchester at the 
Board of Health Rooms and discuss with them the various phases 
of this question and methods for detection and treatment of the 
disease. All of the physicians of Winchester were present at this 
meeting and expressed their appreciation of this opportunity 
of discussion with this troublesome disease with Dr. Place. 


In line with the policy followed by the Board for some years 
past, close relations have been established with the various 
organizations interested in public health, and for the purpose of 
greater efficiency, arrangements have been made for the Win- 
chester Visiting Nurse Association to maintain their headquarters. 
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at the Health Center. This plan has worked to great advantage 
for the town. The Visiting Nurse Association has rendered for 
many years past, a service of inestimable value to the town and 
this close cooperation has still further increased their value to the 
community, and we trust has also enabled your health organiza- 
tion to function more efficiently. We were enabled to effect an 
economy to the town by sharing the service of the health nurse 
with the Visiting Nurse Association, they paying one-half of her 
salary and having one-half of her time available for their work. 
Aside from the financial advantages of the plan, it has greatly 
increased the efficiency of the health nurse, as she is brought in 
even closer contact with cases needing attention in the early 
stages and thus enabled to forestall many situations which might 
otherwise become serious before detected. 

The dental clinic has continued as in the past to justify its 
existence. Dr. Raymond has rendered very efficient and loyal 
service to the town and careful reading of his report which is 
attached hereto will illustrate the scope and value of the work 
which this clinic is rendering. The Board wishes to take this 
opportunity of expressing the thanks of the Town to the local 
dentists who have at all times cooperated unselfishly with the 
clinic and gave freely of their time each year for the work of 
inspections in the public schools. 

We purchased a year ago a Ford garbage truck somewhat 
in the nature of an experiment and the results of the past year 
have demonstrated very definitely its value. On account of 
its greater range, we are enabled to take care satisfactorily of 
the outlying districts, and to render daily service to certain 
institutions like the hospital, which would be impossible under 
former conditions. Your Board has attempted to keep down the 
expenses of this service just as far as consistent with the public 
welfare, but with the growth of the Town the amount of work is 
steadily increasing, and in order to maintain the number of 
collections weekly, which seem to be essential for cleanliness and 
sanitation, it will no doubt be necessary to add another man to 
our force and in the near future to increase our equipment. 

We would again point out to the town that while the collection 
of garbage is under the direction of your Board, it does not con- 
stitute an expenditure of funds for health purposes, and although 
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the expense appears in the budget of the Board of Health, we 
do not wish the townto confuse expenditures for the public health 
with necessary expenditures for collection of this character. 
We will, therefore, point out that while the total expenditures 
for the Board for the year 1924 amounted to $14,991.57 the cost 
of collecting garbage amounted to $8,189.16. The expenditure 
of the Town, therefore, including the services of one of the most 
efficient health officers in the State, Mr. Dinneen, the services 
of a health nurse, the inspection of milk, the operation of the 
dental clinic, and the necessary statistical and clerical services 
incident thereto cost the Town only $6,802.41 for the past year. 

Your attention should further be called to the fact, that with 
this modest expenditure of funds, these loyal and efficient em- 
ployees of the Town have again kept the infant mortality rate 
the lowest in the United States, our rate last year being 27 per 
thousand as compared to an average infant mortality for the 
United States of 1923. 

In accordance with our long established policy, sewers have 
been extended and new ones constructed in various streets. 
All property owners abutting on these extensions have connected 
their property with same in accordance with regulations. New 
sewer constructions is needed in other parts of the town next 
year. 

Below is shown an itemized statement of the expenditures of 
the Board for the year 1924, divided into its various activities. 
Your attention is called to the fact that the organization has so 
conducted its work that it has been enabled to carry out its plan 
for the year as authorized by the Town at less than the cost 
estimated and is turning back to the revenue account of the Town 
the sum of $733.43.

HEALTH OFFICER’S REPORT 


To the Board of Health, 
Gentlemen:— 


I herewith submit the following as a report of the health depart- 
ment for the year ending December 31, 1924. 

During the past year, there were 121 deaths and 9 stillbirths. 
Estimating the population of the town, at ten thousand five 
hundred, the death rate is 11 per thousand. 
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There were twelve deaths of infants under one year of age, 
and 357 births. From these statistics, we approximate the 
infant mortality rate at thirty-three per thousand. 


This is exceedingly low, and may possibly have been the lowest 
in the country. Last year, as in 1921, Winchester had the very 
great honor of having the lowest infant mortality rate in the 
United States, a fact that has been widely advertised and of 
which we are justly proud. 


An analysis of the twelve infant deaths during the year, shows 
that five of these babies were out of town cases. Nine of the 
twelve, lived less than nine days, and two of them less than two 
hours. 


The general health conditions were normal. Three hundred 
and fifty-six cases of communicable diseases were reported, which 
were fifteen less than last year. An unusually large number of 
chicken-pox cases occurred. 


The cases of whooping cough reported were exceptionally 
few in proportion to our population. The credit for this is due 
to the prompt reporting of the cases by the physicians to the 
Board of Health, together with the intelligent cooperation of the 
parents in observing the rules of the Board of Health. 


Surgeon General Cummings of the United States, Public Health 
Service, in his annual report makes the following comment on 
whooping cough: “During the four years 1917 to 1921 inclusive, 
more than 53 per cent of the deaths from whooping cough were 
in children under one year of age, and more than 93 per cent in 
children under five years of age.”’ 


These facts emphasize the great importance of keeping young 
children from contact with this disease, as the chances of surviving 
an attack increase with the age of the child. 

The health center has entered on its fourth successful year 
and is proving a valuable aid in improving the health of the 
community. Dr. Simon has been in attendance at the baby 
clinic with Dr. Burgoyne substituting during his absence. 

The tuberculosis clinic is open two afternoons each week. 
Contacts with known cases and those predisposed to the disease, 
avail themselves of the opportunity for advice. Dr. Sheehy is 
in attendance and has generously given his services. 
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DENTAL CLINIC 
The clinic has functioned this year fully as efficiently as in 
former years. A large number of children in the pra and 
grammar grades have attended. 
The dentists of the town who have given liberally of their item 
to examine the teeth and mouths of the school children, renee a 
decided improvement. 


SCARLET FEVER 


There were forty-four cases of scarlet fever reported during 
the year, but no deaths resulted. 

The cases were scattered throughout ten months. This is a 
considerable decrease from the number reported last year. 

A series of ten cases occurring at short intervals in one of our 
schools was exceedingly baffling as the source of the disease 
could not be ascertained. While everything of a preventive 
nature was done there were three more cases reported. 

In attempting to discover the source of these cases, the health 
officer found that very often the patient contracted the disease 
outside the town. This was true of two cases which occurred in 
December. 

Scarlet fever continues to be a difficult disease to control. 
This is due to the inability of science to identify the micro- 
organism which causes it. Slow progress is being made and 
perhaps in a few years it will be possible to immunize each child 
against this disease. 


DIPHTHERIA 


There were nineteen cases of diphtheria during the year. 
Fifteen of these occurred during the months of February, April 
and November. The remaining four cases were of a sporadic 
origin. 

When a case of diphtheria occurs in the school, the noses and 
throats of the children in the immediate classrooms are cultured. 
In one instance cultures were taken of the entire school. Exam- 
ination of these cultures by the state laboratory, proved that 
there were two carriers in the school. These were carefully quar- 
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antined and in one case, an operation on the throat was performed. 

There were a series of six cases during the month of November, 
all of which were of a light character with one possible exception. 
These were in the Noonan School district. The first case reported 
was of a nasal character. This was the forerunner of others, 
as much time elapsed before it was correctly diagnosed and 
quarantined. Cultures were taken of the school, and three 
carriers were discovered. 


GARBAGE 


During the last year it was possible for this department to 
render more efficient service than ever before. The collections 
were more numerous and were extended to the outlying districts. 

This condition was caused by people in these sections selling 
their poultry. These farmers are now calling for garbage collec- 
tion service which heretofore was unnecessary. 

In addition to this there has been over 100 new houses built 
within the past two years. 

All this has made it necessary that the extra man who has 
usually been employed only four months in the year be added to 
the permanent force. 


ASHES 


Ash collections were made in the usual manner. Very few 
complaints were received by this department. 

A few unsightly pits and swamps were allowed to be filled in 
with ashes. This eliminated many opportunities for mosquito 
breeding. 


FLIES 


The method of former years in exterminating flies prevailed. 
Stables were constantly inspected and proper sanitation was 
required. 

This was accomplished in part by compelling the immediate 
removal of manure and proper disposal thereof, thus preventing 
the lave from breeding. 

Another source of fly breeding is unsanitary garbage recepticles. 
Inspections of these cans control this condition. 
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MILK 


The policy of former years has been followed in this department, 
with the result that the same excellent standard of quality has 
been maintained with an unusually low bacteria content. . 

The low infant mortality rate was made possible by this milk, 

Of late years there has been on the market various kinds of 
special milk advertised as a better product than market milk 
and over which the Inspector had no special control. 

The Legislature, recognizing this condition have, in their 
wisdom inacted into law, an act giving authority to the State 
Department of Health to make regulations controlling Grade A 
Milk. 

These regulations are now in effect, and will be enforced by 
the State Department of Health and the local Miulk Inspectors. 

To produce Grade A Milk in the future it will be necessary to 
properly pasteurize it in accordance with a defined formula 
after which it must be immediately cooled to a temperature of 
50% or lower and kept at that temperature until delivered to the 
consumer. It shall contain not more than 25,000 bacteria per 
cubic centimeter and not less than 4% fat. 

A regulation is also provided governing the sanitation of barns 
and the cleanliness of milking utensils, etc. 


These regulations are a distinct step in advancement since 
Grade A Milk is classified and given a definite legal standard. 
This milk will make for better conditions in the future. 


Every month samples are taken and analyzed, after which a 
report is published in the Winchester Star. This serves to make 
the dealer do his best in producing milk of good quality and low 
bacterial standard. | 


Notwithstanding this publicity, occasionally a watered sample 
of milk is found. During the summer months, such a sample 
was taken from one of the local dealers. Investigation proved that 
the proprietor of the dairy in Reading who was furnishing the 
dealer with milk was the guilty party. This case was turned 
over to the State authorities and in the course of time the man 
was found guilty and fined.

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REPORT OF THE TREE WARDEN 


The Bureau of Entomology of the United States Department 
of Agriculture has been successful in introducing four natural 
enemies of the Gypsy and Brown Tail Moths which are holding 
them in check, in this section of the country, to so great an extent 
that there are comparatively few egg clusters of the Gypsy to be 
found, and almost no webs of the Brown Tails. Two of the 
parasite flies attack and destroy not only the Gypsy and Brown 
Tails but they often feed upon Tussocks, cabbage worms and 
other caterpillars, and will undoubtedly prove quite a factor 
in controlling them. We creosoted the egg clusters wherever 
they could be found, as we have done for many years, and sprayed 
public trees as well as many private ones. It is not safe to give 
up this work. The Tree Department has been called upon to do 
much work on private estates in the way of spraying, pruning 
trees and shrubs and removing many trees. 

This work can very well be attended to as the men are employed 
steadily and there is much time at certain seasons of the year 
when work on public property is not absolutely necessary. 

The total amount of private work this year amounted to 
$783.57. We worked three weeks in the cemetery and Palmer 
Woods, trimming trees, cutting out brush and clearing up dead 
wood. 

We set out two hundred and fifty young maple trees, well 
distributed throughout the town. This is the largest number of 
street trees ever planted in one year and brings the total number 
now standing to about three thousand. 

Nine large public trees were removed besides a number of small 
ones which were dead or badly injured. It will be well to plant 
one hundred and fifty trees in the spring of 1925.

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REPORT OF PARK COMMISSIONERS 


Most of the Park Department work the past season has been 
one of maintenance. Two new tennis courts have been con- 
structed on Leonard Field and will be ready for use this coming 
season. <A substantial fence has been erected at this field on the 
boundary line between the field and the southern abuttor. This 
was much needed as the field is narrow at this part and all the 
major sports are played on this area. We believe there should be 
more of this field graded and made ready for play as at present 
there is only a small portion of the whole field in use because of 
its physical condition. 

The tennis courts on the Palmer Street Playground have been 
put in first class condition and were continuously used from early 
Spring till late Fall. 

In December we were able, with the assistance of a committee 
of public spirited citizens, to lay a water pipe in Palmer Street 
from the water main in Willow Street to the courts. With the 
water thus obtained we have been able to construct and maintain 
a skating rink on the courts which has proved very popular to 
both young and old. It is our intention to keep this rink in good 
condition during the months of cold weather. 

The bathing beach at this field last season again proved its 
popularity as the attendance on warm days averaged over one 
hundred. There is a great need of a shelter or building on this 
field and we recommend that the Town turn over to the Park 
Board the portable building now on the old Wyman School lot 
to be used in connection with all the varied activities of the field. 

On the center of the field there is a large mound of earth that 
cuts off the view from one part of the field to the other and also 
prevents the use of a large area. We are asking this year for a 
sum of money to remove this mound and thereby greatly improve 
conditions both from the angle of usefulness and safety. 

One new bridge was constructed on the road along the shore of 
Judkins Pond; the labor of which was entirely done by the 
employes of this department. It will be necessary during the 
coming year to rebuild the other bridge as it has become dangerous 
and beyond repair. 
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Much time and thought were put into the numerous garden 
plots around the town and they aroused much favorable comment 
from many citizens during the summer months. 

No action was taken toward erecting a Community Christmas 
Tree because of the Town’s refusal to supply funds. We have 
been approached by ladies of the Fortnightly Club and asked to 
provide a growing tree on the Common for this purpose and they 
have agreed to take care of the decorations and take charge of 
the event. We are asking therefore for necessary funds to plant 
a tree of sufficient size to be usable in the near future. 

Our manual force must be increased as the new tennis courts 
in addition to several new grass plots to care for, will require 
more labor. 

This Board believes the Town should acquire the land adjoining 
the Palmer Street Playground, now belonging to the Thompson 
Heirs. It would increase the area of the playground and provide 
for a future development which will be soon needed as this is the 
only playground in this section of the town. It would also prevent 
the erection of any buildings at this place which would be detri- 
mental to the Town’s best interest.

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REPORT OF THE 
TRUSTEES: OF “THE WINCHES tia 
PUBLIC LIBRARY 


The Trustees feel that it is time to bring to the attention of the 
Town the need of a new library building. For many years the 
library has been inadequately housed, but the Trustees have 
realized that the Town has had pressing need for large expendi- 
tures and has hesitated to bring before the Town the question of 
a new library building. 

With new quarters for Fire and Police Departments, with an 
extensive school building program well towards completion, with 
an enlarged hospital, given by private donations, the building 
needs which are imperatively demanded are in way of being 
taken care of. 

The Librarian in her report has given a brief outline of the 
development of the Library and attention is called to this. 

In our report last year we called attention to the falling off in 
circulation of books. We attributed this to the feeling which 
prevails in the town that the supply of books is meagre and 
inadequate. This has not been due to any unwillingness on the 
part of the Town to appropriate money, but solely to the limita- 
tions which have been imposed upon the Library by lack of space. 
We believe that the management of the Library is thoroughly 
up to date, but as results cannot be achieved unless there is 
adequate space for the new books, which we ought to have, the 
Library cannot properly serve the public. Book case after book 
case has been put into the main room, with the result that the 
books are becoming difficult of access. Furthermore, every year 
hundreds of volumes have to be stored in the basement, which 
has only artificial light and no heat. 

The Reading Room is merely a corridor to the Libra 
delivery desk and every reader is necessarily disturbed by the 
constant passing of people through the room. The essential 
feature of a reading room should be quiet, and the most striking 
characteristic of our reading room is noise. 
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A reading room should also be a room for the display of art, 
unless a separate room is provided for that purpose. We have 
some excellent paintings by men who have been identified with 
Winchester, and we ought to have space to acquire other pictures 
by men who live or who have lived in our town. We have but 
one painting by Edmund H. Garrett, and none by Hermann 
Dudley Murphy, who is one of the country’s well known painters. 
We cannot go about collecting paintings until we have a place 
to display them. 

The office for the work of the Librarian and her assistants, in 
connection with the administration of the Library and in cata- 
loguing, is so cramped that two persons can hardly turn around 
in it. 

We recommend that a Committee of five be appointed at the 
next Town Meeting to consider the necessity for a library build- 
ing, its location and its approximate cost, to report at the following 
annual Town Meeting. 

We wish to express our appreciation for the numerous books 
and for the flowers which have been donated by various citizens, 
as appears in the Librarian’s report. 

During the last year we have somewhat increased the salaries 
of Librarian and assistants in order to put them more nearly on 
a basis with the salaries of librarians of libraries similar to ours. 
This will necessitate a somewhat larger appropriation for the 
year 1925, and we recommend that the sum of $7200.00 be ap- 
propriated. 

The term of Edgar J. Rich as trustee expires in March 1925.

LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 


To the Trustees of the Winchester Public Library; 
Gentlemen: 

September 8, 1888 the Public Library opened its new quarters 
in the Library wing of the Town Hall. 

December 1, on the resignation of the Librarian, Miss K. F. 
Pond, your present Librarian, then assistant, was elected Li- 
brarian. | 

The history of the Library and her administration are practi- 
cally identical from that time. Many changes have taken place 
during these thirty-six years. 


Reading Room: The door as now, opened from the office 
corridor of the Town Hall, directly into the main reading room, 
a much larger space than the old room. Separate tables and 
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chairs, a built-in window seat, a mantle with clock over the fire- 
place, and a reference book-case containing an old edition of the 
Britannica, Appleton’s American Encyclopedia, a Gazetteer 
a dictionary, and a few other books represented luxuries in those 
days. 

Now two built-in book cases have been added, and a cabinet 
for art books, all over flowing, and many books have to be stored 
in the stack. 

We could use many others had we space or money to secure 
them. An architect’s vertical file is used to hold our collection 
of photographs and pictures. Most of these have been donated 
by our citizens, and we hope in time to have them complete 
enough to be used by the public. 

The original works of art consisted of a marble clock, a small 
bust of Shakespeare, a larger one of Scott, and a few vases. 

1890: An oil portrait of the Hon. D. N. Skillings (who gave 
us our first fund) was painted by Esther Baldwin at the request 
of the Trustees. 

1891: A marble bust of the late Colonel William P. Win- 
chester, (for whom the town was named), was presented to the 
town by his children. 1900: An oil portrait of Mr. Winchester 
and a punch bowl belonging to him were presented by his son, 
Thomas B. Winchester. By vote of the Selectmen, all these 
were placed in the reading room. 

1894: Three stained glass windows, made by Tiffany of New 
York, were presented as a memorial to the late Joseph H. Tyler, 
a former trustee, by Abby L., Charles H., and Gertrude E. Tyler. 

1895: An oil painting “Shearing Sheep in Normandy” by 
J. Foxcroft Cole, and in 1gor ‘‘Dover Cliffs” painted by Edmund 
H. Garrett, were purchased with the Skillings fund. 

1908: An oil portrait of the Hon. A. B. Coffin (the income 
of whose legacy of $2000. has just become available this year), 
was presented by Mrs. Coffin. 

1921: Mrs. Georgiana Skillings Bangs presented a _ large 
oil painting of “The Shores of Mystic Pond” by J. Foxcroft 
Cole, in memory of her father, the Hon. D. N. Skillings. 

The construction of the room, a combined reception, reference 
and reading room, seems to have been unfortunate from the 
beginning. I note in the trustee’s reports these comments. 
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In 1891: ‘The Library reading room has been much frequented 
during the year. It is a place of popular resort, perhaps too popu- 
lar to fulfil its true mission of usefulness’’. 


In 1893: “It is painfully evident to all persons who are in 
the habit of using the reading room, that we have a reading room 
in name only. Quiet, the prime essential of a room to be used 
for such a purpose as reading or study, is entirely lacking”’. 


In 1898: A staircase was constructed from the stack room 
to connect with the historical room, and that was used for an 
adult reading room. This relieved the situation in a measure 
for a short time. 


Charging-Desk: When the desk was built between the reading 
room and the stack, a high grill fence with a locked door, barred 
the entrance to everyone except the Librarian and the Trustees. 
Gradually the fence came down, and the gate disappeared and 
open shelves welcome the public. 


Book Stack: The stack was originally of the alcove style 
with long wide aisle down the centre. This was soon outgrown 
and book cases were placed in the centre, and two in the alcoves 
where one was before, and even small cases built on ends of the 
others. 

A large number of books are constantly left on a table near 
the desk and called our ‘Popular Come and Goes’. On another 
table near, frequently are exhibitions on various subjects. Some 
of the exhibitions this year were “Books and pictures of Ex- 
President Woodrow Wilson”, ‘Books given by The Fortnightly 
in memory of members who had passed away during the Club 
year’. “President Eliot’s ninetieth birthday was observed 
with books from his five-foot book-shelf”. ‘The works of Sir 
Richard Burton, the great English traveller”. ‘Books, clippings 
and pictures illustrated the death of Joseph Conrad’’. 


Circulation: In the early years only one book at a time was 
allowed each person, then one of fiction and another of non- 
fiction were granted. Now adults are not limited except for 
new seven-day fiction or very popular books. During vacation, 
June-September, the time is unlimited for retaining them. 
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Catalogues: In 1892, a printed catalogue complied by Mrs. 
Helen J. Hurd, was completed, also a card catalogue. The 
printed catalogue was all too soon out of date, and with the 
increased cost of printing, was abandoned and only the card 
catalogue retained. 

In 1912-13, the books were reclassified according to the Dewey 
system, by the Library staff, and the charging system changed 
to the Newark system. 


Librarians: In the early years a librarian and one assistant 
with an occasional substitute were sufficient. Now a librarian, 
a cataloguer, a children’s librarian,a desk attendant, and two 
or three substitutes are a necessity. In fact, another well trained 
assistant would be a great help, and make it possible to accom- 
plish a few of the many things which continually have to be 
neglected. 


Children: ‘The first alcove in the stack was reserved for the 
Juvenile books. This was always crowded and _ insufficient 
until 1907, when the Historical Room, then used for an adult 
reading room, was converted into a children’s room by a few 
slight changes. 

The Room was a success from the start, the only disadvantage 
being the noise caused by so many small children running up 
and down stairs. 


Children’s Book-Week: ‘This year as in the last two years, 
the Library has conducted a State Reading Contest according 
to the plan of the Massachusetts Board of Free Public Library 
Commissioners, offering a certificate to any child who has read 
and reported on five books on the graded lists. In addition to 
this, the schools were invited to cooperate and submit from each 
gerade, three essays written about some book on these lists. In 
response to a circular letter sent out by the librarian, interested 
citizens contributed books or money to purchase books ‘to be 
used as prizes for the essays. A public meeting was arranged 
in the Town Hall November 25, with a program as follows: 
Selections, The Wadleigh School Orchestra. Remarks, 
Miss E. Kathleen Jones, General Secretary Division of Public 
Libraries; Mr. Crowell, principal of the Wadleigh School; 
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Hon. Lewis Parkhurst. €tcry, Pr. Chidley. Mr. E. J. Rich, chair- 
man of the Trustees pro-tem, presided and awarded the forty- 
two prize books. Mr. F. E. Smith, secretary of the Trustees, 
presented the 288 certificates and the twenty honor certificates. 

A printed list of books, ‘‘Gifts for Children’s Book-shelves”’, 
compiled by the Children’s section of the American Library 
Association, were distributed during the Book week. 

A Summary of the record could well be More space: More 
Money: A solution would be a building arranged so that the 
children could enter by a separate door to a room well removed 
from the main reading-room, one or more quiet study rooms, 
a stack with low shelves easily reached without steps, a librarian’s 
room separate from the general work room, where it would be 
possible to be undisturbed when thoughtful work was in pro- 
oTeSs.

CEMETERY COMMISSIONERS 


The Cemetery Commissioners present the following report: 

The past year has been a busy one in our department, as we 
have done considerable construction work in making up new 
lots. We have laid out and graded four on Hillside Avenue, 
eight on Chrysanthemum Path, four on Pine Avenue and two 
on Chapel Path. 


New water pipe has been laid, fifty feet on Chapel Avenue, 
fifty feet on Pine Avenue and thirty-four feet on Yarrow Path. 


We have improved our streets by spreading seventy-five loads 
of broken stone on Mountain Avenue, thirty-five on Margin 
Avenue and fifty loads of gravel on Hillside Avenue. To keep 
these streets in good condition, we have spread four thousand 
gallons of Tarvia B, and, to prevent washouts on the side hill 
paths, we have used five barrels of cold patch. 


Our force has put in eleven large and seven small foundations 
and painted and repaired all our seats and benches. 


Thirty-five of our old Perpetual Care Lots have been regraded 
and seeded down. 


The Tree Warderi’s force has spent several weeks in removing 
dead trees and cutting dead branches. 

In accordance with our policy outlined in our last year’s report, 
we have started a small nursery of evergreens. We have set 
out 100 White Pine, 100 Red Pine, 100 Scotch Pine and 200 
Hemlock and Spruce Trees, all of which are growing well. We 
intend to add to this small lot from year to year. Fifty Maples 
have been planted near the roadways. 

The stable at the entrance has been shingled and repaired. 

We urge the towns people to take a greater interest in our 
beautiful Cemetery. Very few places are so favored by Nature 
as this and more citizens should be acquainted with it. 

The securities in the custody of the Town Treasurer have 
been examined and found correct.

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REPORT OF WAR MEMORIAL 
COMMITTEE 


Winchester, Mass., December 31, 1924. 


Following out the instructions given at the annual town meet- 
ing of 1923, to bring before the town a memorial of the monu- 
mental type, after thoroughly looking into the matter, Mr. Herbert 
Adams, the well known sculptor of New York City, was engaged 
to prepare and design a model, and this he did, and same was: 
presented at our last town meeting; and the committee recom- 
mended that Mr. Adams should go ahead and figure to design 
and build the monument at a cost of $50,000.00, and also that 
same would be erected on a lot of land owned by the town which 
is adjacent to the High School. 

By practically a unanimous vote, the report of the committee: 
was accepted, and they were authorized to engage Mr. Adams 
to erect a monument on the lot of land as designated, the cost 
not to exceed $50,000.00, and the money to be raised by sub- 
scription. 

Following out these instructions, the sculptor 1s now at work 
and figures to have the monument completed and erected some 
time during the year of 1926. 

Part of the money has been raised—enough to make payments 
which have been and will be due during this coming year; and 
the committee fully expects that when other payments are due 
and the monument is completed that the balance of the money 
will have been raised.

To the Citizens of Winchester: 


The School Committee feel that it can rightly report ‘‘progress”’ 
for the year just past. We believe that the Town expects us to 
furnish a first-class education for all the grades, yet to do so on 
an economical and business like basis that will not affect adversely 
a satisfactory educational result. The cooperation of our fellow 
townspeople in allowing us to proceed with our plans without 
undue criticism is deeply appreciated, and we hope to continue 
‘to merit this confidence. 

From the very nature of the work, any School Committee is 
obliged to rely upon the Superintendent of Schools for advice 
and guidance. If the Superintendent is faulty in his policies 
or unbusinesslike in his administration, then any School Committee 
is likely to make a failure in its work. On the other hand, if 
the Superintendent is sound in his educational views and business- 
like in respect to his budget, then the work of the School Com- 
mittee is greatly lightened and its policies can hardly fail of 
success. 

Your School Committee feel that in Mr. James J. Quinn tie 
Town of Winchester has as Superintendent of Schools a man 
who is sound in his educational policies and thoroughly business- 
like on the important business side of his work. We have every 
confidence that in our report of a year from now we can report 
many further improvements in our School System and in our 
budget. 

During 1924 we have abandoned the old Rumford, Chapin 
and Prince Schools and now are occupying, in addition to the 
new Wyman, the Noonan and Lincoln Schools since September 
last and the New Mystic School since Jan. 1, 1925. 

It is too early for us to say definitely just how economically 
our new buildings can be maintained and operated. They will 
surely cost more to heat, while, because of the ventilating systems 
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throughout the buildings, we find that our bills for electricity 
are considerably more. This last feature we are carefully in- 
vestigating and hope to partially remedy. The new buildings, 
however, can undoubtedly be operated with far greater admin- 
istrative efficiency than was possible with the old buildings. 

With the coming of the new buildings, we have adopted the 
policy of one janitor to each building, instead of one man looking 
after two buildings in some instances. This ought to result 
in economy in firing the boilers, and in maintaining an even fire 
instead of fires that were constantly under forced draft as the 
janitors previously hurried back and forth between the buildings. 

On the whole, our janitor service has not been satisfactory 
for some time past. Our average wage for janitors has been 
without doubt too low for efficiency. We propose to slightly 
increase this average wage as opportunity occurs to get better 
janitors. ‘These are the men who shovel away our money in 
coal; a poor janitor is apt to be an expensive man with his heater 
and a poor man with the broom, 

Following out the original instructions from the Town, the 
School Building Committee have built the various new buildings 
on lots of land that include with each a generous playground 
space, the original plan being to have supervised play in each 
locality. The Noonan and Lincoln buildings are also equipped 
with shower baths for use in connection with the playgrounds. 

The playground spaces surrounding each building are at 
present very much in their primitive state. Two are level and 
reasonably satisfactory; two, the Lincoln and the Mystic, are 
in such a condition at present as to be of doubtful value as play- 
grounds. 

It is our intention to ask the town for enough money to grade 
and to put into reasonable condition the grounds surrounding 
the Lincoln and Mystic schools, so that the play space may be 
usable for recesses and physical education periods. 

Eventually the Town may care to establish supervised play- 
grounds with each building, but this would mean expensive 
equipment and salaries for several instructors. We doubt that 
in Winchester, which is not in any sense an industrial town 
with crowded living conditions,there is at present any real need 
for supervised school playgrounds.

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If the time does come when the Town decides it wishes super- 
vised playgrounds in connection with the school buildings, it 
might be that such playgrounds could best be operated under 
the direction of the Park Department which functions in the 
summer months while the School Department is equipped es- 
sentially for winter work. 


All the new buildings have been a great source of satisfaction 
and delight to our teachers, to the pupils, and we feel sure also 
to the parents. They cannot help but be an educational stimu- 
lant to all who have occasion to use them. 


We will discuss briefly the various buildings under our care, 


Administration Building: During this past summer the stable 
on the Wyman lot was remodeled into an Administration Build- 
ing at a cost of about $7,500. The result is most satisfactory 
and we now have a building that could probably not be replaced 
for $25,000. It contains the general school offices, with private 
offices for the Superintendent and supervising teachers, plenty 
of storage space and a large loft for repairs work. 


High School: About $7,500 has been spent this year in al- 
most completely renovating the interior, relaying two floors, 
replacing antiquated electric light fixtures and in general making 
things clean and presentable. The results are excellent. It 
will take only a small additional sum of money to complete the 
work of interior renovating. The work of Mr. Grindle, the new 
principal, has been most satisfactory to us. Discipline has 
greatly improved and the educational results are much better. 


Wadleigh School: This building is in need of moderate re- 
pairs. Some painting should be done inside and in particular 
the outside brick work should be pointed up and some of the 
window casings repaired. The best utilization of this building 
will eventually be somewhat of a problem. It is an excellent 
building as far as classrooms go, but it has no auditorium nor 
proper workrooms for manual courses, nor has it any playground. 

Not many years from now the town must consider the necessity 
of building a larger and more inclusive intermediate School to 
replace the Wadleigh. 
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Wyman School: This building has now been in use for one 
year and almost from the beginning has been in an overcrowded 
condition. As many as 46 pupils were crowded into one of the 
rooms equipped with 35 desks. To relieve this condition we 
have transferred 22 pupils from the Hill district to the new 
Mystic School. These are the pupils. that are transported by 
the department and it did not seem to work any hardship to 
have the school barge take them to the new Mystic. Never-. 
theless, these pupils rightfully belong in the Wyman district 
and should be returned there eventually. 

Despite this transfer, the Wyman School is still pracienee 
at capacity in the grade rooms and very much overcrowded in 
the kindergarten. If we have to receive many more pupils into 
this building, we shall be obliged to shorten up the Wyman dis- 
trict boundary lines and transfer the pupils living farthest from 
the building to other schools. 

The playground of this school is level, although somewhat 
rough, and we do not favor expending any money here at present. 
Granolithie walks should be put in as soon as possible. The 
crushed stone or gravel walks at this and all the other new build- 
ings are most unsatisfactory. They are muddy and dirty and 
almost impossible to shovel or plow in the winter, and a great 
deal of dirt is tracked into all of the buildings. 


Wm. 7. Noonan School: This building, opened in Sept., 
1924, while not overcrowded, is full nearly to capacity.. With 
the likelihood of considerable building in this section on the 
large tract of vacant land just west of the school building, where 
six new dwellings are already under construction, it would seem 
that almost overnight we may become very much overcrowded 
at this school. When this occurs there will have to be a transfer 
of pupils probably to the Lincoln School. 

The playground at this school is reasonably level and we do 
not recommend the expenditure of any money there at. present. 
The walks are better at this building than at any of the others, 
and we shall not ask for granolithic walks until next year. 


Lincoln School: This is the largest of all our primary build- 
ings. It also houses our Americanization Classes for adults 
and our Opportunity Classes for children who are more adapted 
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to doing work with their hands. This building is reasonably full 
but can accomodate a few more pupils throughout. We do not 
look for as rapid an increase in the number of pupils at this school 
as in the other districts. 


The playground at this school is a serious problem. At present 
it is all sand and almost unusable. It will cost quite a little to 
properly prepare this playground, but we believe it is imperative 
that it be done this year in order to carry the drainage water away 
from the building on the West and North side, and to give at 
least a partial playground space. Granolithic walks are impera- 
tive and enough of a drive way at the rear must be built to enable 
us to convey our coal. 


Mystic School: This building, just completed, takes the 
place of two old buildings. We believe it will be an economical 
unit to administer. This building has one entirely vacant room 
and nearly all the class rooms will have slightly less than the 
maximum number of pupils, when the building opens. 


A portion of the playground is reasonably level, but there 
is a large cellar hole that should be filled up as quickly as possible. 
We favor the expenditure of a sum sufficient to at least smooth 
over a part of the surface, fill the cellar hole and make the play- 
ground usable and safe. Granolithic walks are imperative. 


Washington and Highland Schools: These are our two re- 
maining old, wooden buildings. Unquestionably these two 
districts should be united and a new school building built 
in the Highland district. We believe such a consolidation can 
economically be made and administered. 


We believe it essential that the proposed new building in the 
Highland district should have at least one vacant class room 
at the time of its completion. This would mean a_ building 
containing seven grade class rooms, a kindergarten and an 
auditorium. We believe it would be a very grave mistake to 
erect a smaller building than this. 


The late Hon. Samuel Walker McCall lived for many years 
in this district. We should like to see a new school in this section 
named for him. 
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Auditoriums: All of our new primary buildings have very 
fine auditoriums. We hope the different neighborhood communi- 
ties will desire to use them for social, civic and educational affairs. 
The School Committee, on advice of the Town Counsel, have 
drawn up a set of regulations governing the renting of these 
auditoriums at a nominal charge for community functions which 
as a general thing do not necessitate the moving of the seats or 
the serving of refreshments. The halls will not be granted for 
functions where admission is to be charged for private gain. 

In our close association with the members of the School Build- 
ing Committee we have become very appreciative of the great 
amount of excellent work they have done for the town in the 
erection of the new buildings. It must be a source of great per- 
sonal satisfaction to them to not only have completed their task 
but to have erected these buildings to the satisfaction of their 
fellow citizens. 

While we have commented in this report upon the fact that 
two of the new buildings are more or less crowded, it should 
be borne in mind by all that the School Building Committee 
carried out the instruction of the Town as to the amount of money 
that should be spent for each building; they could not do other- 
wise in our opinion. , . 

A great many of our teachers come from homes outside of 
Winchester, some from distant points. Most of them board 
or room in private homes here in Winchester. It is of consider- 
able concern to us that our teachers be satisfied with their home 
surroundings and contented with the social side of their life. 
No teachers will stay with us at any price who are lonely or 
discontented. We are hopeful that our townspeople will not 
overlook an opportunity to entertain our teachers in their homes 
or in other ways to make things pleasant for them as opportunities 
offer.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


January 12, 1925 
The School Committee, Winchester, Mass. 
Ladies and Gentlemen: 

In accordance with the annual custom, I am submitting my 
report for the school year 1923-24. It will be recalled that in 
my brief report of last year, I promised to record those things 
that were commendable, in order that we might capitalize these 
for greater progress. I desire to do so now. 


Commendable Features 


1. An attractive town in which to live and work. 

2. A high percentage of intelligent people, successful in their several life 
activities. 

3. A civic consciousness manifested in an active interest in town depart- 
ments. — 

4, 


A demand for high standards with its challenge to anyone in public 
service who must make his case for adequate appropriations to meet 
those standards. 

5. A high percentage of fine boys and girls with whom the department 

works. 

6. A school plant rapidly developing into one of the best anywhere. 

7. School appropriations, as totals, that may be termed generous compared 

with other cities and towns. 

8. A high percentage of capable and loyal teachers. 

9. The testing of under-age children for admission to the first grade, thereby 
saving a year for those successful in the examination. 

10. Special opportunity classes for those needing more special help. 

11. A growing health program. 

12. An active Junior Red Cross with its practical lessons in service. 

13. An unusually excellent record in outside reading. 

14. Pupil participation in organizing and operating many school projects, 
thus developing initiative, resourcefulness, confidence and many other 
good qualities. 

15. Generous salary allowance to teachers absent because of illness. 

16. A generous provision to aid teachers in professional study. 

17. An admirable spirit of cooperation on the part of many individuals and 

organizations such as the Mothers’ Association, Parent-Teacher Asso- 

ciations, etc. 


Doubtless there are many other commendable things that 
should be recorded. I ask the Committee to read the reports 
of my colleagues in which they will find other admirable things. 
These, together with those I have listed, make a capitalization 
of which we should be proud. Those of us in intimate contact 
with the schools know that education is as broad as life itself, 
that it must grow and develop as life does. We intend to grow 
and develop but with the above accomplishments and supports 
as our basis and strength. 
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Organization and Administration 


Your superintendent has been primarily concerned with the 
better organization and administration of the department. 
From the beginning he has believed the department to be over- 
organized with excessive over-head. As the Committee know, 
much has been done to make the organization more effective 
and yet less costly. In a department the size of ours, an organi- 
zation consisting of a superintendent of schools as the executive 
head of the schools to whom the heads of the various divisions 
of the department are responsible, and the superintendent him- 
self in turn responsible to the school committee is now believed 
to be the only effective organization. 

In many communities the lack of definite understanding as 
to the functions of a school committee and those of the school 
superintendent has resulted in inefficiency and ill-feeling. The 
best thought and practice make the school committee final 
authorities in all matters, a function in Massachusetts given 
them by law. ‘This is as it should be in a representative, demo- 
cratic government. Their chief function is, however, legislative 
and not executive. Because of the very technical nature of 
education, the school committee must be guided largely by the 
policies recommended by their superintendent who in turn is 
advised by several people, each a specialist in his respective 
field. The department is now operating on this basis. Because 
of this clear understanding of the relative duties of a lay board 
and a professionally trained executive, the year has been a very 
pleasant one and I hope an effective one. 


The Budget and Finance 


One of the essentials in a school department is a carefully 
prepared budget. The committee have wisely adopted an excel- 
lent budget sheet with the main divisions as follows: 


General Expenses or General Control 
Expenses of Instruction 

Expenses of Operation 

Expenses of Maintenance 

Fixed Charges 

Capital Outlay

Under each of these main headings are placed several minor 
divisions, thus making the budget quite detailed and definite. 
With this budget outline, the department now has an effective 
instrument in its accounting and financial work. 

The superintendent is interested in the purchasing side of the 
department’s activites. Since many purchases are made once a 
year, a careful study of market conditions and prices at that 
time, makes it possible for a superintendent to attend to this at 
one time and then proceed with other work in the department. 
Many dollars can be saved the schools by able purchasing. This 
side of our work will continue to have your superintendent’s 
best thought. 


Maintenance and Operation of Plant 


The schools have not been kept in good condition nor in a 
clean condition, speaking generally. It is only fair to write 
also that our janitors have been poorly paid. The town has 
probably received about what it has paid for. It is imperative 
that better janitor service be secured and that better remuner- 
ation also be forthcoming. The committee have wisely author- 
ized changes that will make for better service and for a more 
adequate wage. 

The more modern heating and ventilating systems in the new 
buildings are adding to our operations costs. The costs seem 
excessive and study is being made to see if a reduction can be 
obtained. Good service costs money, and it is probable that 
even with some reduction in the cost of operation of the motors, 
our operation expenses will be in excess of those in the old buildings. 


The committee have wisely authorized the employment of 
a general repair man directly responsible to the superintendent. 
The economy of such an arrangement is well known to me, 
since it was part of my organization when I served another com- 
munity. 

I desire, however, to record at this time the faithfulness and 
helpfulness of Mr. Nathaniel Nichols, who was employed by the 
department for so many years. 


Our immediate attention to major repairs should be focused 
upon completion of the work at the High School and the general 
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renovating of the interior of the Wadleigh School with the neces- 
sary pointing and. painting of the exterior. A comparatively 
small sum will make the High School attractive throughout. 
With other demands both in our own departments and in other 
town departments, it is probably advisable to extend this work 
over a two year period. With this work done and our new build- 
ings adequately maintained each year, our maintenance expense 
for extraordinary repairs should be very much reduced during 
the next decade. We have, of course, the old Washington and 
Highland schools upon which we shall soon have to expend a 
fairly large sum for general repairs unless a new building is to 
replace them. 

The efficient maintenance and operation of our school plant 
will have your superintendent’s interest. 


Instruction 


Practically all the things mentioned heretofore in the report 
have been concerned with the material or business side of the 
department’s work. School departments must be well housed 
and equipped, they must be operated and maintained efficiently, 
and they must be subjected to a genuine businesslike budget. 
Important and necessary as these are, they are but means to ends. 
We might have all of these and yet not have education. So 
your superintendent is desirous of so perfecting our organization 
and machinery that he may soon give more of his time to a more 
intimate study and supervision of what is actually goimg on in 
the class room. 

The chief educational problem as I see it, is to come to a more 
definite understanding as to what is taught, how it is taught 
and the extent of its effect upon the individual pupils. With 
this end in view, the teachers, principals and supervisors have 
agreed upon the great major objectives in education. 


Our Major Objectives 
Character 
Health 
Command of the Fundamental Processes 
Citizenship 
Prevocational Training 
Vocation 
Trained Minds 
Worthy Home Membership 
Worthy Use of Leisure 
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With such objectives before us, our outlook is as broad as 
life itself and the several school subjects with their divisions of 
content must be subjected to the questions :—“‘Is this thing worth 
while? Does it help us to reach one of our objectives?” 


The department will now proceed to prepare a curriculum in 
the light of these objectives. With this, should go an outline 
or a syllabus with model teaching lessons and suggestions of 
method to teachers. All of this should be done democratically 
with all teachers, principals and supervisors contributing to it 
their best thought and study. I consider this the department’s 
chief educational problem for the next few years, Professional 
meetings will be primarily concerned with it. Though cur- 
riculum revision must always go on in progressive school systems, 
just now we especially need a definite curriculum to unify our 
work and to get the results that come from a definite under- 
standing of what we are aiming to accomplish. 


In my next report I hope to present a somewhat detailed 
account of our educational program. 


It is indeed fitting at this time to note the fact of the retirement 
of Mr. Edwin Lovering at the end of this school year. He entered 
the service of the schools over thirty years ago and is now about 
to retire after years of faithful and effective service. As your 
superintendent has observed him in a short time, he has been 
impressed with his buoyancy of spirit and been reminded of 
Browning’s lines—‘‘Grow old along with me. The best is yet 
to be.”’ 

In closing my report, I express to the committee my gratitude 
for their businesslike, yet forward-looking attitude in the work 
of the schools; to the general public for their patience with some 
things which we knew needed correction, but which it has taken 
time to remedy; and to my colleagues in the department for 
their admirable spirit of cooperation.

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REPORT OF THE HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 

In compliance with your request I am submitting a report 
of the Winchester High School. Because I have been with the 
School only a few months, my first report will be a brief one. 


Registration and Attendance 


During the school year beginning September 1924, 488 dif- 
ferent students have been enrolled in the School. The regis- 
tration at the present time is 420. All cases of withdrawal 
have been voluntary. Of the eighteen students who have left 
us, eight have moved from Winchester, seven have gone to work, 
one has gone to private school, one to trade school and one is 
in training for a nurse. 


The attendance record has been very satisfactory. We have: 
been free from any serious epidemic and weather conditions. 
have been favorable. Changing the time of closing the school 
from 2.30 to 1.50 has decreased the number of requests for early 
dismissals, and I feel that most of the parents are heartily co- 
operating with us in the attempt to eliminate unnecessary ab- 
sences. ‘Tardiness has been the most serious factor in our atten- 
dance problem. ‘This matter is being carefully studied, and 
our record is improving. However, I feel that we still have too 
many cases of tardiness that might easily be avoided. Punctu- 
ality and regular attendance are two important lessons to be 
learned during school days, and every effort is being made to. 
impress these lessons upon our boys and girls. 


Needs 


In spite of the improvements of the past year there are several. 
items needing attention. The Assembly Hall presents a cold, 
barren appearance. It is one of the rooms that was not taken 
care of last summer. The woodwork, stage and furniture need 
refinishing. 

We are attempting to make the school Assembly a valuable: 
feature of our school life. An attractive assembly hall would be: 
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a big help along this line. The walls of the hall are entirely lack- 
ing pictures or decorations. Music racks in the backs of the 
seats would eliminate much confusion now caused by passing 
out song books at each assembly. 


Another urgent need of the School is provision for a study hall. 
During each period of the day there are certain students who 
have no recitation. At the present time it is necessary that 
many of them be assigned to a room where a recitation is going 
on. This is a difficult arrangement for both the student and the 
teacher. The student finds it hard to concentrate upon his 
own work and the teacher cannot do his best teaching when respon- 
sible for ten or twelve students in the room who are not in his 
class. The solution to this problem is not in sight unless it is 
possible to work out some combination seating plan in the As- 
sembly Hall that will permit it to be utilized as a study hall 
during the day without destroying its availability as an assembly 
hall. I believe this question of a study hall is one of the big 
physical needs of the building at the present time. 


There are minor repairs claiming attention; the girls locker 
room needs paint and plaster, the walls of the gymnasium should 
be cleaned or painted, the corridor walls not refinished last sum- 
mer should be renovated as soon as possible, new lighting fixtures 
should be installed in the office and in the upper corridors, and 
lights should be installed just inside of the boys and girls entrances. 


The Dramatic Club 


I wish to make special mention of the work of the Dramatic 
Club. The Club has presented to the School a beautiful curtain 
for the stage in the Assembly Hall. The curtain is made up in 
a rich lined velour and equipped with standard apparatus for 
operating. This meets a long-felt need and will go far toward 
making the Assembly Hall a more attractive room. The total 
cost of this gift is approximately $450.00. The curtain will 
probably be installed*¥during the month of January. The 
Dramatic Club deserves much commendation for the spirit 
prompting them to make such a substantial gift to the School. 
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Parent-Teachers Association Scholarship 


Another gift that I wish to mention is the Scholarship Fund 
presented to the High School Parent-Teacher Association by 
the Wadleigh-Prince Association. The Scholarship Fund con- 
sists of two paid-up shares in the Winchester Cooperative Bank. 
The principal and interest is to be divided and used for scholar- 
ship prizes for one member of the eighth grade and one member 
of the seventh grade of the Wadleigh School as of June 1, 1924 
upon their graduation from Winchester High School. The 
award is to be made on the basis of: 

Character and school citizenship. 


i 
2. Scholastic standing in High School. 
3. Financial need. 


The one receiving the scholarship must use it for the purpose 
of ‘‘continuing education beyond the High School in some school 
developing students in conformity with the welfare of society.” 
This gift from the Wadleigh-Prince Association is much appre- 
ciated by the High School. It is to be hoped that this is but 
the beginning of a long list of scholarship aids to be established 
as an incentive to the boys and girls of Winchester. 


College Preparation 


There is probably no one thing by which a secondary school 
is more keenly judged than by the success its students have in 
meeting the college entrance requirements. Winchester High 
School will be judged on this basis in spite of the fact that probably 
not more than seven or eight per cent of the entire student body 
take college board examinations in any one year. Regardless 
of this small relative number, it is surprising to some perhaps 
to know that according to the latest report of the Secretary of 
the College Entrance Board there are only eight public high 
schools in the State, in school systems where the comprehensive 
type of high school is in vogue, which sent up a larger number | 
of candidates than Winchester High School last June. Brockton 
High School, the largest under one roof in the State, with approxi- 
mately twenty-four hundred students, had thirty-seven can- 
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didates; Winchester, with four hundred and twenty-five students 
had thirty-one candidates. This would indicate that Win- 
chester High School is encouraging as many students as possible 
to take examinations and is not attempting to sidetrack those 
who are poor risks. The percentage of passing grades received 
by our students last June was well above the average of the 
country. We had three New Plan candidates, two of whom 
were successful. We had one hundred Old Plan papers, of which 
66% received a mark of sixty or better, which is the grade gener- 
ally accepted as the passing mark. The average for the country, 
including public and private schools, was 59 plus. Our record 
for the Old Plan examinations taken last June is the best for the 
last five years, as is shown in the following table.

It is pleasing to report also that one of our students shared 
with one other member of the present Freshman Class at Smith 
the honor of making the best record of all New Plan candidates 
last June. 


Not only did our students make a very creditable showing 
in their ability to meet college entrance examinations success- 
fully, but, what is perhaps a still better test, they are, according 
to all reports received, doing very creditable work in college. 


Students who finished their work at Winchester High School 
last June are now studing at the following institutions: Harvard, 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology, Wellesley, Smith, Brown, 
Amherst, Wheaton, University of Pennsylvania, Boston Univer- 
sity, Northeastern University, Massachusetts Agricultural 
College, Tufts, Bentley School of Accounting, Lowell Normal, 
Keene Normal, Boston School of Fine Arts, and Lasell Seminary. 
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Commercial Work 


The Commercial Course is very popular and some excellent. 
work is being done. The graduates of this course have been 
placed in positions of promise. Reports recetved from the people 
with whom our graduates are placed are very commendable. 
Those in last year’s class were placed by the School with the 
following :—8 with Jackson & Curtis, 1 with Edison Light Com- 
pany, 1 with Federal Mutual Liability Association, 1 with Dr. 
Ralph Manning, 8 with Stone & Webster, 1 with New England 
Tuberculosis Association, 1 with Wise, Hobbs & Arnold, 1 with 
Winchester Laundry, 1 with H. C. Wainwright Company, and 
1 with the General Accident Insurance Company. 

The school year has been one of progress and accomplishment. 
The work in the different departments has been characterized 
by a spirit of harmony and cooperation. ‘The relations between 
the school and parents have been most free from disagreeable 
differences. 

Next June brings to a close a long period of service of Mr. 
Edwin N. Lovering as Principal and Principal Emeritus of the 
Winchester High School. Mr. Lovering came to Winchester 
in 1887 and has truly devoted his life work to the Town of Win- 
chester. It is fitting at this time to call to the attention of the 
citizens of Winchester the loyal, unselfish, willing spirit that 
has characterized the long years of valuable service that Mr. 
Lovering has given to the Town.

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REPORT OF THE WADLEIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 


To the Superintendent of Schools, 
My dear Sir: 
I submit the following annual report of the Wadleigh School:— 


Wadleigh School has long given a traditionally fine type of 
service to this community. It has been enabled to do this in 
part because of the enlightened support of interested parents 
and friends, and in part by reason of the spirit that seems to 
pervade, to characterize the school itself. Therefore it is both 
pleasant and a responsible task to serve a school that has itself 
so well served, and been served by, its public. 


The inference is that we are all, new members of the teaching 
corps included, this year striving to preserve the best traditions 
of the school, as well as to develop or modify its educational 
policy as the occasion or the need arises. 

First of all, we are giving greater emphasis and longer prepar- 
ation to the study of English, another year of specialized work 
to this fundamental major subject, so that foreign language 
differentiation is postponed for all pupils of the seventh grade, 
where heretofore it was allowed, to the eighth grade. Though 
conscious that thus we are in harmony with the manifest educa- 
tional trend of the times, we believe that before all else we are 
thereby giving young students the opportunity they need to 
ground themselves more thoroughly in the basic features of English, 
—erammar, composition and literary appreciation,—before they 
attempt any kind of specialization, linguistic or not. So the 
seventh grade curriculum has absolutely identical elements for 
all pupils. 

It is admitted that good teachers know instinctively what 
goals they are bound for, what ideals they are pursuing with 
their classes, but where many minds are at work with the same 
learners, there is an advantage in making explicitly plain, in 
coming to some general agreement regarding the aims we severally 
have in view. And these general aims have been analyzed by 
bodies of expert investigators so carefully that the resultant 
crystallization of thought concerning them has gained almost 
inevitable acceptance among school people. Hence on the new 
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Report Card of Wadleigh School, soon to appear, there will be 
at the very beginning our list of Major Objectives, thus:— 
Character 
Health 
Citizenship 
Command of Fundamental Processes 
Prevocational Training including Vocational Guidance 


Worthy Home Membership 
Worthy Use of Leisure 


In the largest sense, the happiness as well as the efficiency of 
the individual is bound up in the conscientious following of this 
list of fundamental, life objectives. 


Any school -that occupies the strategic position of Wadleigh 
in a school system,—intermediate, that is between the elemen- 
tary and the secondary school grades, a Junior High School, 
if you will,—becomes naturally sonner or later a “sorting and 
finding” institution. Not all pupils are alike in tastes, aptitudes, 
capacities and ambitions. In fact, no two are exactly alike. 
Hence the school must make some provision for discovering and 
adapting its work to the marked individual differences of children. 
How very true this is of a school whose entire enrollment, consists 
of adolescents and _ pre-adolescents,—young people entering 
upon that stage of life when these differences of taste, aptitude 
and expectancy take on new coloring, assume a significance never 
known before. Such a school is morally bound to measure the 
native equipment of its pupils and to adapt the content of studies 
and the methods employed day by day in teaching that content 
to pupils so that they may be the better helped to find them- 
selves, to get some inkling of what they can and will do eventually 
in the world of occupations. Hence one of the major objectives 
proposed for Wadleigh School is “‘Prevocational Training Including 
Vocational Guidance.” Frankly, with the manual facilities 
available, limited to Woodworking, Printing, Sewing, Cooking 
and Mechanical Drawing, little progress can be expected in the ~ 
way of adequate Prevocational Training, but if the subject- 
matter and the methods of teaching it are properly selected 
and utilized considerable vocational information and experience

of a vital kind can be imparted in History, Civics, Geography, 
Mathematics, English and General Science, not to mention the 
manual courses above. Our practical opportunity in Wadleigh 
is to develop continually in pupils their vocational outlook by 
means of the material chosen and the ways that material is 
handled, even in the so-called academic studies. 

Chief of all our needs—so obvious and so pressing as to call 
for no elaboration whatever—are an Assembly Hall of our own, 
and adequate School Playground facilities.

REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF ELEMENTARY EDUCATION 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


Progressive education demands much of the school of today. 
A sound body is necessary in order that the individual may fill 
his place in society. The school must carry out a health program. 

A strong character is necessary in order that the individual 
may help to establish a higher standard of right living. The 
school must provide for character building. 

A feeling of individual responsibility for home, community 
and state is demanded. ‘The school must train for citizenship. 

A desire to be a useful member of the home is of paramount 
importance. The school must endeavor to cooperate with the 
home in establishing such desires and standards. 

The ability to think, to plan, to reason, to judge and to decide 
is of great importance if the individual is to be of service. ‘The 
school must endeavor to train the mind along these lines. 

The mastery of certain skills is necessary in order that the 
individual may live in the world with others. The school there- 
fore, must help to establish these skills. 

A desire for wholesome and worth while activity 1s necessary 
for the use of leisure time. The school, then, endeavors to es- 
tablish such desires bearing in mind that the standard which 
will satisfy must be a high one. 
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The function of the school, therefore, is that of developing the 
individual child along all these lines in order that he may take 
his place in the world, fill it efficiently and be happy in so doing. 
The following are some of the ways in which the elementary 
schools are endeavoring to meet these newer and more complex 
needs. 


School Papers 


Last year for the first time, two of the elementary schools 
published a single number of a school paper. The idea was 
suggested to the children. They responded immediately by 
making plans. Problems at once presented themselves: Who 
should be responsible for the paper? An editorial staff was chosen. 
What should the paper be called? Many names were suggested 
and the one most appropriate was chosen. What should the 
paper contain? The pupils were keen to this need. Various 
papers were studied; finally, such departments as attendance, 
reports of various school activities, riddles, original compositions 
and poems, Red Cross notes, newsy items, jokes, etc. were decided 
upon. 

More contributions were received than it was possible to use. 
This made it necessary to choose. A committee with the help 
of the teachers selected those which best supplied the need. 

Through the cooperation of the Commercial Department 
of the High School these papers were made possible. 

This unit of work offered an opportunity for pupil participation, 
for judging, choosing, for motivation of school work, and required 
definite responsibilities which the pupils were obliged to assume. 
The children were very enthusiastic and delighted with this 
problem. As will be seen it functioned in many, if not all, of our 
objectives. 


Establishing Relationships Among Schools 


That a good relationship among the schools should exist is 
advisable, especially among the upper grades that are soon to 
mingle in the Wadleigh School. Such an acquaintance has 
been fostered by the exchange of work between schools, by one 
class visiting another class. The Assembly Halls in the new 
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buildings will make this desirable practice more convenient and 
profitable. 


Such occasions stimulate the children to do different things, 
to think of original things to do and to do things which are helpful 
and pleasing to others. 


The Junior Red Cross 


Each elementary school is a member of the Junior Red Cross. 
To become a member requires that each child perform some 
service. Reports of such service have been most gratifying. 


Each school has a pupil organization with officers, president, 
vice president, secretary and treasurer elected by the children. 
These Red Cross Societies hold monthly meetings with appro- 
priate programs. ‘The meetings are presided over by the president 
and carried out entirely by the children. ‘The secretary reports 
on the meetings and the various Red Cross activities which 
have been carried out in the different rooms during the month. 
The secretary also makes a monthly report to the director of 
Junior Red Cross Work in the elementary schools. 


The values of such activity are too obvious to need enumer- 
ating. They help to develop the child along the lines of our 
great objective. Learning becomes a real activity through 
service. 


The Free Period 


A free period is a part of the daily program for each class in 
erades one to six inclusive. Each child has an opportunity to 
choose that which he wishes to do during this time. He may 
choose to read, work for skill or some form of hand work. The 
real worth of these periods has already been proven. ‘These 
choices which the children make enable the teacher to know the 
individuals better, his desires as well as his capacities. The 
children through such participation are forming correct attitudes 
toward the school work, they are learning the characteristics 
of good citizenship and are happy in so doing. 
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The Report Card 


Two years ago a tentative report card was issued. The attempt 
was made to make a card which would partially at least give 
the pupil and the parent a somewhat more definite idea of some 
of the more important things which enter into the child’s life 
in the school. The card was so phrased that the teacher was 
to a certain degree able to take into account individual differences. 
The schools of teday function in too many ways, in various equally 
important ways, to be adequately reported by an estimate of 
the progress in the skills alone. 

This card has been revised through helpful suggestions from 
parents, teachers and the supervisory staff. That this revision 
will prove to have been a refining and improving process is earn- 
estly hoped. 


The Curriculum 


One of the outstanding needs of the elementary schools is 
an up-to-date curriculum. This is a need that is not confined to 
Winchester alone but is one of the outstanding problems of 
educators the country over. Last year a beginning was made 
in a Course of Study in English. This was accomplished by 
teachers and supervisors working together. It is the present 
plan that this work be continued. It will necessitate the laying 
out of types of work, the trying out of these plans by different 
teachers, and the judging of the worth of the selections made. 
This is a slow process, in fact any course of study should always 
be a growing one, needing constant revision. 


New Buildings 


Four new buildings have been opened within a year. This 
has supplied a long felt need. It has enabled the opening of two 
Kindergartens making four in all. This is a distinct advantage 
and a forward step. 

The assembly halls make it possible to develop the children 
in social and civic ways which are so necessary and valuable. 

The ethical value which is derived in living in a clean, sanitary 
building should not be overlooked. 
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Programs of Daily Work 


Much time has been given during the present school year 
to making of programs which will be a guide to the teachers 
and furnish a somewhat uniform time schedule. The time 
allotments were made to conform as nearly as possible to the 
results of recent studies made of typical schools. One new 
feature suggested by the physical training department has been 
added. ‘That is the division of the morning into three periods 
of practically the same length by recess and physical training. 
This plan has worked very well in the time in which it has been 
tried. Another new feature is a period in which the teacher 
and children plan together certain school activities and ways 
of solving school needs. 

These various activities include the work of all the regular 
school subjects. They do more than that. They are real things 
done in real ways. This motivates the work and aids in learning. 

These newer needs are provided for and made possible only 
through the cooperation of an efficient teaching force and the 
earnest eager children. 

The outlook for the future citizenship of Winchester is a bright 
one judged by work which the children are doing in the schools 
at the present time.

REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC 


To the Superintendent of Schools 

My days in the Winchester Schools this year are Monday, 
Thursday and Friday. Monday is devoted entirely to the 
supervision of the first six grades. Thursday is given to the 
Junior High School and the High School Girls’ Glee Club. Friday 
morning is given partly to the grades and partly to High School, 
the noon period every other week to one of the Junior High

Glee Clubs and the afternoon to the High School Orchestra. The 
work in the grades this year is being efficiently carried on by the 
regular teachers in much the same way as that of last year. This 
first fall term, rhythm has been stressed, in the next term we 
plan to stress individual singing and the last term music appre- 
ciation. 


In the Junior High School we have a much improved program 
for the music, each division of the seventh grades has 2 periods 
weekly, each eighth grade division has 1 period each week and 
then 1 chorus period with the divisions combined. We have 
a very fine girls’ glee club which is under the capable direction 
of Mrs. Anna O’Sullivan and a fine boys glee club and a most 
enthusiastic orchestra under the able direction of Miss Mary 
Barr. I hope that next years’ program may allow for the eighth 
grade divisions to have 2 periods each and for the glee clubs 
which are now being taken at the lunch hour to be included in 
school time. 


It may not be out of place here to speak of the work accom- 
plished in music during the last school year which culminated in 
a Music Festival given in celebration of National Music Week. 
This festival was only possible through the most generous support 
of the Supt. of Schools and the untiring and most loyal help 
of every teacher. I should like to express my appreciation and 
gratitude to the teachers, principals and superintendent. 

The Winchester town’s people may be interested to know 
that my observation during the past two years leads me to believe 
that we have some remarkable musical talent among the pupils 
in the Winchester Schools and that American born children seem 


to be fully as capable of serious work in music as those born in 
foreign countries.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL NURSE, 1024 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


The school nurse has endeavored to perform her duties and 
meet the usual emergencies in a way which is most helpful to 
the teacher and satisfactory to the parents. 

The State Physical Record Card has been adopted for use in 
the schools this year. 


The equipment in the room to be used by the school nurse 
in the several new buildings, has been a great source of satis- 
faction to her, and a decided help in performing her duties, and 
also a help to the school physician and dentists. 


After meeting with, and discussing the problems of the school 
nurses from all over the country, at the summer session of 
Hyannis Normal School, your school nurse felt that there were 
many phases of health work, in which the people of Winchester 
and the School Department showed greater progress and higher 
standards of ideals than the average community of the same 
size. 


Each of the new buildings being equipped with a splendid 
assembly hall, has made it possible to give more extensive Health 
Plays, both for the benefit and enjoyment of the parents as well 
as the children. 


These Plays are to be continued until one has been given in 
each of the new buildings, and the children from buildings with- 
out assembly halls will be invited. 

This creates and encourages a very wholesome and happy 
spirit among the children. 

There has been no permanent school physicain appointed 
to fill the vacancy caused by Dr. Putman’s death. 

Dr. Simon who was temporarily appointed school physician,. 
finished out the school term last year through June, but found 
it impossible to resume the responsibility in September. 

Dr. Edith Rabe of Boston, was again appointed in September 
to examine the High School girls. 

About November lst, Dr. Roger Burgoyne was temporarily 
appointed to serve as school physician until January first.

REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR OF PHYSICAL EDUCATION 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


In making a report of the Physical Education program in the 
schools, I am glad to say that the department has met with 
hearty and competent cooperation of all the teachers. This is 
one of the most important factors in promoting a satisfactory 
program. The children have been eager for play and athletics 
and have responded heartily to all activities undertaken. 
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The program that has been followed so far consists in the 
elememtary grades of a ten minute period for the gymnastic 
lesson, a period of from fifteen to twenty minutes recess out of 
doors, supervised by the teachers and a five minute period of 
laxation in the afternoon used generally in playing more or less 
quiet games. These time periods occur at intervals advisatle 
to break up the school day from too long a period of inactivity. 

The work in the High School is, of course, more advanced 
and with the facilities of the gymnasium and Manchester field, 
a creditable program for all the boys and girls has been carried 
on. Every boy and girl is enrolled in a gymnasium class meeting 
twice a week, a forty-five minute period for each meeting. 

With the opening of school until the Thanksgiving recess, 
the classes met on Manchester field and engaged in both theory 
and practice, including the fundamentals of out door games, 
such as Field Hockey and Soccer for the girls and Football, 
Touch Football and Soccer for the boys. Since the Thanks- 
giving recess the classes have met in the gymnasium where the 
work includes marching tactics and calisthenics, apparatus work 
and games. The work is based upon the four important phases 
of Physical Education viz: educational, corrective, hygienic 
and recreational. 

The theory and fundamentals are included in all activities 
engaged in. 

The High School football team completed its schedule. Some 
may consider it a poor season. It was not successful from the 
standpoint of winning games but Coach Roberts was looking 
toward the future and built a team of underclassmen who will 
be available next year and the year after and what was more 
important developed a fine attitude among the players on the 
field. The team always played a hard clean game. 

The girls Field Hockey under Miss Wheeler was a credit to 
the school. 

The locker room and shower room are not as yet satisfactory 
but every effort is being made to improve the conditions there. 

Beginning Monday, January 5th, the outdoor program for the 
entire school system opens. This includes the High School, 
Wadleigh and the elementary schools. Through the cooperation 
of Mr. Packer and the courtesy of the Park Department ice- 
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hockey rinks have been built and shall be used continuously 
from 2 p. m. until 4.30 p. m. every school day. Teams from each — 
elementary school, two from Wadleigh and two from each class 
in the High School have been assigned their respective practice 
periods and schedules for games drawn up. It is estimated that 
over two hundred boys will be skating under supervision. 

Basketball will continue in the gymnasium, there being twelve 
teams, six teams of boys and six teams of girls. The Wadleigh 
boys and girls will, also, be given a period once a week. The 
gymnasium will be in use from 2 p. m. until 5 p. m. every school 
day. 

The Department is using some of the best qualified boys of 
the High School for instructors, coaches, etc. ‘These boys receive 
definite instructions and are really capable of doing an admirable 
piece of work. This enlarges the field of opportunity in the 
Department and we feel confident in time of accomplishing our 
aim, which is to reach every boy and girl in the school system, 
in promoting and maintaining health, to establish in them habits. 
and ideals which will benefit their later years and to improve: 
the community life of the future.

WYMAN SCHOOL 


The Wyman School was dedicated on January 1, 1924, and 
occupied the next day. It has been in constant use, and we 
believe has been found to be efficiently planned and well con- 
structed. As soon as the weather permitted in the spring, the 
front lawn was turned over and seeded, and such shrubbery as. 
had been planted in the late fall trimmed and replaced where 
necessary. . 


NOONAN SCHOOL 


Work on the Noonan School continued through the winter and 
spring, the building being completed during the month of August 
and ready for occupancy at the opening of the school term in 
September. Dedication services were held on Sunday afternoon, 
September 7, at which time the building was open for inspection. 
Practically all of the work planned around this building was 
carried out except for the grading of the upper playground, which 
must remain for later consideration. 
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LINCOLN SCHOOL 


Work on the Lincoln School also continued during the winter 
months, construction reaching such an advanced stage that the 
snowstorms of the winter caused but little delay in carrying on 
the work. This building was also completed in August and 
turned over to the School Committee for occupancy at the begin- 
ning of the school term in September. 

This building is the largest of the four constructed, and contains 
certain features which are not called for in the other districts. 
Here we have, in addition to the regular grade work, two class 
rooms for progress classes, another room which is used as the 
headquarters for the evening school, large shower baths and 
toilets having direct entrance upon the playground in the rear, 
so that they can later be used during the summer months when 
the town shall have had time to consider more carefully and 
decide upon a line of procedure relating to playgrounds. 

A large part of the necessary grading and re-surfacing has 
been done, an entrance having been opened from Washington 
Street, and that portion of the lot lying along Wesley Street 
having been graded and seeded early in the fall. There still 
remains some grading to the north and west of the building. 
The bank on the western boundary of the lot should be cut away 
and graded, a line of poplar trees planted, and the playground 
itself brought more nearly to one common level. 


MYSTIC SCHOOL 


Work on the Mystic School began as early in April as the 
weather would permit, and the building was carried on to rapid 
completion by Mr. Alexander. The building was turned over 
to the School Committee the latter part of December, and was 
ready for occupancy at the beginning of the school term, January 5. 

It was impossible to complete the grading at the Mystic School. 
Gravel walks were laid and filling done around the front of the 
building. There still remains to be done some work in the rear 
of the building. The cellar left by the Symmes house should 
be filled and graded off, and the playground at the southerly 
side of the building brought to grade. 
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Attached to this report will be found a list of the architects. 
and contractors engaged in erecting these four buildings, and also 
a schedule showing the cost of each building. 


SCHOOL ADMINSTRATION BUILDING 


Pursuant to the vote of the town at the special town meeting 
last June, the School Building Committee have cooperated with 
the School Committee in refitting the old Shattuck stable on the 
Wyman lot for school adminstration purposes. An appropri- 
ation of $7,500 was made, and the joint committees engaged 
Messrs.Kilham, Hopkins, and Greeley, the architects for the 
Wyman School, to make sketches and submit specifications. 
These sketches met with the approval of the School Committee, 
Mr. F. C. Alexander was engaged to carry out the construction, 
and the building was ready for occupancy by the School Admini- 
stration Department early in September. | 

The Committee consider that their delay in destroying ke 
Shattuck stable and their recommendation to convert it into 
administration headquarters is one of the most constructive 
things they have accomplished and that the administration 
headquarters could not be duplicated with anything like the 
space they now occupy short of $35,000 to $40,000. 

We believe that anyone who has visited the building since the 
changes were made, will be impressed with the investment which 
the town has made. The building contains two large rooms 
for the use of the School Committee’s organization, with small 
offices for the Primary Supervisor, the School Nurse, and the 
Custodian of Schools. Beyond this is a large room for book 
storage, suitably equipped and lighted, and in the attic a large 
room which can be used for storage of extra furniture and for 
carrying on such minor repairs as are necessary from tine to time. 
Of the $7,500 appropriated, $7,494.84 has been spent, leaving 
a balance of $5.16. 


CONCLUSION 


While all of the bills are not yet due for payment, the Com- 
mittee consider that their work is practically finished. Final 
payments to Mr. Alexander and the other contractors on the 
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Mystic School are due about the middle of February, and with 
these cared for, there will be a small balance left of the appropri- 
ations. 

The Committee have carried out to the best of their ability 
the instructions of the town, as contained in the original vote 
passed at the time that this Committee was authorized. They 
have followed as closely as possible the outline submitted by the 
School Building Program Committee, and, in addition, have 
never put out plans to contractors for bids before they had 
the approval of the School Board. Inasmuch as the final recom- 
mendations for the Lincoln School were made after the first 
report of the School Building Program Committee had been 
published, it was found on conferring with the School Board 
that several other features must be added to the building. A 
change in the state law regarding progress classes necessitated 
an additional class room. Accommodations also had to be 
provided for evening school classes, and shower baths installed 
in the toilets and made accessible to the playground, with the 
expectation that this playground might well be developed and 
maintained through the summer season. All of these factors 
added materially to the cost of the building and thereby increased 
the problems of the Committee to accomplish this building 
program on the original issue. 

It is a real regret to the Committee that they have not been 
able to finish the playgrounds, provide permanent fences, and 
set out some shrubbery in places where necessary. It should 
be borne in mind, however, that the appropriation under which 
the Committee has been working was made at a time when 
construction costs were comparatively low, averaging 27 to 30 
cents, and the appropriation recommended by the School Building 
Program Committee was based on 32 cents per cubic foot. The 
lowest figure which the Building Committee could obtain was. 
considerably more than this for construction alone, and with 
building costs advancing rapidly the average cost per cubic foot 
for all four schools, including furniture and fixtures, was just 
about 4414 cents. The Committee have felt that under these 
conditions it was wiser to do only such grading as was absolutely 
necessary, putting the money into construction, and leaving 
the completion of the playgrounds for some future time. 
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It is the opinion of the Committee that an appropriation of 
$3,000 or $4,000 should be made each year for the next three 
or four years, to complete the grading and the playgrounds. 
The actual building of the playgrounds themselves they believe 
to be a problem which should be carefully considered by the 
joint School Committee and Park Board, the thought being 
that while the School Committee would have full jurisdiction 
during the school year, the maintenance of the playgrounds 
during the summer months might be taken care of by the Park 
Board. The immediate requirements are the completion of cer- 
tain grading around the Lincoln School and the Mystic School, 
and the building of permanent granolithic walks around all four 
schools, such an appropriation as we have recommended taking 
care of all of this work to be done in three or four years, without 
being a burden to the taxpayers. Certain fences should be erected, 
where there is a possibility of the school children running across 
abutting property and where the school playgrounds adjoin 
main streets on which there is much traffic. 

It is the recommendation of the Committee that the expendi- 
ture of this annual appropriation be under the direction of the 
School Committee, who have been in close touch with the Building 
Committee and are in full accord with them as to what is neces- 
sary to be done. 

With the retirement of Mrs. George H. Root from the School 
Board in March, 1924, she ceased to be a member of the Build- 
ing Committee. Her place was taken by Mrs. Maurice C. 
Tompkins. During Mrs. Root’s term of service the completion 
of plans for all four schools was accomplished. The Committee 
desire to take this opportunity to express their appreciation of 
the ability and helpful cooperation which Mrs. Root brought 
to their work during the period of her service with them and of 
their pleasure in working with her. 

At all times from the beginning to the end the relations of the 
Building Committee and the School Board have been mutually 
helpful. It has been the desire of the Committee to keep the 
School Board in touch with all our plans and to construct build- 
ings that would be in keeping with their demands. 

During the three years past we have been constantly in touch 
with many officials in the town, and it is only right that we should 
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acknowledge the helpfulness and cooperation at all times of the 
Board of Selectmen and of Mr. James Hinds, Town Engineer, 
We were fortunate in having our fellow townsman, Mr. Frederic 
C. Alexander, as contractor for two of our schools and for the 
alterations of the Administration Building, and the Committee 
wish at this time to express their appreciation of his helpfulness 
in solving some very real problems for them. 

The Committee are greatly indebted to the architectural 
firms of Kilham, Hopkins and Greeley and Ritchie, Parsons and 
Taylor for their helpful and broadminded counsel in regard to 
the problem as a whole as well as for their skill and efficiency in 
dealing with their individual parts of the problem. They brought 
to the Committee a wealth of detailed information on school 
house construction due to their years of successful work in this 
special field, and the Committee’s relations with them from begin- 
ning to end have been most happy and fortunate during the three 
years past.

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fee! OF THE SCHOOL, HOUSE 
BUILDING COMMITTEE REGARDING 
A NEW SCHOOL FOR THE 
NORTHERLY DISTRICT 


At the adjourned session of the annual town meeting, held 
on March 6, 1924, it was voted that the town instruct the School 
House Building Committee, as authorized to construct primary 
school-houses in the Chapin, Rumford, Wyman and Mystic 
Districts, to investigate the needs of the remaining district, 
north of Mt. Vernon St., east of Washington St., and north of 
Irving St., and bring in a recommendation regarding the same 
at the annual town meeting in 1925. 

The district described in the above vote is a large one, em- 
bracing all of the territory north of Mt. Vernon St. to the Stone- 
ham and Woburn lines, and east of a line on Washington St. 
beginning at the Baptist Church and running to Stone Ave. 
and then northwest to the Woburn line, crossing the railroad 
track, and a point on Cross St. a little to the east of Loring Ave. 
The district is not as thickly settled as some of the other districts,. 
nor has the growth been as rapid. It is served at the the present 
time by the Washington School on Cross St. and the Highland 
School on Highland Ave., not far from Mt. Vernon St. Both 
buildings were built many years ago. The Washington School 
is a 4 room building with an enrollment at the present time of 
103, scattered through six grades. The Highland School is a 
2 room building, caring for four grades, with an enrollment of 
64. The 5th and 6th grades from the Highland district will 
be housed up to the 1st of January in the Gifford School. After 
January Ist it is intended that these two grades be sent either 
to the Washington, the new Lincoln, or the new Mystic, as the 
parents of the children in these grades may decide. There is 
no kindergarten in either the Washington or the Highland district. 

The Committee have spent much time considering the problem. 
Neither the Washington nor the Highland District in, itself is 
large enough to warrant a new building. Neither is it practicable 
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to send children from either district to any of the existing schools 
except in emergency cases. The decision of the town to build 
a school for the Chapin District decided this matter very definitely, 
and while there have been some applications for admission to 
the Lincoln School from the territory east of Washington St. 
near the school, the School Committee have decided that this 
building must be reserved for the district for which 1t was planned 
and built. 


Our investigations, therefore, have been along the line of 
finding a suitable location which would be central for the entire 
territory, without necessitating long walks to and from school 
for a majority of the pupils. In the territory west of the rail- 
road track in the present Washington District, there are 21 
pupils scattered through six grades. While the distance from 
where they reside to the Noonan School is probably farther than 
to the Washington School, it is no farther than to the new site. 
There is at the present time ample room in the Noonan School 
for these 21 pupils, and it is possible that the Committee may 


deem it advisable to transfer some of these pupils to the Noonan 
School. | 


The Committee have tried to find a location near the center 
of the district, and yet to the eastward of Washington St. Con- 
sidering the outskirts of the district to be the Winchester High- 
land station on the west, the corner of Forest Circle and Forest 
St. on the north, and Mt. Vernon St. on the south, a central 
point is nearly at the corner of Highland Ave. and Prince Ave., 
which would call for about the same walking distance as in the 
other three schools, or about six tenths of a mile at the outside. 
This site would follow out the plan of location of the other elemen- 
tary schools in town, which was, roughly, on a circle of from one- 
half to three-fourths of a mile from the center of the town. . 

Here we have three vacant lots available, one on the easterly 
side of Highland Ave., and two on the westerly side. The first 
lot the Committee has considered as being too small, and there- 
fore their attention has been given to the lots one on either side 
of Prince Ave. on the westerly side of Highland Ave. They 
havé considered carefully the advisability of recommending 
purchase of both lots, closing Prince Ave., and divering the traffic 
either around the lot or through a cross street which would con- 
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nect Lincoln St. with Stone Ave., but they realize that there are 
objections to closing a street which has been a thoroughfare for 
many years, and it is therefore their recommendation that the 
lots on the northerly side of Prince Ave. be considered. The 
lots immediately on Highland Ave. have a frontage of 200 ft., 
contain about 27,000 sq. ft., and are in the names of Smith and 
Hobbs. Adjoining these lots to the west are three lots, containing 
approximately 32,000 sq. ft., with house and stable standing in 
the name of Olsen. The combined area is approzimately 60,000 
sq. ft., and they can be purchased for the sum of $15,000. It 
is the recommendation of the Committee that these lots be pur- 
chased, and a grade school be erected on the westerly part of the 
lot leaving an area to the eastward along Highland Ave. for play- 
eround purposes. 

The building should be constructed along the general’ plan 
of the other new buildings, containing a kindergarten and audi- 
torium, and six standard class rooms, with the possible addition 
of one or two rooms to allow for future growth. ‘There are six 
teachers employed at the present time in these two schools, and 
the only immediate addition to the teaching force will be one 
kindergarten teacher. The erection of this new building will 
eliminate two old wooden buildings which have outlived their 
usefulness, and on which the cost of maintenance is considerable. 
It will solve the problem of the fifth and sixth grades of the 
present Highland School, which have been attending the Gifford 
School, and in the opinion of the Committee will give this district 
the same school accommodations enjoyed by other sections of 
the town. It should also result in increased efficiency. and we 
‘believe result in the building up of the territory along Highland 
Ave. |

WATER DEPARTMENT 


Extension of Mains 


During the year 1924 the following extensions were made to 
the water mains: 
High Street—610 feet of 6-inch cast iron pipe for circulation. 
Wildwood Terrace—330 feet of 6-inch cast iron pipe to replace 2-inch iron pipe. 
Prospect Street Extension—453 feet of 6-inch cast iron pipe for new develop- 
ment. 
Madison Avenue West—470 feet of 6-inch cast iron pipe for new development. 


‘Grassmere Avenue—504 feet of 6-inch cast iron pipe for new development 
and circulation with Curtis Street. 


Mains Renewed 


Swanton Street Bridge—110 feet of 10-inch cast iron pipe, to replace old 
6-inch line under the Bridge. 


West Side High Service Tank 


The repairs on the West Side High Service Tank, which was 
completed May 31, 1922, have proved most satisfactory, and 
it is the opinion of the Board that the remaining area of the 
interior of the tank should be similarly treated this year so that 
the entire structure will be in first-class condition, and it is hoped 
that the Town will deem it wise to appropriate a moderate sum 
to make this possible. 
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Meters 


The customary care has been given the water meters on the 
system, and such inspections, tests and repairs have been made 
as were necessary for the efficient operation of the department. 


Hydrants 


Seven new hydrants have been installed, seven others have 
been renewed and the remainder have been inspected and tested 
in order to keep them in first-class operating condition. 


Water 


The Board has continued to use every precaution to keep the 
water pure, adequate and uncontaminated, and the cooperation 
of the citizens in helping to maintain a high standard is greatly 
appreciated. 


Miscellaneous Work Performed

Improvements on the Water Shed 


The Water and Sewer Board are much pleased at the interest 
taken by the voters in Town in relation to the Reforestation 
work now taking place upon the Water-shed. There was trans- 
planted on this Water-shed in the Spring of 1924, 55,000 of 
Evergreen trees of the following varieties: The White Scotch and 
Red Pine and the Norway Spruce, making a total of 175,000 
trees placed on this Water-shed since the beginning of the Re- 
forestation work. 

It may be of interest to state that the cost of the trees for 1924 
was $1.10 per hundred and the labor of transplanting the same 
was $2.40 per hundred, making a total cost of $3.50 per hundred 
trees ready for growth. The setting out of the trees is one phase 
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of Reforestation work. The care and protection is of very 
great importance for if they are neglected, their growth is much 
retarded. After the trees arrive at eight or ten years of age, 
it is very important that they have sun light and air which they 
need to make a healthy growth, and this makes it necessary to 
remove more or less of the hard wood growth to. give them, the 
Evergreens, the right of way. They will soon cover the ground 
with their shade as they are being spaced five feet apart. 


The land of the Water-shed once belonged to many individuals 
who kept it for the growth of hard wood trees for domestic and 
commercial uses. It is a well-known fact that all trees of a 
“stump growth”’ are to a greater or less extent, false or hollow 
hearted because they are the offsprings of stumps which makes 
them, comparatively speaking, short lived. Evidence shows 
that 60% of the hard wood trees on our Water-shed belong 
to this type of tree. It is fortunate that the Evergreen trees 
will soon be able to take their places giving thereby a more depend- 
able shade. Our seedling trees are sound hearted and will live 
to a good old age. The hard wood removed from the Water-shed 
since the beginning of the reforestation work has been sold for 
fuel purposes, to Town’s people only, and money to the extent 
of $4,000. (approximately) has been paid into the Town Treasury. 
During the next ten years, as the Evergreens need the sun light 
and air, it will be possible to sell at least $6,000. worth more of 
wood for fuel purposes. 3 


The Water and Sewer Board last Spring placed an orien for 
50,000 Evergreen trees with the State Dept. of Forestry to be 
used this Spring upon the Water-shed, which will make reforested 
approximately 300 acres of the 405 acres owned by the Town. 


The one great menance to this reforestation work is fire which 
in a very short time would destroy many hundred trees. There 
is a great need of a light fire protection apparatus which can be 
purchased at a small expense. 


If the Town so votes, in three years more, the whole 405 acres 
will have been changed to that of an Evergreen forest. It is 
safe to say that it will become, as time goes on, one of the most 
noted forests in the whole State. The advantage which will 
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accrue to this Water-shed in sanitation, preservation, conserva- 
tion and finance is at present, almost unbelievable. The next 
generation will enjoy the decided benefits.
